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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
11th January 1875. 

From the commencement of the present year the Weekly Return will contain 
information relating to the births and deaths registered in London and 20 other 
LARGE Cities and Towns in the United Kingdom, having an ageregate population 
estimated to the middle of the year of 7,739,490 persons ; and in addition will also 
be found similar facts relating to an “outer ring” of parishes situated around the 
Registration Division of London, of which the estimated population at the same 
period is 762,007. The population of the entire area within the United Kingdom, 
embraced by the Weekly Return as enlarged, will therefore be 8,501,497, or eight 
millions and a half. With the aid of Returns furnished through the courtesy of 
the various authorities abroad, the Weekly Return will also contain information as 
to the deaths recently registered in 24 great Cities situated in all parts of the world, 
and containing a population of about fen millions. 


Unitep Kincpom. 


Dorine last week 6379 births and 5834 deaths were registered in LoNpoN 
and Twenty other LARGE Towns of the Unirep Kinavom. The natural increase 
of population was 545. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 39 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 45 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 65 in Glasgow, and 42 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLIsH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eraurern Encrisn 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow:—Portsmouth 19, Sun- 
derland 23, Sheffield 28, Norwich 31, Hull 32, Bradford 35, London 35, Neweastle- 
upon-Tyne 35, Leeds 36, Birmingham 39, Wolverhampton 40, Leicester 42, Oldham 
42, Nottingham 43, Liverpool 44, Bristol 45, Salford 48, and Manchester 49. 
‘The rate averaged 39 per 1000 last week in the seventeen provincial towns, against 
35 in London. The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases 
averaged 3°5 per 1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°3 both in Bristol 
and Norwich, to 6°2 and 7°8 in Bradford and Birmingham. Scarlet fever showed 
an increased fatality in Bradford, and the deaths from small-pox in Birmingham 
were 17, against 12 and 15 in the two previous weeks. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2853 pirtus and 2296 pEATHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 340, and the deaths by 615, the average 
numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual deathi- 
rate from all causes, which in the five preceding weeks had averaged 31°5 per 
1000, further rose last week to 35, a result which may be attributed to the low 
temperature which prevailed until and including the Ist instant. After distributing 
the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 83 per 1000 
‘in the West, 34 in the North, 36 in the Central, 34 in the East, and 37 in the 
a ipa of Districts. 
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The 2296 deaths included 5 from small-pox, 16 from measles, 61 from scarlet 
fever, 7 from diphtheria, 52 from whooping-cough, 338 from different forms of 
fever, and 10 from diarrhoea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 184 deaths were referred, against 165 and 194 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 184 deaths were 84 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The fatal cases of scarlet 
fever showed a slight excess, whereas those of each of the other diseases were below 
the corrected average. The 61 deaths from scarlet fever included 17 which 
occurred in the North, 17 in the South, and 13 in the East groups of Registration 
Districts; the Asylum District Hospitals contained 163 patients suffering from this 
disease on 9th instant, against numbers declining steadily from 243 to 184 in the 
five preceding weeks. Of the 52 deaths referred to whooping-cough, 20 were 
returned in South, and 18 in Kast London. ‘Two fatal cases of diphtheria occurred 
in Rotherhithe, and of the 5 deaths from small-pox 3 were recorded in the 
Small-pox Hospital at Stockwell, all of which were “not stated” as to vaccination. 
The 33 deaths referred to fever included 5 certified as typhus, 22 as enteric or 
typhoid, and 6 as simple continued fever. ‘T'wo fatal cases of typhus were recorded 
in the Fever Hospital at Homerton, 3 of enteric fever both in St. John Westminster 
and Whitechapel Church sub-districts, and 2 in St. Paul Deptford. The Asylum 
District Fever Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell contained 102 fever patients on 
9th instant, against numbers declining from 145 to 109 in the four preceding weeks. 

Cold weather prevailed without interruption from 9th December to lst January, 
both days inclusive ; during this period of 24 days the mean temperature averaged 
31°'1, which was 7°°9 below the average for the corresponding period in 50 years. 
The cold was most intense, however, ‘during the last week of December, and the 
deaths in the present Return again show a large excess due to this cause. The 
deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the five preceding 
weeks had averaged 7038, rose last week to 804, which exceeded the corrected weekly 
average by 880; 523 resulted from bronchitis, 180 from pneumonia, and 41 from 
asthma. 

In the large Public Institutions 440 deaths were recorded, or 19 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 281 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 1438 in 
Hospitals, and 16 in Lunatic Asylums. 


Tue GREATER LoNnpon. 
(Including the whole of the Metropolitan and City Police Districts.) 


London has one of the finest municipal organizations in the world ; but it extends 
over only 668 central acres, with a night population of 74,897. ‘That is the present 
dominion of the Lord Mayor; it is a small fraction (;},) of London. The Weekly 
Tables take in a wider area, over which parish vestries ruled separately until they 
were organized under the Metropolitan Board of Works; which has accomplished 
some great works. But London has now overflown even these limits ; the mer- 
chant, the professional man, and others having offices in the City and in West- 
minster live with their families in what has been called “ the Outer Ring,” which 
extends round a circle with a radius of about 15 miles from Charing Cross: it is 
the Greater London. The Greater London was first defined by Sir Robert Peel’s 
Metropolitan Police Act, and may be accepted as the London of the future. It is 
organically associated by a multitude of common wants, and by hygienic condi- 
tions; the same zymotic diseases prevail over the whole extent. Epidemics, like 
the criminal popoulation, cross and recross the borders of its inner circle. The 
area is 698 square miles, nearly five times the area over which the Weekly Tables 
have hitherto extended ; and the population may be estimated at 4,207,167, of 
which 762,007 live in the Outer Ring. 

It has been determined to keep up the Weekly Table including the amplest 
details of age and cause of death within their ancient limits ; in the first place for 
the sake of comparison, and in the second place because the population is all 
compact, whereas the Outer Ring though consisting largely of urban population has 
in it a great deal of open country, interspersed with such towns as Epsom, 
Croydon, Wimbledon, Kingston, Hampton, Richmond, Kew, Mortlake, Barnes, 
Beckenham, Bexley, Chislehurst, Bromley (in Kent), Staines, Uxbridge, Brent- 
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ford, Harrow, Barnet, Finchley, Tottenham, Edmonton, Acton, Ealing, Edgware, 
Hanwell, Hornsey, Isleworth, Teddington, Willesden, Waltham Abbey, Stratford, 
East Ham, West Ham, Barking, and Walthamstow. 

The returns from the districts of the Outer Ring are made by 47 Registrars ; 
and contain the numbers of deaths by the principal zymotic diseases, and by 
violence. The deaths of infants, of persons of the age of 60 and upwards, of 
inmates of public institutions, and of bodies on which inquests are held are 
also distinguished. The prevailing diseases in the districts of the Outer Ring will 
now be constantly under observation ; and this is important, as its sanitary con- 
dition is every year becoming more critical. The sewage question remains there 
for solution ; and the water supply is not everywhere satisfactory. 

The Registrar General has to thank the Registrars of the Outer Ring for the 
promptitude with which they have prepared the returns complementary to those so 
long supplied by their fellow Registrars of the Inner Circle. 

In the week the births in the Greater London were 3354, the deaths 2722. 

The annual rate of mortality of the Greater London was 34; of the Inner 
London 35 ; of the Outer Ring 29. At present the mortality is much the lowest 
in the Outer Ring. 


Tur RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


As astronomers find it necessary for the purposes of their science to establish 
observatories in different countries, so, for statistical and sanitary purposes, it is 
necessary to know, if possible, the observed rates of mortality and the prevailing 
diseases in all the principal centres of the population of the world. ‘This has to 
some extent been accomplished. Following the example of London, twenty-four of 
the principal cities of Europe, Asia, Africa, and America have been induced to 
make weekly returns of births, deaths, and prevailing epidemical diseases. 

Stockholm, St. Petersburgh, Moscow, Madrid, and Constantinople are almost the 
only defaulters from this great International Statistical Return, in which all nations 
are interested, for all are liable to suffer from the same tempests of epidemical 
disease, and are equally concerned in their suppression or mitigation. 

The annual rate of mortality according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9) in Calcutta was 37, Bombay 29, Madras 33; Paris 24, Brussels 3], 
Amsterdam 39, Rotterdam 47, The Hague 48, Christiania 41, Berlin 28, Breslau 26, 
Munich 36, Vienna 22, Rome 33, Naples 35, Turin 26, Florence 40, Venice 29; 
New York 28, Philadelphia 21. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°83 in.; the lowest reading was 29°62 in. on Monday evening, and the highest 29°99 in. 
on Friday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 43°°1, or 6°°6 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean exceeded the average on each day 
of the week : on Monday the mean was 47°-7, and 11°+1 above the average, whereas on Friday 
it declined to 39°:0 and the excess 2°°7. The bighest day temperature in the shade was co habe 
on Monday, and the lowest night temperature 36°°9 on Friday ; the extreme range in the week 
was, therefore, 14°°6. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering ther- 
mometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 90°°1 on Wednesday. ‘The 
difference between the mean dew point and air temperature averaged 3°°1. The mean temperature 
of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist” Police 
Ship, was 36:7. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 89, complete saturation being 
represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was §.W. and §.8.E., and the horizontal 
movement of the air averaged 10 miles per hour. tain fell on Sunday and Monday, to the amount 
of ‘12 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 38°:2 in Hull, to 44°°8 in Bristol; the lowest recorded night temperature was 32°:0 in Man- 
chester, and the highest day temperature in the shade 51°°5 in Bristol. Nain was measured 
in each of the towns; the amounts varied from ‘08 of an inch in Leicester, to *80 of an inch 
in Bristol. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 352,469 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 319,848 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons. 
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Estimates oF Town PoPpuLATIONS TO THE MIDDLE oF. 1875. 


In the middle of the present year four years and a quarter will have elapsed 
since the last Census. ‘The difficulty of framing estimates of population, especially 
in large towns, naturally increases year by year after each Census enumeration, and 
can only be solved by the next. In town populations the excess of births over 
deaths affords no certain clue to the increase of population, as generally there is 
besides a large increase due to immigration. The Registrar General is obliged, in 
the absence of sufficient local information, based for instance upon the number of 
inhabited houses, to frame his estimates of population upon the assumption that the 
ascertained rate of increase between the last two Censuses will be maintained until 
the next enumeration is taken. Ten years is too long a period for this mode of esti- 
mate to be depended on in all instances, but until a Census shall be taken more fre- 
quently, or local authorities afford more organised assistance in the way of furnish- 
ing materials for forming estimates on a sounder basis, the present estimate must 
be maintained. It is satisfactory therefore to know from experience that estimates 
based upon the usual method, except in rare cases, serve practically for the cal- 
culation of useful statistical results. The recent local Census in Barrow-in- 
Furness affords a useful example of the desirability in large towns of supplementing 
the National Census by local enumerations; this simple Census in Barrow was 
taken by the Town Council with the aid of the pee and at a comparatively 
trifling cost. 

In the two decades 1851-61 and 1861-71 the increase per cent. of population in 
seventeen of the largest English towns was 19 and 17 respectively, showing a 
declining rate of increase, - The rates of increase, however, in the several towns, 
in these two decennial periods, showed some remarkable variations. For instance 
the increase per cent. in Portsmouth declined from 82 in the ten years 1851-61 to 
19 in the decade 1861-71, and that in Nottingham from 30 to 16 per cent. ; on the 
other hand, the rate of increase in Bradford rose from 2 to 87, and in Leicester 
froma 12 to 40 per cent. In some of these extreme cases the usual method of esti- 
mate was, previous to 1871, modified by local information furnished to the Registrar 
General. 

The estimated population of the eighteen large towns for which weekly returns 
are published, in the middle of 1875 is 6,681,433, showing an increase of 97,244 
upon the estimate for the middle of 1874. During the year 1874 the excess of 
births over deaths in these eighteen towns was 83,157 ; it thus appears that if 
the estimate be, as in all probability it is, approximately correct the population of 
these towns has increased by immigration during the year about 14,000 persons. 
The births registered in these eighteen towns in 1874 exceeded those in 1873 by 
O°3 per cent., ‘whereas the estimated increase of population between the middle of 
1874 and 1875 was 1°5 per cent. ; it appears therefore improbable that the popu- 
lation is under-estimated. 

Of the population living in these eighteen towns London contains more than half, 
or 8,445,160 ; Liverpool 516,063, Manchester and Salford together 492,346, and 
Birmingham 866,325. Leeds and Sheffield have each a population exceeding 
250,000 ; seven other towns contain between one and two hundred thousand ; and 
the population of the four other towns ranges between 71,718 in Wolverhampton, 
and 92,251 in Nottingham. 

The population of London in the middle of this year is estimated, as before stated, 
at 3,445,160, which exceeds by 44,459, or 1°38 per cent., the estimate for the middle 
‘of 1874. The excess of births over deaths in 1874 was 44,788; it follows there- 
fore that the gain to the population by immigration is very nearly balanced by the 
loss from emigration. For registration purposes London has for many years been 
divided into five groups of Districts. The largest of these is the South group, 
which in !875 is estimated to have a population of 1,054,083; the North group has 
808,861, the East 663,810, the West 605,995, whereas the smallest and Central 
group &: only 312, 411 inhabitants. ‘The population of this Central group, includ- 
ing the City, is estimated to be declining at the rate of 1°6 per cent. per annum ; 
whereas the rate of increase in the other groups ranges from 0-9 in the Hast, to 2-0 
per cent. in the South group, where the largest area still remains to be built over.

Unitep Kinepom. 


Durina last week 5796 births and 4789 deaths were registered in LonpoN 
and Twen'ry other tarace Towns of the Unittep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 1007. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 32 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 34 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 44 in Glasgow, and 42 in Dublin, 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLISH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1agntenn EncGiisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Bradford 22, Ports- — 
mouth 24, Sheffield 25, Hull 27, Leicester 29, London 29, Leeds 30, Oldham 30, 
Sunderland 30, Norwich 31, Wolverhampton 32, Newcastle-on-Tyne 82, Salford 83, 
Birmingham 386, Bristol 87, Nottingham 37, Liverpool 388, and Manchester 42, 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°8 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°4 and 1°5 Portsmouth and Leeds, 
to 6:3 and 8°1 in Manchester and Birmingham. In addition to the fatality of 
small-pox and scarlet fever, the deaths referred to whooping-cough showed a 
marked increase in Birmingham last week, 


LONDON, 


In Lonpon 2481 sirtus and 1911 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 45, and the deaths by 191, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the six preceding weeks' had averaged 32 per 
1000, declined under the influence of the higher temperature to 29. After distri- 
buting the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 29 per 
1000 in the West, 27 in the North, 27 in the Central, 31 in the East, and 30 in 
the South groups of Districts. . 

The 1911 deaths included 5 from small-pox, 12 from’ measles, 59 from scarlet 
fever, 14 from diphtheria, 58 from whooping-cough, 43 from different forms of 
fever, and 13 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 199 deaths were referred, against 194 and 184 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 199 deaths were 67 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The fatal cases of 
scarlet fever continue to show an excess upon the corrected average weckly 
number, and included 19 in the South, 16 in the North, and 12 in the East. 
groups of Registration Districts; the Asylum District Hospitals contained 148 
scarlet fever patients on 16th instant, against numbers declining steadily from 243 
to 163 in the six preceding weeks. Of the 12 deaths from measles, 11 were 
returned in South London, including 4 in Bermondsey. The 14 fatal cases of 
diphtheria considerably exceeded the numbers in recent weeks; 4 occurred in 
Woolwich Dockyard, 3 in Charlton, and 2 in Belgrave sub-districts. The pre- 


valence of small-pox has recently increased, the number of patients in the Small- 


pox Hospital at Stockwell was, however, only 21 on 16th, against 28 on the 


_ previous Saturday ; of the 5 deaths referred to this disease last week 2 were cf 


unvaccinated .children, and one was a case of chicken-pox. ‘The 43 deaths from

fever exceeded those in the previous week by 10, and included 4 certified as 
typhus, 29 as enteric, and 10 as simple continued fever ; 3 fatal cases of enteric 
fever were returned both in St. Paul Hammersmith and Belgrave, and 2 in St. Paul 
Deptford sub-districts. The Asylum District Fever Hospitals at Homerton and 
Stockwell contained 108 fever patients on 16th instant, against numbers declining 
from 145 to 102 in the five preceding weeks. 

The mean temperature during the fifteen days ending last Saturday averaged 
44°-3, and exceeded the mean for the corresponding period in the 60 years 1814-73 
by 7°°8; in the preceding twenty-four days of cold weather the mean had been 
so low as 81°], and was 7°:9 below the same average. Under the influence 
of the recent mild weather the deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, which had averaged 746 in the three previous weeks, declined last week 
to 631, showing, however, an excess of 194 upon the corrected average weekly 
number ; 405 resulted from bronchitis, 141 from pneumonia, and 27 from asthma. 

Different forms of violence caused 68 deaths ; 57 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 24 from fractures and contusions, 10 from burns and scalds, 
6 from drowning, and 10 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Four 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets; from this class of accident 42 cases of injury and maiming came 
under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
17th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 328 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 190 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 121 in 
Hespitals, and 17 in Lunatic Asylums,

* Jn the Greater London 2954 births and 2209 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 87 and 27 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 20°4 
and 1°8 per 1000 respectively, against 28°9 and 3:0 in Inner London.

The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (sce 
Table 9), was 41 in Calcutta, Bombay 31, Madras 89, Paris 25, Amsterdam 41, 
Rotterdam 40, The Hague 28, Copenhagen 38, Christiania 20, Breslau 30, 
Munich 33, Vienna 25, Turin 382, Venice 32, New York 28, Brooklyn 26, and 
Philadelphia 17. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°73 in.; the highest reading was 29°95 in. on Thursday evening, and the lowest 29°44 in. 
on Saturday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 46°°0, or 9°°6 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean showed a considerable excess on 
each day of the week, and ranged from 40°-1 on Sunday, to 48°-9 on Thursday, which was 
12°°5 above the average. The highest day temperature in the shade was 51°°5 on Friday, and 
the lowest night temperature 36°°5 on Sunday ; the extreme range in the week was, therefore 
15°°0. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with 
a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 81°°9 on Wednesday. The difference 
between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 2°°9. The mean temperature of the 
water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist ” Police Ship 
was 41°°4, ‘The mean degree of humidity of the air was 90, complete saturation being represented 
by 100. The general direction of the wind was S W., and the horizontal movement of the air 
Shed miles per hour. ain fell on four days during the week, to the amount of °32 
of an inch.

Dorine last week 5595 births and 3966 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other LARGE Towns of the Untrep Kinepom. ‘The natural increase 
of population was 1629. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 27 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 24 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 34 in Glasgow, and 33 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLIsH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Erautren Encrisn 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Sheffield 23, Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne 23, Nottingham 23, London 24, Bradford 24, Wolverhampton 25, Sun- 
derland 25, Oldham 25, Bristol 26, Leeds 26, Salford 28, Hull 30, Portsmouth 30, » 
Norwich 30, Manchester 30, Birmingham 31, Liverpool 33, and Leicester 35. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3-2 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°5 and 1°3 in Bristol and Ports- 
mouth, to 5°9 and 6°4 in Sunderland and Birmingham. Small-pox and whooping- 
cough were both fatally prevalent in Birmingham, and scarlet fever in Bradford - 
and Sheffield. 


LoNnpDON. 


In Lonpon 2498 sirtus and 1569 pEatHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 37 above, and the deaths 122 below, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The deaths, which 
had averaged more than 2000 in each of the nine preceding weeks, declined last week 
to 1569. ‘The annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks 
had been equal to 35 and 29 per 1000, further declined last week to 24. After 
distributing the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 
22 per 1000 in the West, 23 in the North, 29 in the Central, 24 in the East, and 
24 in the South groups of Districts. 

The 1569 deaths included 6 from small-pox, 4 from measles, 58 from scarlet 
fever, 10 from diphtheria, 55 from whooping-cough, 84 from different forms of 
fever, and 13 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 180 deaths were referred, against 184 and 199 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 180 deaths were 98 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The fatal cases of scarlet 
fever again showed a slight excess upon the corrected weekly average, and in- 
cluded 13 in the North, 17 in the East, and 17 in the South groups of Districts ; 
the Asylum District Ho§pitals contained*145 scarlet fever patients on 28rd instant, 
against numbers declining steadily from 243 to 148 in the seven preceding weeks. 
The 10 deaths from diphtheria were 4 less than those in the previous week, and 
included 3 in West, and 4 in South London. The fatal cases of small-pox have 
been 26 in the past seven weeks, whereas only one occurred in the preceding 
seven weeks; of the 6 returned last week, one occurred in Whitechapel, and the 
rest in South London, including 3 in the Small-pox Hospital at Stockwell, which 
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contained 22 patients on 28rd instant, of whom 11 were unvaccinated, against 28 
and 21 at the end of the two preceding weeks. The 34 deaths from fever showed 
a decline of 9 from those returned in the previous week, and included 2 certified as 
typhus, 22 as enteric, and 10 as simple continued fever ; 5 fatal cases of enteric 
fever were returned in Islington, including 2 in the London Fever Hospital, and 
2 in St. ‘Peter Walworth sub-district. The Asylum District Fever Hospitals at 
Homerton ‘and Stockwell contained 86 fever patients on 23rd instant, against 102 
and 108 at the end of the two preceding weeks. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the three 
preceding weeks had been 897, 804, and 631, further declined under the influence 
of the continued mild weather to 468 last week, which exceeded the corrected 
average weekly number by but 66; 302 resulted from bronchitis, 113 from 
pneumonia, and 14 from asthma. 

Different forms of violence caused 61 deaths ; 50 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 17 from fractures and contusions, 5 from burns and scalds, 
5 from drowning, 3 from poison, and 16 of infants under one year of age from 
suffocation. The death of an infant, aged 21 days, in Aldgate, was referred to the 
effects of circumcision. Four of the deaths from fractures and contusions were 
caused by horses or vehicles in the streets ; from this class of accident 55 cases of 
injury and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police 
during the seven days ending 24th instant, 

In the large Public Institutions 272 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 181 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 88 in — 
Hospitals, and 3 in Lunatic Asylums. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 3003 births and 1824 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 87°3 and 22°6 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 17°5 
and 1:6 per 1000 respectively, against 23-8 and 2°7 in Inner London. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 38, Bombay 29, Paris 26, Brussels 25, Amsterdam 33, 
Rotterdam 47, The Hague 37, Copenhagen 35, Christiania 20, Berlin 33, Breslau 
29, Munich 37, Vienna 24, Turin 31, New York 29, Brooklyn 27, and Phila- 
delphia 21. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°53 in.; the lowest reading was 29°04 in, on Thursday evening, and the highest 29°84 in, 
on Friday evening. The mean temperature of the air was 44°°7, or 7°°6 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-78, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean on Friday was only 35°°2 and 
2°°2 below the average, whereas a considerable excess prevailed on each of the other days of 
the week, and on Tuesday the mean was 49°°8 or 12°°8 above the average. The highest day 
temperature in the shade was 53°:7 on Wednesday, and the lowest night temperature 29°°9 on 
Friday ; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 23°°8. The highest temperature in the 
sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the 
grass, was 67°°0 on Thursday. The difference between the mean dew-point and azr temperature 
averaged 4°°9. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily obser- 
vations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 44°-6. The mean degree of humidity of the 
air was 83, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind 
was W.S.W., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 22 miles per hour. Rain fell on 
five days during the week, to the amount of °77 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 40°°6 in Newcastle, to 45°°0 in Birminghan; the lowest recorded night temperature was 26°°5 
in Manchester, and the highest day temperature in the shade 62°°0 in Sunderland. Rain was 
measured in each of the towns; the amounts varied from *71 of an inch in Sunderland, to 1°87 
inches in Bristol. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 391,679 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 299,673 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons.

368,414 acres, of which 2,189 acres are foreshore and tidal water. The Inner London, as now constituted, contains 78,080 acres, 
which 2,718 acres are tidal water and foreshore ; its area is, therefore, 122 square miles, equal to the square of a little more than 
Miles to the side, and a circle of 6°28 miles radius.

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Unitep Kinepom. 


Durine last week 5909 births and 4080 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twen'y other LAarGE Towns of the Unittep Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 1829. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 28 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 29 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 28 in Glasgow, and 39 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLISH TowNSs. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eranteen ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth !7, Wol- 
verhampton 18, Newcastle-on-Tyne 23, Bristol 24, London 25, Leicester 25, Hull 
25, Norwich 26, Bradford 26, Sunderland 27, Sheffield 29, Leeds 29, Oldham 30, 
Nottingham 31, Manchester 31, Liverpool 32, Birmingham 35, and Salford 35. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3-1 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°4 and 0°5 in Portsmouth and Bristol, 
to 5°7 and 6°8 in Norwich and Sheffield. Whooping-cough, small-pox, and scarlet 
fever were all more or less fatally prevalent in Birmingham, and the deaths from 
scarlet fever and enteric fever excessive in Sheffield. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2567 sBirtTHs and 1650 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 128, whereas the deaths were 26 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the three previous weeks had been 
equal to 35, 29, and 24 per 1000, rose again last week to 25. After distributing 
the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 23 per 1000 
in the West, 23 in the North, 23 in the Central, 30 in the East, and 25 in the 
South groups of Districts. 

The 1650 deaths included 5 from small-pox, 8 from measles, 61 from scarlet 
fever, 7 from diphtheria, 89 from whooping-cough, 31 from different forms of 
fever, and 20 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotie 
class 171 deaths were referred, against 199 and 180 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 171 deaths were 83 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 61 fatal cases of 
scarlet fever exceeded the numbers in the two preceding wecks, were 15 above 
the corrected weekly average, and included 10 in the North, 15 in the East, and 
23 in the South groups of Districts; 4 were returned in St. George Camberwell, 
and 3 in Clapham sub-districts. The Asylum District Hospitals contained 133 _ 
scarlet fever patients on 30th ultimo, against numbers declining steadily from 243 
to 145 in the eight preceding weeks. The deaths from diphtheria showed a further 
decline from those returned in recent weeks. The deaths referred to small-pox 
were 5, against 5 and 6 in the two previous weeks ; one was a case of chicken-pox 
in Stoke Newington, and the other 4 oceurred in South London, including one 
in Lambeth, one in Clapham, one in Deptford, and one in the Small-pox Hospital 
at Stockwéll. This Small-pox Hospital contained 18 paticnts on 29th ultimo, 
against 21 and 22 in the two preceding weeks. ‘The 31 deaths from fever included 
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2 certified as typhus, 23 as enteric or typhoid fever, and 6 as simple continued 
fever ; 2 fatal cases of enteric fever occurred both in Islington East and Mile End 
Old Town Eastern sub-districts, and 8 of fever (form undistinguished) in St. Peter 
Walworth. The Asylum Districts Fever Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell 
contained 70 fever patients on 30th ultimo, against 108 and 86 at the end of the 
two preceding weeks. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the four 
preceding weeks had declined, under the influence of the mild weather, from 897 to 
468, further fell last week to 409, and were 4 below the corrected average weekly 
number in the corresponding week of the last ten years; 248 resulted from 
bronchitis, 104 from pneumonia, and 15 from asthma. 

Different forms of violence caused 64 deaths ; 55 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 16 from fractures and contusions, 8 from burns and sealds, 
10 from drowning, and 16 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. The 
death of a servant in Charing Cross Hospital on 20th January resulted from 
hydrophobia; and that of an infant, aged 10 days, in Goodman’s Fields, was 
referred to “ hemorrhage from circumcision.” Three of the deaths from fractures 
and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class 
of accident 62 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of the 
Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 3lst January. 

In the large Public Institutions 281 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 171 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 94 in 
Hospitals, and 16 in Lunatic Asylums. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 3061 births and 1946 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 38:0 and 24:1 per 1000 of the. population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 20°38 
and 2°3 per 1000 respectively, against 25:0 and 2°6 in Inner London. The fatal 
cases of scarlet fever and of enteric fever in the Outer Ring exceeded the numbers 
in either of the two previous weeks ; 4 deaths from scarlet fever were returned in 
Willesden, 8 in West Ham, and 2 in Uxbridge, registration sub-districts. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual- rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 34, Bombay 31, Madras 37, Paris 26, Brussels 26, 
Amsterdam 30, Rotterdam 44, The Hague 27, Copenhagen 28, Christiania 28, 
Breslau 33, Vienna 29, Rome 29, Naples 36, Turin 35, Florence 32, Venice 41, 
New York 32, and Philadelphia 20. | 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°85 in.; the lowest reading was 28°92 in. on Sunday afternoon, 24th ultimo, and the highest 
30°49 in. at the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air was 43°°2, or 5°:1 above the 
average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from 
thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean showed a considerable excess * 
on each of the first six days of the week, and on Friday was so high as 48°°3 or 10°°0 above 
the average ; on Saturday the mean fell to 38°°4, and exactly corresponded with the average for 
the same day in 60 years. The highest day temperature in the shade was 51°°9 on Thursday, and 
the lowest night temperature 34°°4 on Saturday ; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 
17°°5. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with 
a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 88°°2 on Thursday. The difference 
between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 5°°2. The mean temperature of the 
water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist” Police Ship, 
was 42°°5, ‘The mean degree of humidity of the air was 82, complete saturation being represented 
by 100. ‘The direction of the wind was variable, and the horizontal movement of the air 
averaged 15 miles per hour. azn fell on four days during the week, to the amount of 1°25 ins. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 389°°3 in Nottingham and Newcastle, to 45°°5 in Bristol; the lowest recorded night tem- 
perature was 30°:0 in Hull and Newcastle, and the highest day temperature in the shade 57°°2 in 
Bradford. Rain was measured in each of the towns, except Newcastle ; the amounts varied 
from °31 of an inch in Hull, to 1°40 inches in Birmingham. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 500,035 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 344,645 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight,

Durrine last week 5889 births and 3896 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenry other Larce Towns of the Unirep Kinavom. The natural increase 
of population was 1993. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 26 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 21 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 32 in Glasgow, and 31 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLIsH Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1gutken ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Bristol 20, Norwich 23, 
Hull 23, Sunderland 23, Portsmouth 23, London 24, Leicester 24, Leeds 26, New- 
eastle-on-Tyne 26, Sheffield 27, Liverpool 29, Bradford 29, Salford 30, Wolver- 
hampton 31, Oldham 32, Manchester 33, Birmingham 34, and Nottingham 35. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°1 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°8 and 1°9 in Bristol and Leicester, — 
to 5‘8 and 7°4 in Birmingham and Hull. Scarlet fever and whooping-cough 
caused 28 deaths in Birmingham, and scarlet fever 16 in Hull. 


Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2585 pirtuHs and 1552 peaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 68, whereas the deaths were 109 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been 24 
and 25 per 1000, declined again last week to 24. After distributing the deaths in 
institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 22 per 1000 in the West, 
22 in the North, 25 in the Central, 23 in the East, and 26 in the South groups of 
Districts. 

The 1552 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 9 from measles, 43 from scarlet 
fever, 7 from diphtheria, 47 from whooping-cough, 27 from different forms of 
fever, and 9 from diarrhcea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 144 deaths were referred, against 199, 180 and 171 in the three preceding 
weeks, These 144 deaths were 112 below the corrected average number from 
the same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, the number 
from each of the seven diseases being below the average. The fatal prevalence of 
scarlet fever continues to decline, and the Asylum District Small-pox Hospital at 
Homerton, which has recently been used solely for scarlet fever patients, is now 
empty, the two District Fever Hospitals containing only 116 cases on 6th instant ; 
the 43 deaths from this disease returned last week included 10 in the East and 
18 in the South groups of Districts. Two fatal cases of diphtheria occurred in 
Kentish Town. Both the deaths from small-pox were recorded in the Asylum 
District Small-pox Hospital at Stockwell, which contained 20 patients on 6th, 
against 22 and 18 in the two preceding weeks. The 27 deaths from fever in- 
cluded 2 certified as typhus, 18 as enteric or typhoid fever, and 7 as simple 
continued fever ; 2 fatal cases of enteric fever occurred in St. George’s Hospital, 
2 in Westminster, and 2 in Deptford. The Asylum District Fever Hospitals 
at Homerton and Stockwell contained 72 fever patients on 6th, against 86 and 
70 at the end of the two preceding weeks. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the five 
preceding weeks had steadily declined from 897 to 409, rose last week to 429, and 
exceeded the corrected weekly average by 28;-278 resulted from bronchitis, 88 
from pneumonia, and 22 from asthma,

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GREATER LONDON. 

In the Greater London 3104 births and 1832 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 88°5 and 22°7 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 19°2 
and 1°8 per 1000 respectively, against 23:5 and 2°2 in Inner London. Two fatal 
cases of fever were returned in Willesden, 2 of diphtheria at Hornsey, and 2 of 
scarlet fever both in Bushey and Ilford sub-districts. 

During the past five weeks of the current quarter the annual birth-rate in the 
Outer Ring has averaged 34°1 per 1000, against 39°3 in Inner London. 


Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., reports, as the result of a chemical analysis of the 
waters supplied to the Metropolis during January, that, taking the amount of 
organic impurity in a given quantity of the Kent Company’s water (derived from 
deep wells in the chalk) as unity, the proportional amount of this impurity in an 
equal volume of the river waters supplied by each of the other Metropolitan Com- 
panies was :—New River 2°7, West Middlesex 4°0, East London 5°7, South- 
wark 5°9, Grand Junction 6°0, and in both Chelsea and Lambeth 7°5. The 
Chelsea, Grand Junction, Southwark, and Lambeth Companies again supplied 
Thames flood water of “very bad quality,” and very inferior to that delivered 
by the West Middlesex Company. The East London Company’s water, derived 
partly from the Lea and partly from the Thames, as regards ‘dissolved organic 
impurity,’ was no better than the Thames flood water. The New River Company’s 
water was inferior to that supplied in December, but was much superior to any 
river water supplied by the other companies. The samples of the Chelsea, South- 
wark, and Lambeth Companies’ waters were somewhat turbid from imperfect 
filtration, and the suspended matter in each case contained moving organisms, 
“‘ whilst considerable quantities of the mycelium of a fungus were found in the 
‘Chelsea and Southwark waters.” The Kent Company’s water, from deep wells 
in the chalk, was uniformly bright and palatable. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the “recent 
sewage contamination” in the water supplied to that town continues very high. 
With regard to the Loch Katrine water supplied to Glasgow, Professor Bischof, of 
the Andersonian University, reports that it contained very little suspended matter, 
and was quite free from “ previous sewage contamination.” 


RETURNS FROM ForetIcn CITIES. 

The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 43, Bombay 30, Madras 37, Paris 27, Brussels 24, 
Rotterdam 37, The Hague 25, Copenhagen 29, Christiania 32, Berlin 29, Breslau 
24, Munich 44, Vienna 26, Rome 33, Naples 42, Turin 27, Alexandria 63, New 
York 34, and Philadelphia 22, 


METEOROLOGY. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
30°07 in.; the highest reading was 30°49 in. at the beginning of the week, and the lowest 
29°74 in. on Wednesday afternoon. The mean temperature of the air was 36°:0, or 2°°8 below 
the average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher 
from thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean on Monday was 39°°1 
and slightly above the average, whereas it was below the average on each of the other days 
of the week, and on Friday the mean was only 32°°3 and in defect by 6°°7. The highest day 
temperature in the shade was 48°°2 on Monday, and the lowest night temperature 26°:0 on 
Saturday ; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 22°-2. The highest temperature in the 
sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the 
grass, was 95°°7 on Monday. The difference between the mean dew point and az temperature 
averaged 3°°8. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily obser- 
vations taken at the “ Royalist” Police Ship, was 41°-0. The mean degree of humidity of the 
air was 86, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind 
was §.W., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 7 miles per hour. ain fell on 
Saturday, to the amount of ‘04 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 33°°8 in Nottingham, to 40°°3 in Sheffield ; the lowest recorded night temperature was 21°°8 
in Nottingham, and the highest day temperature in the shade 51°°1 in Sheffield. Rain was 
measured in each of the towns except Leeds ; the amounts varied from °01 of an inch in Bristol, 
to °35 of an inch in Manchester. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 337,412 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 268,267 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons. 
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THE ReEG@IsTRAR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon Water Companies, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied during the months of 
DecemBer 1874 and January 1875: it appears that during December 106,107,278 gallons or 
482,094 cubic metres of water (equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were 
supplied daily; or 206°4 gallons (93°8 decalitres) rather less than a ton by weight, to each house, 
and 29°1 gallons (13°2 decalitres) to each person. It is estimated that about 82 per cent. of the 
total supply of water is used for domestic purposes.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING JANUARY. 


Royal College of Chemistry, 29th Tanuary 1875. 
I HAVE to report to you in the following table the results of the chemical examination 
of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the month of January, and I append also the 
results yielded by the Birmingham water supply furnished by Dr. Hill, and by the Glasgow water 
supply from Loch Katrine furnished by Professor Bischof. 

Taking the amount of organic impurity contained in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water as unity, the proportional amount in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 2°7, West Middlesex 4:0, East London 5°7, Southwark 
5°9, Grand Junction 6°0, and Chelsea and Lambeth 7:5. 
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46 Analysis of Metropolitan Waters. 


The quality of the Thames flood water supplied by the Chelsea, Grand Junction, Southwark, and 
Lambeth Companies is still very bad, but the West Middlesex Company has continued to deliver 
water of much better quality. The East London Company’s supply, derived partly from the Lea 
and partly from the Thames, was, on the 8th instant, as regards dissolved organic impurity, no 
better than Thames flood water. The New River Company’s water, though inferior to that supplied 
in December last, was much superior to any river water furnished by other companies. 

The water delivered by the Chelsea, Southwark, Grand Junction, and Lambeth Companies was 
slightly turbid from imperfect filtration. The suspended matter in the Chelsea, Southwark, and 
Lambeth waters contained moving organisms, whilst considerable quantities of the mycelium of 
a fungus were found in the Chelsea and Southwark waters. All the other Metropolitan waters were 
clear and transparent when drawn from the mains. 

The Kent Company’s water, from deep wells in the chalk, maintained its uniform brightness and 
palatability. 

- Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water supplied to that 
town was very slightly turbid, and that the recent sewage contamination continued very high. 

Professor Bischof, of the Andersonian University, Glasgow, reports that the water supplied to 
that city from Loch Katrine was quite free from previous sewage contamination. It was slightly 
yellowish and contained very little suspended matter.

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, and 12 all relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water collected on the 8th J anuary at 
the Horse Guards cab-rank had a temperature of 4°°7 C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 26°46 Ibs. 
of solid impurity; the organic matter, constituting a portion of this impurity, contained +305 lb. 
of carbon and ‘041 Ib. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained ‘001 lb. of ammonia, 
and °334 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined 
nitrogen in every form was °376 lb. After its descent to the earth as rain, 100,000 lbs. of the 
water had been contaminated with animal matter equivalent to that contained in 3030 lbs. of 
average London sewage. By gradual oxidation this animal contamination had been, so far as 
analysis can show, converted into innocuous inorganic compounds before the water was sub- 
mitted to investigation. The above weight of water also contained 1°75 lbs. of chlorine. Finally, 
100,000 lbs. of the water contained 17:4 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of 
other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

As the Kent Company’s water is unpolluted, and as it is drawn from deep wells, the evidence or 
previous sewage or animal contamination which it exhibits may safely be disregarded. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by mul- 
tiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. ‘The same operation 
transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

Unitep Kinepom. 


Durine last week 5624 births and 4294 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twen'ry other Large Towns of the Unirep Kinapom. The natural increase 
ef population was 1330. ‘The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
ef 29 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 29 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 36 in Glasgow, and 32 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLisH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Ei¢utreen EnGLisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 20, Sun- 
derland 24, Oldham 25, London 26, Leeds 27, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 27, Bradford 
27, Bristol 27, Leicester 27, Norwich 27, Nottingham 29, Salford 30, Hull 380, 
Sheffield 31, Birmingham 31, Wolverhampton 32, Manchester 37, and Liverpool 37. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°2 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1-3 and 1°7 in Portsmouth and Not- 
tingham, to 5°3 and 5°5 in Birmingham and Hull. Scarlet fever was fatally 
prevalent last week in Bradford, Sheffield, and Hull; and whooping-cough in 
Sunderland, Birmingham, and Manchester. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2488 sBirtHs and 1726 pEaTHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 31 below, whereas the deaths exceeded by 
91, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been 
equal to 25 and 24 per 1000, rose last week, under the influence of the recent 
lower temperature, to 26. After distributing the deaths in institutions, in propor- 
tion to population, the rate was 22 per 1000 in the West, 25 in the North, 26 in 
the Central, 27 in the East, and 29 in the South groups of Districts. 

The 1726 deaths included one from small-pox, 11 from measles, 46 from scarlet 
fever, 8 from diphtheria, 62 from whooping-cough, 23 from different forms of 
fever, and 15 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 166 deaths were referred, against numbers declining from 199 to 144 in the 
four preceding weeks. These 166 deaths were 82 below the corrected average 
number from the same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, 
and were equal to an annual rate of 2-5 per 1000; this zymotic rate was only 
1°3 per 1000 in the Central, whereas it was 3°2 in the South groups of 
Districts. The fatal cases of whooping-cough, which had been 39 and 47 in 
the two previous weeks, further rose to 62 last week, of which 20 occurred in 
the East, and 17 in the South groups of Districts. The 46 deaths from scarlet 
fever exceeded by 3 those ip the previous week, and included 11 in Kast, and 
20 in South London; 5 were returned in Lambeth Church Second, and 4 both 
in Bow and Clapham sub-districts. Of the 11 deaths from measles, no less 
than 9 occurred in South London, including 5 in St. James Bermondsey. The 
8 fatal cases of diphtheria also included 6 in the South group of Districts. 
The 23 deaths frum fever showed a further: decline from the numbers returned

in the four preceding weeks, and were 21 below the corrected average for the 
corresponding week in the past ten years; 8 were certified as typhus, 17 as 
enteric or typhoid, and 3 as simple continued fever. The fatal case of small- 
pox was of a child, aged 2 years, in Stoke Newington, “not stated” as to 
vaccination, 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the week 
ending 30th January had declined to 409, have in the past two weeks increased 
to 429 and 510 respectively; the latter number exceeded the corrected weekly 
average by 141, and included 832 from bronchitis, 117 from pneumonia, and 24 
from asthma. | 

Different forms of violence caused 45 deaths ; 39 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 16 from fractures and contusions, 7 from burns and scalds, 
and 8 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. The death of a soldier in 
the Herbert Hospital resulted from the effects of chloroform administered during an 
operation. Three of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by 
horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of accident 40 cases of injury and 
maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the 
seven days ending 14th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 819 deaths were recorded, or 18 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 201 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 106 in 
Hospitals, and 12 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Small-pox and Fever 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell contained 213 in-patients on 138th instant, 
of which 107 were scarlet fever, 70 fever, and 21 small-pox patients; these 
institutions are certified by the Local Government Board for 576 in-patients. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 2906 births and 1997 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 35°0 and 24°8 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 18°6 
and 1°3 per 1000 respectively, against 26:1 and 2°5 in Inner London, Two fatal 
cases of scarlet fever were registered i in Leyton sub-district. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 42, Bombay 85, Madras 32, Paris 27, Brussels 31, 
Amsterdam 33, Rotterdam Al, The Hague 26, Copenhagen 35, Christiania 21, 
Berlin 31, Breslau 29, Mamie 49, Vienna 26, Rome 28, Naples 38, Turin 31, 
Florence 35, Venice 41, Alexandria 49, New~York 383, and Philadelphia 24. 


M®rTEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°93 in.; the highest reading was 30°08 in. on Monday at noon, and the lowest 29°70 in. 
on Friday afternoon. The mean temperature of the air was 34°:5, or 4°°5 below the average in 
the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73; as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was considerably below the average 
on each of the first five days of the week, whereas an excess prevailed both on Friday and 
Saturday ; on Monday the mean was only 30°°4, but on Friday and Saturday it was 40°°5. 
The highest day temperature in the shade was 45°" 4 on Friday, and the lowest night temperature 
27°°8 on Monday; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 17°°6. The highest tem- 
perature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, 
placed on the grass, was 63°°8 on Monday. The difference between the mean dew-point and 
air temperature averaged 5°°5. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived 
from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist” Police Ship, was 37°°4, The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 80, complete saturation being represented by 100. The direction of 
the wind was variable, and ‘the horizontal movement of the air averaged 8 miles per hour. 
Razin fell on four days during the week, to the amount of °33 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 31°°7 in Nottingham, to 37°-7 in Bristol ; the lowest recorded night temperature was 
23°-2 in Portsmouth, and the highest day temperature in the shade 54°°9 in Liverpool. Rain 
was measured in each of the towns ; the amounts varied from °19 of an inch in Sunderland, to 
1°01 inches in Portsmouth and Bristol. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 337,119 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 296,682 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight,

Durie last week 5573 births and 4332 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenry other LarGe Towns of the Unrrep Kiyevom. The natural increase 
ef population was 1241. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 29 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 31 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 34 in Glasgow, and 33 in Dublin, 


EIGHTEEN LARGE EnciisH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the ErenTern EnGuisH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 25, Leeds 
25, Oldham 25, Bristol 26, Sheffield 26, London 27, Hull 28, Sunderland 29, Not- 
tingham 29, Bradford 31, Liverpool 31, Newcastle-on-Tyne 31, Leicester 31, 
Birmingham 32, Norwich 33, Salford 33, Wolverhampton 34, and Manchester 35. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°1 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°1 and 1°7 in Bristol and Portsmouth, 
to 6°4 and 8°6 in Sunderland and Leicester. Whooping-cough was fatally pre- 
valent in Sunderland, Leicester, and Birmingham; scarlet fever in Hull; and 
small-pox caused 10 of the deaths registered in Birmingham. : 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2386 srrtTHs and 1801 pEeaTus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 102 below, whereas the deaths exceeded 
by 194, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been equal 
to 24 and 26 per 1000, further rose last week to 27. After distributing the deaths in 
institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 28 per 1000 in the West, 
27 in the North, 26 in the Central, 27 in the East, and 27 in the South groups of 
Districts. 

The 1801 deaths included one from small-pox, 16 from measles, 38 from scarlet 
fever, 14 from diphtheria, 56 from whooping-cough, 29 from different forms of 
fever, and 14 from diarrhcea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 168 deaths were referred, against 144 and 166 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 168 deaths were 82 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 2°5 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 1°5 in the Central, to 
2-9 in the South groups of Districts. The 56 fatal cases of whooping-cough 
showed a decline of 6 from those returned in the previous week. Of the 38 
deaths from scarlet fever, also fewer than those in the previous week, 10 were 
returned in East, and 16 in South London; the latter number included 4 in 
Deptford. The 16 deaths referred to measles somewhat exceeded the numbers 
in recent weeks, and included 6 in the West and 6 in the South groups of Districts. 
The 14 fatal cases of diphtheria, of which 7 occurred in South and 4 in North 

London, also, showed an increase and exceeded the corrected average weekly 
number; 2 were returned in Somers Town, and 2 in Charlton sub-districts. ‘The 
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29 deaths referred to fever were 22 below the corrected average number in 
the corresponding week of the last ten years, but exceeded by 6 those returned in 
the previous week ; 3 were certified as typhus, 22 as enteric or typhoid fever, 
and 4 as simple continued fever. Five cases of enteric fever were registered in 
Hackney sub-district, of which 4 occurred in the Asylum District Fever Hospital 
at Homerton. The fatal case of small-pox was of the unvaccinated daughter of 
a ship-broker in Camberwell, aged 7 years. 

The deaths referred 10 diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the three 
preceding weeks had been 409, 429, and 510, further rose last week under the 
influence of the continued low temperature to 527, and exceeded the corrected 
average weekly number by 164; 882 deaths resulted from bronchitis, 95 from 
pneumonia, and 16 from asthma. 

Different forms of violence caused 68 deaths ; 56 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 14 from fractures and contusions, 9 from burns and scalds, 
9 from drowning, 3 from poison, and 15 were deaths of infants under one year 
of age from suffocation. 'The death of a cutler, aged 43 years, on 12th instant, in 
St. George’s Hospital, was referred to “ frost-bite, pyemia.” Three of the deaths 
from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets ; 
from this class of accident 48 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of 
the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 21st instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 358 deaths were recorded, or 20 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 226 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 120 in 
Hospitals, and 12 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Small-pox and Fever 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell contained 203 patients on 20th instant, of 
whom 97 were suffering from scarlet fever, 68 from fever, and 21 from small-pox. 
The Small-pox Hospital at Homerton is still empty. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 2872 births and 2113 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 85°7 and 26°2 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 21:4 
and 1 6 per 1000 respectively, against 27°3 and 2°5 in Inner London. Two deaths 
from fever were recorded in West Ham sub-district. 


RETURNS FROM ForEIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 35, Bombay 85, Madras 88; Paris 28, Brussels 28, 
Amsterdam 36, Rotterdam 40, The Hague 32, Copenhagen 28, Christiania 26, 
Berlin 33, Breslau 26, Munich 44, Vienna 82, Rome 26, Naples 35, Turin 32; 
Alexandria 56; New York 29, Brooklyn 28, and Philadelphia 26. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
30°02 in.; the highest reading was 30°32 in. on Tuesday morning, and the lowest 29°85 in. on 
Saturday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 37°°5, or 1°°3 below the average in 
the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean on Sunday, 14th, was 47°°4 or 
8°-6 ‘above the average, and was also somewhat in excess on Monday and Wednesday; on 
each of the other days the mean was below the average, and on Saturday was so low as 30°°6, 
the defect being 8°:3. The highest day temperature in the shade was 51°°3 on Monday, and 
the lowest night temperature 28°-7 on Saturday; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 
22°-6. ‘The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a 
blackened bulb in vaeuo placed on the grass, was 98°°2 on Monday. ‘The difference between 
the mean dew point and air temperature averaged 4°°2. The mean temperature of the water in 
the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 39°-7, 
The mean degree of humidity of the air was 85, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
The general direction of the wind was N.E, and N., and the horizontal movement of the air 
averaged 12 miles per hour. ain or melted snow was measured to the amount of °25 of 
an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 36°°6 in Norwich, to 42°°2 in Sunderland ; the lowest recorded night temperature was 25°°8 
in Portsmouth, and the highest day temperature in the shade 58°-0 in Sunderland. Rain was 
measured in each of the towns; the amounts varied from °03 of an inch in Bradford, to *65 of an 
inch in Wolverhampton. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 283,670 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 305,007 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons.

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UNITED KINGDOM. 


Durinea last week 5449 births and 4454 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twen'ry other LARGE Towns of the Unirep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 995. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 30 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 26 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 34 in Glasgow, and 29 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLIsH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1iautreen ENGiisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 21, Sun- 
derland 24, Bradford 24, Hull 27, London 28, Sheffield 29, Newcastle-on-Tyne 30, 
Leeds 30, Bristol 81, Leicester 31, Norwich 31, Wolverhampton 33, Liverpool 33, 
Birmingham 38, Salford 35, Nottingham 38, Manchester 39, and Oldham 41. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3-1 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°5 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne and 1-8 
in Leeds, to 5°6 and 5°8 in Birmingham and Hull. Whooping-cough caused 15 
deaths in Birmingham, and scarlet fever again showed fatal prevalence in Bradford 


and Hull. 
LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2348 BirtHs and 1854 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 148 below, whereas the deaths exceeded by | 
178, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the three previous weeks had been 
equal to 24, 26, and 27 per 1000, further rose last week to 28. After distri- 
buting the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 30 per 
1000 in the West, 27 in the North, 32 in the Central, 25 in the East, and 29 in 
the South groups of Districts. 

The 1854 ‘deaths included 2 from small-pox, 15 from measles, 38 from scarlet 
fever, 10 from diphtheria, 71 from whooping-cough, 24 from different forms of 
fever, and 16 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 176 deaths were referred, against 144, 166, and 168 in the three preceding 
weeks. These 176 deaths were 78 below the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 2:7 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 2°1 in the North 
to 3°1 in the South groups of Districts. The 71 fatal cases of whooping-cough 
showed a considerable increase upon the numbers returned in recent weeks, but 
were slightly below the corrected average number for the corresponding week in 
the last ten years; 27 were returned in South London, including 5 in St. Peter 
Walworth, and 16 in North London, of which 7 oewitrred in Islington. The 388 
deaths from scarlet fever corresponded with the number in the previous week, and 
included 4 in Kensington Town sub-district. Of the 15 fatal cases of measles, 
3 were returned in Belgrave sub-district. The 10 deaths from diphtheria were 
4 less than those in the previous week, but included 2 in Whitecross-street 
sub-district. «Of the 2 deaths from small-pox, one was of a vaccinated adult 
in the Small-pox Hospital at Islington, and the other of an infant at Brixton, 
not stated as to vaccination. The 24 deaths referred to fever were but half

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the corrected average weekly number, and included one certified as typhus, 
20 as enteric or typhoid, and 3 as simple continued fever; 8 fatal cases of 
enteric fever were recorded in the Asylum District Fever Hospital at Homerton. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the four 
previous weeks had steadily increased from 409 to 527, further rose last week under 
the influence of the continued low temperature to 576, which exceeded the cor- | 
rected average weekly number by 191; 392 resulted from bronchitis, 114 from 
pneumonia, and 21 from asthma. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths ; 43 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 18 from fractures and contusions, 5 from burns and scalds, 
7 from drowning, and 6 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Six cases 
of suicide and one of manslaughter were registered. Four of the deaths from 
fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from 
this class of accident 48 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of the 
Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 28th ultimo. 

In the large Public Institutions 311 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 186 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 116 in 
Hospitals, and 9 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District: Small-pox and Fever 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
186 patients on 27th ultimo, of which 95 were under treatment for scarlet fever, 
63 for fever, and 15 for small-pox. ‘The Small-pox Hospital at Homerton is still 


empty. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 2798 births and 2179 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 34°7 and 27:0 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 22°3 
and 1°6 per 1000 respectively, against 28°1 and 2°7 in Inner London. Typhoid 
fever is reported to be prevalent in Moor Cottages, High-street, Ilford ; one fatal 
case was returned last week, and there are two other cases in the same cottage in 
addition to seven in the other cottages of the row. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Bombay was 35, Madras 47; Paris 31, Brussels 26, Amsterdam 37, 
Rotterdam 41, The Hague 33, Copenhagen 31, Christiania 23, Berlin 32, Ham- 
burg 31, Breslau 29, Vienna 40, Rome 31, Naples 41, Turin 82; Alexandria 52; 
New York 30, Brooklyn 25, and Philadelphia 22. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°54 in.; the highest reading was 29°98 in. on Sunday evening, 2lst ultimo, and the lowest 
29°13 in. on Wednesday afternoon. The mean temperature of the a’v was 33°°5, or 5°°9 below 
the average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher 
from thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below the average 
on each day of the week, and was so low as 29°°9 on Tuesday or 9°°3 below the average ; 
on Friday the mean was 38°°8 and the deficiency only 0°:9. The highest day temperature in 
the shade was 45°°8 on Friday, and the lowest night temperature 23°°3 on Wednesday ; the 
“extreme range in the week was, therefore, 22°°5. The highest temperature in the sun, as 
shown by a Self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, 
was 109°°8 on Tuesday. ‘The difference between the mean dew-point and ar temperature averaged 
5°-7, The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations 
taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 37°°8. The mean degree of humidity of the air 
was 79, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was 
E.N.E., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 13 miles per hour. Rain or melted 
snow was measured on Wednesday and Thursday, to the amount of :20 of an inch. | 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 31°°9 in Norwich, te 36°°7 in Sunderland ; the lowest recorded night temperature was 
21°°8 in Portsmouth, and the highest day temperature in the shade 53°°0 in Sunderland. Rain 
was measured in each of the towns; the amounts varied from 01 of an inch in Manchester, to 
1°49 inches in Portsmouth. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage noes into the River Thames was 309,750 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 355,293 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

Unitep Kinepom. 


Dura last week 5781 births and 4495 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenry other rarce Towns of the Unrrep Ktnavom. The natural increase 
of population was 1286. The mortality from all causes was at the average Fate 
of 30 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 26 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 32 in Glasgow, and 35 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLISH TOWNS. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Er@HTrEn ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 21, Sun- 
derland 25, Newcastle-on-Tyne 25, Hull 26, Leeds 27, Leicester 28, London 28, 
Sheffield 30, Bradford 32, Birmingham 32, Oldham 33, Liverpool 33, Bristol 34, 
Manchester 37, Norwich 37, Nottingham 38, Wolverhampton 40, and Salford 40. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°0 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°3 and 1°9 in Portsmouth and Bristol, 
to 5°7 and 5°8 in Nottingham and Sheffield. Scarlet fever showed fatal preva- 
lence in Bradford and Sheffield, and measles in Nottingham. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2530 sirtus and 1880 peaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 94, and the deaths by 261, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the four preceding weeks had steadily increased 
from 24 to 28, was again last week equal to 28. After distributing the deaths in 
institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 29 per 1000 in the West, 
27 in the North, 32 in the Central, 28 in the East, and 28 in the South groups of 
Districts. 

The 1880 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 12 from measles, 36 from scarlet 
fever, 13 from diphtheria, 58 from whooping-cough, 23 from different forms of 
fever, and 18 from diarrhvea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 162 deaths were referred, against 168 and 176 in the two preceding weeks, 
These 162 deaths were 79 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 2°5 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 0-8 in the Central, to 
3-2 in the South groups of Districts. The 58 fatal cases of whooping-cough 
showed a decline from those in the previous week, and were 13 below the 
corrected average number for the corresponding week in the last ten years; 16 
were returned both in the West and South groups of Districts, including 5 in 
Kensington Town and 4 in Borough Road sub-districts. The 36 deaths from 
scarlet fever showed but slight variation from those in recent weeks, and included 
20 in South London, of which 7 occurred in Lambeth, and 4 in St. Paul Dept- 
ford sub-district. Of the 12 deaths from measles, 8 were again returned in 
Belgrave sub-district ; and the 13 from diphtheria included 8 in Rotherhithe 
and 2 in Mile End Old Town Eastern. The 23 deaths referred to fever were 
18 below the corrected average weekly number, and included one certified as 
typhus, 15 as enteric or typhoid, and 7 as_ simple continued fever; 2 fatal cases 
of enteric fever were recorded in St. Peter Walworth, and 2 of infantile remittent 
fever in St. Paul Deptford sub-districts. 
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The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the five 
previous weeks had steadily increased from 409 to 576, further rose last week to 
612, and exceeded the corrected average weekly number by 229; 410 resulted from 
bronchitis, 117 from pneumonia, and 24 from asthma, 

Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths ; 37 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 16 from fractures and contusions, 4 from burns and scalds, 
one from poison, and 10 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Four 
cases of suicide, and one of manslaughter, were registered. Three of the deaths 
from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets ; 
from this class of accident 39 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of 
the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 7th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 338 deaths were recorded, or 18 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 221 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 105 in 
Hospitals, and 12 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Small-pox and Fever 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
171 patients on 6th instant, of which 84 were under treatment for scarlet fever, 
59 for fever, and 14 for small-pox. | 


GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 3082 births and 2214 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 87°6 and 27°5 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 22°9 
and 1:9 per 1000 respectively, against 28°5 and 2°5 in Inner London. Three fatal 
cases of fever were registered in Croydon, and 2 of scarlet fever in West Ham. 


Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., reports, as the result of a chemical analysis of the 
waters supplied to the Metropolis during February, that, taking the amount of organic 
impurity in a given quantity of Kent Company’s water (derived from deep wells 
in the chalk) as unity, the proportional amount of this impurity in an equal volume of 
the river waters supplied_by each of the other Metropolitan Companies was :—New 
River 3'7, Southwark 4:9, Lambeth 5:1, East London 5:5, Chelsea 5°6, West 
Middlesex 5:7, and Grand Junction 5°9. The condition of the Thames continued 
polluted on 10th February, and “ the water delivered by the Chelsea, Southwark, 
“ Grand Junction, and Lambeth Companies was on that date still much contami- 
“‘ nated by organic matter in solution.” Indeed, the floods had been so long 
continued that even the West Middlesex Company, with its “ large storage and 
‘“¢ subsidence reservoirs and admirable filtration plant,” was compelled in February 
to deliver water which, as regards dissolved organic impurity, was no better than 
that delivered by the other Companies drawing their supply from the Thames. 
The water from the river Lea, although showing further deterioration, was still 
superior to the Thames water. The waters delivered by the Chelsea, Southwark, 
and Grand Junction Companies were somewhat turbid from imperfect filtration, 
and the sample of the last-mentioned Company contained moving organisms. The 
Kent Company’s water continued to maintain its brilliancy, and its other excellent 
qualities. 

Professor Bischof, of the Andersonian University, Glasgow, reports that the 
water supplied to that city, although turbid and containing much suspended matter, 
was free from all evidence of animal contamination. 





* RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality per 1000, according to the most recent Weekly 
Return (see Table 9), in Calcutta was 31, Bombay 86, Madras 43; Paris 29, 
Brussels 3], Amsterdam 389, Rotterdam 42, The Hague 39, Copenhagen 38, 
Christiania 24, Berlin 84, Hamburg 37, Breslau 32, Vienna 33, Rome 45, Naples 44, 
Turin 37; Alexandria 39; Brooklyn 28, and Philadelphia 24. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°66 in.; the highest reading was 29°84 in. on Thursday at noon, and the lowest 29°51 in. at 
the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air was 33°°9, or 6°°5 below the average in 
the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations .at the Royal Observatory. ‘The mean was considerably below the average 
on each of the first five days of the week, and on Monday it was but 30°:9 and 9°°4 below 
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the average; on Saturday the mean rose to 41°°3, and exceeded the average by 0°-8. The 
highest day temperature in the shade was 48°°7 on Saturday, and the lowest night temperature 
25°:5 on Friday ; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 23°-2. The highest temperature 
in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed 
on the grass, was 106°°0 on Friday. The difference between the mean dew point and air tem- 
perature averaged 4°°4. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily 
observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 37°°4. The mean degree of humidity of 
the air was 84, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the 
wind was N.E., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 13 miles per hour. ain 
or melted snow was measured on Tuesday and Saturday, to the amount of ‘21 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 32°°4 in Wolverhampton, to 37°°4 in Sunderland; the lowest recorded night temperature 
was 22°°5 in Portsmouth, and the highest day temperature in the shade 52°°0 in Sunderland. 
Rain was measured in each of the towns; the amounts varied from *05 of an inch in Norwich, to 
*63 of an inch in Hull. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 269,462 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 289,624 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons. 


Tue ReeistRar GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the LONDON WateR ComPANtns, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied during the month of 
Frsruary 1875: according to their returns 106,527,040 gallons or 484,001 cubic metres of water 
(equal to about as many ftuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 206°6 gallons 
(93°9 decalitres) rather less than a ton by weight, to each house, and 29°1 gallons (13°2 deca- 
litres) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that, during the year 1866, about 82 per cent. of 
the total supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: applying this proportion to the 
total quantity supplied daily in the month of February 1875, it may be estimated that about 
87,352,173 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 23-9 gallons per day for 
each inhabitant, against 24°8 in the corresponding month of last year. This proportion doubt- 
lessly varies from month to month, but the Registrar General has no means of giving a more exact 
estimate.

Lambeth Companies was on that date still much contaminated by organic matter in solution, and 
even the West Middlesex Company, with its large storage and subsidence reservoirs and admirable 
filtration plant, has not been able successfully to contend with the long continued floods, and has 
been compelled this month to distribute water of no better quality, as regards dissolved organic 
impurity, than that delivered by the other Companies drawing from the Thames. 

The water taken from the Lea by the New River Company, and partly from the Lea and partly 
from the Thames by the East London Company, has undergone further deterioration, but it is still 
superior to that abstracted from the Thames. 

The Kent Company’s water, from deep wells in the chalk, continues to maintain its brilliancy, 
palatability, and comparative freedom from organic matter. 

The water delivered by the Grand Junction Company was turbid from imperfect filtration, and 
it contained moving organisms ; that distributed by the Chelsea and Southwark Companies was 
slightly turbid, but no moving organisms were detected in it. The remaining Companies delivered 
clear and efficiently filtered water.

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, and 12 all relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’ s water collected on the 10th February at 
the Horse Guards cab-rank had a temperature of 4°C.; 100,000 Ibs. of it contained 29°8 Ibs. 
of solid impurity; the organic matter, constituting a portion of this impurity, contained +273 lb. 
of carbon and -048 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained *002 lb. of ammonia, 
and ‘347 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined 
nitrogen in every form was °397 lb. After its descent to the earth as rain, 100,000 lbs. of the 
water had been contaminated with anima] matter equivalent to that contained in 3170 Ibs. of 
average London sewage. By gradual oxidation this animal contamination had been, so far as 
analysis can show, converted into innocuous inorganic compounds before the water was sub- 
mitted to investigation. The above weight of water also contained 1°6 lbs. of chlorine. Finally, 
100,000 Ibs. of the water contained 20°6 Ibs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of 
other hardening or soap- destroying ingredients. 

As the Kent Company’s water is unpolluted, and as it is drawn from deep wells, the evidence of 
previous sewage or animal contamination which it exhibits may safely be disregarded. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by mul- 
tiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same operation 
transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

168,414 acres, of which 2,189 acres are foreshore and tidal water. The Inner London, as now constituted, contains 78,080 acres, 
hich 2,718 acres are tidal water and foreshore ; its area is, therefore, 122 square miles, equal to the square of a little more than 
niles to the side, and a circle of 6°23 miles radius.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


Durina. last week 5836 births and 4401 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twen'ry other LARGE Towns of the Unirep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 1435. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 30 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 24 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 37 in Glasgow, and 33 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGiLisH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1iguTern ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 238, Sun- 
derland 26, Sheffield 26, Bradford 27, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 27, London 28, Bristol 
28, Leeds 29, Birmingham 30, Leicester 30, Nottingham 31, Liverpool 32, Nor- 
wich 32, Manchester 32, Hull 34, Salford 35, Oldham 40, and Wolverhampton 44, 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°0 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°9 and 2-1 in Bristol and Ports- 
mouth, to 5°8 and 6°6 in Wolverhampton and Oldhan. Scarlet fever is still 
somewhat fatally prevalent in Hull and Sheffield, and the deaths from measles 
showed an increase in Leicester. 


LONDON. 


In Lonnon 2509 sirtHs and 1847 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 20, and the deaths by 197, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which had been equal to 28 per 1000 in each of the two 
preceding weeks, was again 28 last week. After distributing the deaths in 
institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 27 per 1000 in the West, 
25 in the North, 30 in the Central, 30 in the East, and 29 in the South groups 
of Districts. 

The 1847 deaths included 3 from small-pox, 13 from measles, 38 from scarlet 
fever, 16 from diphtheria, 55 from whooping-cough, 27 from different forms of 
fever, and 16 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 168 deaths were referred, against 176 and 162 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 168 deaths were 79 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 2:5 per 1000: the zymotic rate ranged from 2°1 in the West, to 
3°2 in the South groups of Districts. The number of fatal cases of scarlet fever 
differed but slightly from those in the three previous weeks; 16 were returned 
in South London. The 16 deaths from diphtheria showed a further increase upon 
those in recent weeks, and included 9 in South London, of which 4 occurred in 
St. James Bermondsey ; 3 of these 4 were of children in one family. Three 
fatal cases of measles were registered in St. George in the East. Of the 3 deaths 
from small-pox, one was of an adult in the Small-pox Hospital at Stockwell. 
The 27 deaths referred to fever were 17 below the corrected average weekly 
number, and*included 4 certified as typhus, 15 as enteric, and 8 as simple con- 
tinued fever ; 2 fatal cases of enteric fever occurred in the Fever Hospital at 
Stockwell, and 2 in Bow sub-district.

The first three days of last week were unusually warm, and the wind South- 
westerly ; on Monday the mean temperature was so high as 52°°8, equal to the 
average temperature in the middle of May, and the lowest night temperature 
was 50°°3. On Wednesday, however, Easterly winds again prevailed and the 
temperature fell rapidly ; on Friday the mean was 35°°4, or 5°°4 below the aORnE Ss 
and 17°°4 lower than it had been on Monday. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the six 
previous weeks had steadily increased from 409 to 612, declined last week to 566, 
but exceeded the corrected average weekly number by 186; 3875 resulted from 
bronchitis, 122 from pneumonia, and 20 from asthma. 

The deaths of 9 persons aged upwards of 90 years were registered, including 
that of a dealer in leather cuttings in Little Collingwood-street, Bethnal Green, 
on 8th, whose age was stated to be 101 years. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths ; 47 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 15 from fractures and contusions, 5 from burns and scalds, 
2 from drowning, and 17 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Eight 
cases of suicide were registered. Four of the deaths from fractures and contusions 
were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of accident 71 
cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City 
Police during the seven days ending 14th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 295 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 182 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 101 in 
Hospitals, and 12 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District. Small-pox and Fever 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
156 patients on 138th instant, of which 81 were under treatment for scarlet fever, 
56 for fever, and 9 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


Jn the Budater London 3049 births and 2182 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 387°8 and 27°1 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 22°9 
and 1°4 per 1000 respectively, against 28:0 and 2°5 in Inner London, ‘Two fatal 
cases of enteric fever were recorded in Tottenham sub-district. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 82, Bombay 85, Madras 41; Paris 29, Brussels 31, 
Amsterdam 41, Rotterdam 47, The Hague 35, Copenhagen 36, Christiania 21, 
Berlin 34, Hamburg dl, Brecon 32, Munich 43, Vienna 382, Rome 46, Naples 53, 
Turin 40; Alexandria 25; and Philadelphia 22. In the city of Cairo 1151 deaths 
were registered during the month of February, equal to an annual rate of 39 
per 1000. 

METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°90 in.; the lowest reading was 29°51 in. at the beginning of the week, and the highest 
30°27 in. on Wednesday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 43°°5, or 2°°9 above 
the average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher 
from thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean showed a considerable 
excess upon the first three days of the week, whereas it fell again below the average on each 
of the last three ; the Le Monday was-52°'8 and 12°°3 above the average, whereas on 
Friday it was but 35°°4 and 5°°4 below the average. The highest day temperature in the shade 
was 57°°4 on Monday, and the lowest night temperature 30°°3 on Wednesday ; the extrene 
range in the week was, therefore, 27°°1. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown ly 
a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 118°°y 
on both Wednesday and Thursday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air tempera- 
ture averaged 6°°0. ‘The mean degree of humidity of the air was 80, complete saturation being 
represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was S.W. and H.N.E., and the horizontal 
movement of the air averaged 17°7 miles per hour. azn fell on Sunday and Friday, to tke 
amount of *23 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 39°°5 in Newcastle, to 44°°2 in Sunderland; the lowest recorded night temperature was 26°°0 
in Hull, and the highest day temperature in the shade 62°-0 in Sunderland. Rain wis measured 
in each of the towns; the amounts varied from ‘16 of an inch in Sheffield, to °95 of an inch in 
Bristol. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped ‘into the River Thames was 296,256 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 338,829 cubie metres at Barking, eynivalent to about as many tons by weight.

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS. (See TABLE 1.) 


The Return for Edinburgh and Glasgow is kindly furnished by the Registrar General of Scotland, the meteoro- 
logical observations being supplied respectively by A. K. Johnston, Esq., of Edinburgh, and Professor Grant of 
Glasgow Observatory; that for Dublin by the Registrar General of Ireland. 

The following gentlemen have kindly placed their meteorological observations at the disposal of the Registrar 
General, and the results have been compiled by J. Glaisher, Esq., F.R.S.:—W. C. Ellis, Esq., F.M.S., Portsmouth ;

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
22nd March 1875. 
Unitep Kinepom. 


Dorine last week 5791 births and 4194 deaths were registered in LoNpoNn 
and Twenty other LARGE Towns of the Unirep Kinepvom. ‘The natural increase 
of population was 1597. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 28 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 25 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 35 in Glasgow, and 29 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLISH TOWNS. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Ergurren Enauisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow:—Leicester 23, Ports- 
mouth 25, Hull 26, London 26, Sheffield 27, Birmingham 27, Bristol 28, Leeds 28, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne 29, Bradford 30, Salford 30, Norwich 31, Sunderland 31, 
Liverpool 31, Manchester 33, Nottingham 36, Oldham 36, and Wolverhampton 87. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°1 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°9 and 1:1 in Portsmouth and Leeds, 
to 6°O and 6°9 in Oldham and Sunderland. Scarlet fever continues somewhat 
fatally prevalent in Bradford and Hull, and the deaths from measles have steadily 
increased in recent weeks. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2518 sirrus and 1728 pearns were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 26, and the deaths by 80, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which had been equal to 28 per 1000 in each of the 
three preceding weeks, declined last week to 26. After distributing the deaths in 
Institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 26 per 1000 in the West, 
24 in the North, 31 in the Central, 28 in the East, and 25 in the South groups of 
Districts. 

The 1728 deaths included 3 from small-pox, 18 from measles, 36 from scarlet 
fever, 10 from diphtheria, 60 from whooping-cough, 33 from different forms of 
fever, and 20 from diarrhcea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 180 deaths were referred, against 162 and 168 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 180 deaths were 56 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the. corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 2°7 per 1000. The zymotic rate ranged from 2:0 in the North, to 
3°2 in the Central groups of Districts. The fatal cases of scarlet fever included 
11 in the South group of Districts, and of the 10 deaths referred to diphtheria 
2 of soldiers’ children were recorded in the Herbert Hospital at Woolwich. The 
deaths from whooping-cough somewhat exceeded those in the two previous weeks. 
Of the 3 deaths referred to small-pox, two were infantile cases of chicken-pox, and 
the third was of a boiler-maker, aged 19 years, in Greenwich, “not stated” as to 
vaccination. The 83 deaths from fever were 12 below the corrected average 
weekly number, and included one certified as typhus, 26 as enteric or typhoid, and 
6 as simple continued fever. Two fatal cases of typhoid fever were returned in 
Belgrave and Lambeth Church First sub-districts, and the deaths of three children 
at Peckham were referred to typhoid or infantile remittent fever.

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The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the two 
previous weeks had been 612 and 566, further declined last week to 498, but 
exceeded the corrected average weekly number by 103 ; 317 resulted from bronchitis, 
117 from pneumonia, and 18 from asthma. 

The deaths of persons aged 80 years and upwards, which had averaged 82 during 
the five preceding weeks, declined to 59, and included that of the widow of a 
cooper in Westmoreland Road, Newington, whose age was stated to be 103 years. 

Different forms of violence caused 66 deaths; 52 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 17 from fractures and contusions, 8 from burns and scalds, 
9 from drowning, and 13 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. ‘Two 
cases of infanticide, and 10 of suicide, were registered. ‘Three of the deaths from 
fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from 
this class of accident 63 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of the 
Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 21st instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 299 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 175 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 103 in 
Hospitals, and in 21 Lunatic Asylums. ‘The Asylum District Small-pox and Fever 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
159 patients on 20th instant, of which 75 were under treatment for scarlet fever, 
65 for fever, and 12 for small-pox. The Small-pox Hospital at Homerton is still 


empty. 
GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 2973 births and 2013 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 35°9 and 25°0 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 19:5 
and 1°8 per 1000 respectively, against 26:2 and 2°7in Inner London. The registrar 
of Wimbledon reports an outbreak of scarlet fever in his sub-district. Two fatal 
cases of small-pox were recorded in Hampton, and this disease is reported to be 
also prevalent in Kingston. ‘I'wo deaths were referred to fever in Edmonton. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 32, Bombay 34, Madras 35; Paris 28, Brussels 34, 
Amsterdam 43, Rotterdam 36, The Hague 39, Christiania 31, Hamburg 388, 
Breslau 28, Munich 43, Vienna 30, Rome 37, Naples 51, Turin 4] ; Alexandria 47 ; 
New York 380, Brooklyn 23, and Philadelphia 25. 


- METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
30°05 in.; the lowest reading was 29°81 in. at the beginning of the week, and the highest 30-41 in. 
on Thursday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 37°°0, or 4°°5 below the average in 
the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below the average on each day 
of the week, and ranged from 38°°6 on Sunday 14th when the deficiency was 2°-6, to 34°°2 
on Thursday which was 7°°5 below the average. The highest day temperature in the shade 
was 50°-0 on Monday, and the lowest night temperature 28°°1 on Thursday ; the extreme range 
in the week was, therefore, 21°°9. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-regis- 
tering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 118°°5 on Thursday. 
The difference between the mean dew point and air temperature averaged 5°°6. ‘The mean tem- 
perature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist ” 
Police Ship, was 42°°3. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 80, complete saturation 
being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was N. and N.E., and the hori- 
zontal movement of the air averaged 10°4 miles per hour. azn fell on Friday morning, to 
the amount of °10 of an inch. : 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 35°°8 in both Norwich and Hull, to 39°-0 in Bristol; the lowest recorded night tempe- 
rature was 24°°3 in Wolverhampton, and the highest day temperature in the shade 55°°9 in 
Bristol. Rain was measured in each of the towns, except Sheffield ; the amounts varied from 
°01 of an inch in Nottingham and Liverpool, to 16 of an inch in Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 258,409 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 299,982 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

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Unitep Kinepom. 

Durixe last week 5450 births and 4072 deaths were registered in Lonpon 
and Twen'ry other rAarage Towns of the Unitep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 1378. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
, of 27 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
) was 27 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 32 in Glasgow, and 33 in Dublin. 





EIGHTEEN LARGE EnauisH Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1antenn ENGiisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Leeds 20, Portsmouth 
_21, Newcastle-on-Tyne 23, Wolverhampton 23, Norwich 25, London 25, Birmingham 
26, Sheffield 26, Nottingham 29, Bristol 29, Leicester 29, Liverpool 30, Sunder- 
land 30, Salford 82, Hull 82, Manchester 34, Bradford 34, and Oldham 37. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 2°9 per 1000 
in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°9 and 1-5 in Portsmouth and Leeds, 
to 5°1 and 7°8 in Nottingham and Hull. Scarlet fever is still fatally prevalent 
in Bradford and Hull, and the deaths from measles were somewhat numercus.in 
Leicester, Nottingham, and Manchester. 


Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2364 sBirtHs and !J68VU DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 52 below, while the deaths exceeded by 
13, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two preceding weeks had been 
equal to 28 and 26 per 1000, further declined last week to 25. After distributing 
the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 26 per 1000 
in the West, 25 in the North, 24 in the Central, 26 in the East, and 26 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The 1680 deaths included one from small-pox, 17 from measles, 24 from scarlet 
fever, 14 from diphtheria, 59 from whooping-cough, 15 from different forms of 
fever, and 22 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 152 deaths were referred, against 168 and 180 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 152 deaths were 90 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 2-3 per 1000. The zymotic rate ranged from 1°7 in the North 
and Central, to 2°7 in the South groups of Districts. The fatal case of small-pox 
was of an adult in the Small-pox Hospital at Stockwell (“not stated” as to vacci- 
nation) who had been admitted from Hackney. The 17 deaths from measles 
included 3 in Belgrave, 2 in Cripplegate, and 2 in Borough Road sub-districts. 
Of the 24 from scarlet fever, 10 occurred in South London, where also were re- 
turned 9 of the 14 fatal cases of diphtheria, including 2 in Rotherhithe, and 2 
in Kennington Second sub-district. The 59 deaths from whooping-cough included 
7 in Islington, 4 in Kentish Town, and 20 in East London. ‘The 15 deaths 
referred to fever were no less than 30 below the corrected average weekly number, 
and were lower than in any week since the beginning of 1871; one was certified 
as typhus, 9 as enteric or typhoid, and 5 as simple continued fever. Two fatal 
eases of enteric fever were recorded in Poplar. 
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The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the three 
previous weeks had been 612, 566, and 498, were 508 last week, and exceeded 
the corrected average weekly number by 106 ; 320 resulted from bronchitis, 122 
from pneumonia, and 17 from asthma. 

The deaths of 89 persons aged upwards of 80 years were registered, against 
59 in the previous week ; they included that of a female inmate of the St. Pancras 
Workhouse, whose age was stated to be 100 years. 

Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths ; 34 were the result of negligence 
_or accident, including 20 from fractures and contusions, 5 from burns and scalds, 
2 from drowning, and 6 of infants or young children from suffocation. Two of the 
deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the 
streets; from this class of accident 63 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
28th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 317 deaths were recorded, or 19 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 191 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 118 in 
Hospitals, and 8 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District, Small-pox and Fever 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
131 patients on 27th instant, of which 64 were under treatment for scarlet fever, 
45 for fever, and 11 for small-pox. The Small-pox Hospital at Homerton is not 
now in use, all the metropolitan small-pox patients being sent to the Small-pox 
Hospital at Stockwell. 

GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 2823 births and 1987 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 35°0 and 24-6 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 21°0 
and 1°8 per 1000 respectively, against 25°4 and 2°3 in Inner London. Three fatal 
cases of scarlet fever were registered in Wimbledon, and 2 of diphtheria in Chisle- 
hurst. The registrar of Kingston reports that 2 deaths from small-pox occurred in 
the Workhouse Infirmary ; of the two fatal cases of this disease recorded in 
Hampton sub-district in the previous week, one was of an unvaccinated adult in 
Hampton Wick, and the other of a child, aged 8 years, in Teddington, who had been 
vaccinated in infancy. 

Returns FRoM Foreien CITIEs. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 29, Bombay 32, Madras 88; Paris 28, Brussels 35, 
Amsterdam 39, Rotterdam 29, The Hague 36, Copenhagen 32, Christiania 23, 
Berlin 382, Hamburg 29, Breslau 84, Munich 45, Vienna 29, Rome 39, Naples 48, 
Turin 87; Alexandria 43; New Yerk 33, Brooklyn 24, and Philadelphia 25, 
Typhus aad typhoid fevers are fatally prevalent in Turin. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
80°05 in.; the highest reading was 30:22 in. on Tuesday evening, and the lowest 29°°87 in. 
at the end of the week. _The mean temperature of the air was 42°°7, or 0°°5 above the 
average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from 
thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below the average on 
each of the first four, whereas it showed an excess on the last three days of the week. On 
Tuesday the mean was 37°°0 and 5°:0 below the average, and on Friday 49°-0 or in excess 
by 6°°5. The highest day temperature in the shade was 56°°5 on Thursday, and the lowest night 
temperature 29°°1 on Tuesday ; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 27°°4. The 
highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened 
bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 117°°0 on Friday. The difference between the mean 
dew-point and air temperature averaged 8°°2. The mean temperature of the water in the 
Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist” Police Ship, was 41°°6. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 73, complete saturation being represented by 100. The 
direction of the wind was variable, and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 12:4 miles 
per hour. Rain fell on Saturday afternoon, but only to the amount of +01 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 40°°5 in Norwich, to 45°°8 in Sunderland; the lowest recorded night temperature was 25°°1 
in Salford, and the highest day temperature in the shade 64°°0 in Sunderland. Rain was 
measured in each of the towns, except Wolverhampton and Birmingham; the amounts varied 
from ‘01 of an inch in Sunderland, to +16 of an inch in Liverpool. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was * cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 329,819 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

Meteorological Observations. 
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Dorine last week 5945 births and 4275 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other rarce Towns of the Unrrep Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 1670. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 29 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 22 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 30 in Glasgow, and 30 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLisH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Ercurern ENn@iisH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow:—Portsmouth 23, Hull 
24, Newcastle-on-Tyne 25, Salford 26, Sunderland 27, Leeds 27, London 28, Lei- 
cester 29, Sheffield 29, Norwich 29, Liverpool 29, Manchester 31, Oldham 31, 
Bradford 32, Nottingham 32, Bristol 33, Birmingham 388, and Wolverhampton 33. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°4 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°9 and 1°8 in Portsmouth and Leeds, 
to 5°8 and 6°2 in Wolverhampton and Hull. Scarlet fever is still fatally prevalent 
in Bradford and Hull, and whooping-cough caused 18 deaths in Birmingham. The 
medical attendant, in certifying the cause of a death in St. John’s Place, Chapman- 
street, Hull, states that death had been accelerated by the unsanitary condition of 
the houses in that locality. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2493 sirtus and 1873 pearHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 42, and the deaths by 207, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the three preceding weeks had been equal to 
28, 26, and 25 per 1000, rose again last week to 28. After distributing the deaths 
in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 27 per 1000 in the West, 
27 in the North, 26 in the Central, 31 in the East, and 29 in the South groups of 
Districts. 

The 1873 deaths included one from small-pox, 24 from measles, 32 from scarlet 
fever, 16 from diphtheria, 92 from whooping-cough, 30 from different forms of 
fever, and 24 from diarrhcea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 219 deaths were referred, against 180 and 152 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 219 deaths were 25 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 3°3 per 1000. The rate from these seven diseases ranged from 
2°3 in the West and North, to 4°2 in the South groups of Districts. The fatal 
case of small-pox was of the unvaccinated child of a labourer, aged 11 years, in 
the Small-pox Hospital at Stockwell, who had been admitted from Greenwich. 
The 24 deaths from measles, including 8 in the District of St. Saviour South- 
wark, showed a further increase upon the numbers in recent weeks ; the 32 from 
scarlet fever included 12 in South London, and corresponded with the corrected 
average weekly number. Diphtheria caused 16 deaths, against 10 and 14 in 
the two previous weeks; 4 were of children of Royal Artillerymen in the 
Herbert Hospital at Kidbrook, and 2 occurred in Mile End Old Town Eastern. 
The fatality from whooping-cough showed a marked increase, resulting in 92 
deaths, whereas in the two previous weeks they had been but 60 and 59; 11 
were returned in Bethnal Green, 6 in Mile End Old Town Eastern, and 6 in 
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Walworth. The 30 deaths referred to fever, although exceeding by 15 the unusually 
low number in the previous week, were 14 below the corrected weekly average; 18 
were certified as enteric or typhoid, 12 as simple continued fever, and not one 
as typhus. Three deaths from simple fever were returned in Kennington First, 
and two of enteric fever in Greenwich East sub-districts ; two fatal cases of 
enteric fever were also recorded in the Stockwell Fever Hospital. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the two 
previous weeks had been 498 and 508, further rose last week to 534, and ex- 
ceeded the corrected average weekly number by 142; 328 resulted from bronchitis, 
133 from pnetumonia, and 13 from asthma. 

Different forms of violence caused 77 deaths ; 63 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 28 from fractures and contusions, 13 from burns and scalds, 
4 from drowning, and 11 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Seven 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets ; from this class of accident 57 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
4th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 842 deaths were recorded, or 18 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 187 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 138 in 
Hospitals, and 17 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
133 patients on 38rd instant, of which 56 were under treatment for scarlet fever, 
53 for-fever, and 12 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 3014 births and 2165 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 87°4 and 26°9 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 20°0 
and 2°1 per 1000 respectively, against 28°4 and 3°3in Inner London. In the Outer 
Ring 9 deaths were referred to fever, showing a considerably higher death-rate from 
this cause than that which prevailed in Inner London ; 2 occurred in Bromley 
sub-district. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 29, Bombay 33, Madras 35; Paris 28, Brussels 23, 
Amsterdam 38, Rotterdam 33, The Hague 30, Copenhagen 40, Christiania 15, 
Berlin 85, Hamburg 32, Breslau 34, Munich 45, Vienna 29, Naples 44, Turin 35 ; 
Alexandria 44; New York 31, and Philadelphia 24. Small-pox is somewhat pre- 
valent in Paris, Vienna, and Copenhagen; typhus in Munich and Turin. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
80°19 in.; the highest reading was 30°39 in. on Wednesday evening, and the lowest 29°56 in. 
at the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air was 45°°8, or 1°°9 above the average in 
the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean on Sunday 28th ultimo was 41°°4, and 
1°°6 below the average, whereas an excess prevailed on each of the other days of the week; on 
Wednesday the mean was 48°°4 and 4°-4 above the average. The highest day temperature in 
the shade was 56°°2 on Wednesday, and the lowest night temperature 36°°2 on Sunday; the 
extreme range in the week was, therefore, 20°°0. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown 
by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 113°°7 
on Friday. The difference between the mean dew point and air temperature averaged 9°°6. The 
mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the 
“Royalist ” Police Ship, was 45°°4. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 69, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. The direction of the wind was variable, and the horizontal — 
movement of the air averaged 9°5 miles per hour. No rain fell during the week. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 43°°6 in Salford, to 47°°7 in Sunderland ; the lowest recorded night temperature was 31°°2 
in Bristol, and the highest day temperature in the shade 61°°0 in Sunderland. Rain was measured 
in each of the towns, except Birmingham, Sunderland, and Newcastle-on-Tyne ; the amounts varied 
from °01 of an inch in Wolverhampton and Leeds, to *37 in Manchester. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 203,328 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 298,942 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

Unitep KInGpom. 


Durina last week 5563 births’ and 4086 deaths were registered in Lonpon 
and Twenry other tarce Towns of the Unitep Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 1477. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 27 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 24 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 29 in Glasgow, and 28 in Dublin. | 


EIGHTEEN LARGE EnoiisH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Ere¢mTeEn ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Wolverhampton 19, 
Portsmouth 20, Newcastle-on-Tyne 25, Norwich 25, London 27, Sheffield 27, Brad- 
ford 27, Leeds 27, Birmingham 28, Liverpool 28, Bristol 28, Hull 28, Sunderland 29, 
Leicester 31, Nottingham 81, Manchester 32, Oldham 34, and Salford 89. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°4 per 1000 
in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°3 and 2-0 in Portsmouth and Leeds, 
to 5‘l and 5°5 in Nottingham and Hull. Scarlet fever continues fatally prevalent 
in Bradford and Hull, and the deaths referred to whooping-cough were in excess 


| in Norwich, Sunderland, Bristol, and Birmingham. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2367 Birtus and 1759 peatus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 97 below, while the deaths exceeded by 
142, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been 
equal to 25 and 28 per 1000, declined again last week to 27. After distributing 
the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 28 per 1000° 
in the West, 25 in the North, 31 in the Central, 26 in the East, and 27 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The 1759 deaths included 3 from small-pox, 19 from measles, 24 from scarlet 
fever, 10 from diphtheria, 95 from whooping-cough, 28 from different forms of 
fever, and 24 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 203 deaths were referred, against 152 and 219 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 203 deaths were 46 below the corrected average number from the same diseases 


in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an annual rate 


of 3-1 per 1000. The rate from these seven diseases ranged from 2°7 in the 
North, to 3°6 in the South groups of Districts. Of the 3 deaths referred to small- 
pox one was a case of chicken-pox, and 2 were cases of small-pox in Wandsworth 
and Greenwich, both of which were “not stated” as to vaccination. The fatal cases 
of measles, scarlet fever, and diphtheria were less numerous than in the previous 
week ; the 24 of scarlet fever included 11 in South London, and of the 10 deaths 
from diphtheria 4 were recorded in the North and 6 in the South groups of Dis- 


| éricts. The 95 deaths from whooping-cough showed a further increase upon the

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numbers in recent weeks, and exceeded the corrected average weekly number by 
17. The 28 deaths referred to fever were 13 below the corrected weekly average ; 
6 were certified as typhus, 16 as enteric or typhoid, and 6 as simple continued 
fever. Three of the 6.deaths from typhus occurred in Hackney, 2 of which were 
recorded in the Homerton Fever Hospital, of patients admitted from Holborn and 
St. Pancras ; 2 fatal cases of enteric fever were registered in St. Paul Hammer- 
smith sub-district, and 2 in the Stockwell Fever Hospital, both of which had been 
admitted from Lambeth. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the three 
preceding weeks had been 498, 508, and 534, declined again last week to 496, 
but exceeded the corrected average weekly number by 129; 292 resulted from 
bronchitis, and 145 from pneumonia. The 145 deaths from pneumonia exceeded 
the average by so many as 48, and included 77 of children under five years of age. 


Different forms of violence caused 68 deaths ; 62 were the result of negligence 


or accident, including 26 from fractures and contusions, 8 from burns and scalds, 
14 from drowning, and 10 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. The 
death of a coach-painter, aged 42 years, was referred to lead poisoning in Clapham 
sub-district. Five of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by 
horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of accident 49 cases of injury and 
maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the 
seven days ending 11th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 266 deaths were recorded, or 15 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 164 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 93 in 
Hospitals, and 9 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District, Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
122 patients on 10th instant, of which 55 were under treatment for scarlet fever, 
49 for fever, and 9 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON, 


In the Greater London 2839 births and 2069 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 35°2 and 25:7 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 21°2 
and 1°7 per 1000 respectively, against 26°6 and 3°1 in Inner London. Two fatal 
cases of whooping-cough were registered in Bexley, and 2 of diphtheria in Tot- 
tenham sub-districts; of the two latter, one occurred in Pembroke-road, South 
Tottenham, and the other in Clyde-road, West Green. 


Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., reports that the water drawn from the Thames during 
March and supplied by the Metropolitan Companies was “in a very impure con- 
dition ;” that delivered by the Chelsea, Southwark, Grand Junction, and Lambeth 
Companies was “ slightly turbid, and contained moving organisms.” The West 
Middlesex was the only Company that supplied efficiently filtered Thames water at 
the time when the samples were drawn. ‘The Lea water supplied by the New 
River and East London Companies was of improved quality, and was efficiently 
filtered. The Kent Company’s water, derived from deep wells in the chalk, was 
of the usual excellent quality. Taking unity to represent the amount of organic 
impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s water, the proportional amount 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other Metropolitan Companies 
was :—New River 3'1, East London 5°1, Grand Junction 6°6, Lambeth 6°7, 
West Middlesex 7°6, Chelsea 7°9, and Southwark 8:4. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the analysed 
sample of the water supplied to that town contained suspended particles, and a 
piece of water weed half an inch long. Professor Bischof, of the Andersonian 
University, reporting on the Loch Katrine water supplied to Glasgow, states that, 
although yellowish and containing much suspended matter, it was quite free from 
previous sewage contamination. 


RETURNS FROM FoREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 32, Bombay 32, Madras 34; Paris 30, Brussels 30, 
. Amsterdam 31, Rotterdam 34, The Hague 24, Copenhagen 36, Christiania 30, 
Berlin 29, Hamburg 36, Breslau 87, Munich 46, Vienna 28, Rome 30, Naples 42, 
Turin 31; New York 27, and Philadelphia 25. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°48 in.; the lowest reading was 29°13 in. on Monday morning, and the highest 29°°97 in. 
at the end of the week. ‘The mean temperature of the air was 44°°5, or 0°°8 below the 
average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from 
thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean showed an excess on the first 
three, whereas it was below the average on the last four days of the week, On Sunday 4th 
the mean was 48°°8 and 3°°8 above the average, while on Friday it had fallen to 40°°6 and 
was 5°°0 below the average. The highest day temperature in the shade was 59°°5 on Sunday, and 
the lowest night temperature 36°°0 on Thursday ; the extreme range in the week was, there- 
fore, 23°°5. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer 
with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 127°:2 on Thursday. The difference 
between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 5°°6. The mean temperature of 
the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist” Police Ship, 
was 47°°4,. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 81, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 100. The general direction of the wind was 8.W. and N.E., and the horizontal move- 
ment of the air averaged 14°7 miles per hour. Rain fell on six days during the week, to the 
amount of 1°23 inches. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 40°°8 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, to 44°-5 in Sunderland; the lowest recorded night tempera- 
ture was 32°:4 in Bristol, and the highest day temperature in the shade 64°°0 in Sunderland. 
Rain was measured in each of the towns furnishing returns; the amounts ranging from 0°32 of an 
inch in Liverpool, to 1°69 inches in Bristol. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 311,586 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 329,232 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight, 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 85 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons. 


Tue ReGistRaR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon WaTeR ComPaniEs, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied during the month of 
Marcu 1875: according to their returns 109,352,118 gallons or 496,837 cubic metres of water 
(equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 211°9 gallons 
(96°3 decalitres) rather less than a ton by weight, to each house, and 29°8 gallons (13°5 deca- 
litres) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that, during the year 1866, about 82 per cent. of 
the total supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: applying this proportion to the 
total quantity supplied daily in the month of March 1875, it may be estimated that about 
89,668,737 gallons were used for domestic purposes, or about 24°5 gallons per day for each inhabi- 
tant, against 24°9 in the corresponding month of last year. This proportion varies from month 
to month, but the Registrar General has no means of giving a more exact estimate.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WaTER SUPPLY DURING MARCH. 


Sir, Royal College of Chemistry, 31st March 1875. 

I HAVE to report to you in the following table the results of the chemical examination 
of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the month of March, and I append also the 
results yielded by the Birmingham water supply furnished by Dr. Hill, and by the Glasgow water 
supply from Loch Katrine furnished by Professor Bischof. 
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140 Analysis of Metropolitan Waters. 


Taking the amount of organic impurity contained in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water as unity, the proportional amount in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 3°1, East London 5°1, Grand Junction 6°6 Lambeth 
6°7, West Middlesex 7°6, Chelsea 7°9, and Southwark 8°4. 

The water drawn from the Thames continues in a very impure condition even after efficient 
filtration, but the West Middlesex was the only Company supplying efficiently filtered Thames 
water when the samples were drawn for analysis. The water delivered by the Chelsea, Southwark, 
Grand Junction, and Lambeth Companies was slightly turbid and contained moving organisms. 
The water supplied from the river Lea by the New River and East London Companies was of 
better quality, and had been efficiently filtered. 

The Kent Company’s water, from deep wells in the chalk, was bright, palatable, and wholesome. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water supplied to 
that town contained suspended particles, and in the sample drawn for analysis a piece of water- 
weed half an inch long was observed. 

Professor Bischof, of the Andersonian University, Glasgow, reports that the water supplied to 
that city from Loch Katrine was quite free from previous sewage contamination, but it was 
yellowish and contained much suspended matter.

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, and 12 all relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water collected on the 15th March at 
the Horse Guards cab-rank had a temperature of 6°7°C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 29°74 lbs. 
of solid impurity ; the organic matter, constituting a portion of this impurity, contained +296 Ib. 
of carbon and ‘051 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained no ammonia, and 
*293 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined 
nitrogen in every form was °344 1b. After its descent to the earth as rain, 100,000 lbs. of the 
water had been contaminated with animal matter equivalent to that contained in 2610 lbs. of 
average London sewage. By gradual oxidation this animal contamination had been, so far as 
analysis can show, converted into innocuous inorganic compounds before the water was sub- 
mitted to investigation. The above weight of water also contained 1°7 lbs. of chlorine. Finally, 
100,000 lbs. of the water contained 19°4 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of 
other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

As the Kent Company’s water is unpolluted, and as it is drawn from deep wells, the evidence of 
previous sewage or animal contamination which it exhibits may safely be disregarded. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by mul- 
tiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same operation 
transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

Durine last week 5996 births and 3965 deaths were registered in LonpoN 
and Twenty other LarGe Towns of the Unrrep Kiyevom. The natural increase 
of population was 2031. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 27 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 24 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 31 in Glasgow, and 28 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLISH TOWNS. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eraurren ENGLIsH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 18, Wolver- 
hampton 22, Leeds 24, London 26, Birmingham 25, Nottingham 25, Sunderland 
26, Liverpool 27, Leicester 28, Sheffield 28, Bristol 28, Salford 28, Hull 28, New- 
castle-on-Tyne 30, Manchester 31, Bradford 39, Oldham 35, and Norwich 365. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 2°9 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°6 and 1°7 in Sheffield and Notting- 
ham, to 5°7 and 5°8 in Leicester and Hull. The fatality from whooping-cough showed 
a general decline, bat the deaths referred to scarlet fever were again excessive, both 
in Bradford and Hull. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2591 sirtHs and 1675 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 201, and the deaths by 96, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been equal to 
28 and 27 per 1000, further declined last week to 25. After distributing the deaths 
in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 25 per 1000 in the West, 
92 in the North, 30 in the Central, 24 in the East, and 28 in the South groups of 
Districts. 

The 1675 deaths included one from small-pox, 18 from measles, 28 from scarlet 
fever, 10 from diphtheria, 76 from whooping-cough, 20 from different forms of 
fever, and 22 from diarrhcea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 175 deaths were referred, against 219 and 203 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 175 deaths were 82 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 2°7 per 1000. The death-rate from the seven diseases ranged 
from 1°7 in the Central, to 3°3 in the South groups of Districts. The fatal case of 
small-pox was of the wife of a shoemaker in Cripplegate sub-district, “not stated” 
as to vaccination. ‘The number of deaths referred to measles, scarlet fever, and 
diphtheria differed but slightly from those returned in recent weeks. The 76 
deaths from whooping-cough showed a decline of 19 from those in the previous 
week, and included 20 in the East and 29 in the South groups of districts ; 6 
occurred in Bermondsey, 8 in Lambeth, and 5 in Newington. The 20 deaths 
referred to fever showed a further decline of 8 from those returned in the two 
previous weeks, and were 23 below the corrected average weekly number ; 3 were 
certified as typhus, 14 as enteric or typhoid, and 3 as simple continued fever. 
Two fatal cases of enteric fever occurred in Islington West, and two of simple 
continued fever in Lambeth Church First sub-districts.

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The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the two 
previous weeks had been 534 and 496, further declined last week to 462, but 
exceeded the corrected average weekly number by 138; 267 resulted from bronchitis, 
and 130 from pneumonia. The 130 fatal cases of pneumonia exceeded the average 
by so many as 40, and included 63 of children under five years of age. : 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths ; 49 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 16 from fractures and contusions, 8 from burns and scalds, 
7 from drowning, and 15 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. One 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions was caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets ; from this class of accident 48 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
18th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 325 deaths were recorded, or 19 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 207 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 109 in 
Hospitals, and 9 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
119 patients on 17th instant, of which 48 were under treatment for scarlet fever, 
55 for fever, and 6 for small-pox.

GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 8085 births and 1941 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 88°3 and 24°1 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 18°2 
and 1°6 per 1000 respectively, against 25:4 and 2°7in Inner London. The 38 deaths 
in Croydon included a fatal case of small-pox, said to have been imported from 
Birmingham, and 5 deaths from fever. Two deaths in Kingston sub-district were 
referred to small- pox. 


RETURNS FROM ForREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 35, Bombay 30, Madras 39; Paris 30, Brussels 2s 
Amsterdam 37, Rotterdam 33, The Hague 33, Christiania 31, Berlin 27, Hamburg 
27, Breslau 32, Munich 46, Vienna 30, Rome 34, N aples 44, Turin 31; Alexandria 
36 ; New York 30, Brooklyn 23, and Philadelphia 23. ‘The deaths in Paris included 
20 from typhoid fever and 7 from small-pox. Typhus fever caused 11 and 12 
deaths respectively in Munich and Naples. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
30°09 in.; the lowest reading was 29:95 in. on Sunday at noon, and. the highest 30°24 in. on 
Thursday at noon. The mean temperature of the air was 42°°8, or 3°°4 below the average in 
the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as-determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below the average on each day 
of the week, and ranged from 89°°5 on Monday which was 6°°4 below the average, to 46°°5 
on Saturday when the deficiency was only 0°-3. The highest day temperature in the shade 
was 61°°9 on Saturday, and the lowest night temperature 30°°8 on Wednesday ; the extreme 
range in the week was, therefore, 31°:1. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a 
self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 125°:0 on 
Tuesday. The difference between the mean dew point and air temperature averaged 6°°0. The 
mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the 
“Royalist” Police Ship, was 47°°0. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 80, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was E.N.E., and the 
horizontal movement of the air averaged 8°5 miles per hour. No rain fell during the week. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 40°-8 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, to 45°-7 in Manchester ; the lowest recorded night tempera- 
ture was 26°°0 in Hull, and the highest day temperature in the shade 66°-2 in Leicester. No rain 
was measured in any of the towns except Bristol and Newcastle-upon-Tyne, in which the amounts — 
were but 0°01 and 0°09 of an inch respectively. 

_ According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 244,521 cubic metres at Crossness, 


and 335,254 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

— Durtna last week 5502 births and 3752 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenry other rarae Towns of the Unirep Ktyapom. The natural increase 
of population was 1750. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 25 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 20 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 31 in Glasgow, and 21 in Dublin. 






















. EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLIsH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1autTeen ENGiisn 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Newcastle-upon-Tyne 
17, Leicester 18, Portsmouth 20, Leeds 22, Wolverhampton 22, Sheffield 23, Sun- 
derland 24, London 24, Birmingham 26, Liverpool 26, Hull 26, Bristol 27, Norwich 
31, Bradford 32, Oldham 32, Salford 32, Manchester 32, and Nottingham 34, The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 2°8 per 1000 
in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°5 in Leeds, Neweastle-upon-Tyne, and 
| Wolverhampton, to 5°1 in Hull and Nottingham, and 5°7 in Norwich. No death 
| from any of these principal zymotic diseases was registered in Portsmouth. ‘Ten 
| deaths from scarlet fever were recorded both in Hull and Bradford. 


LONDON. 


| In Lonpon 2254 sirtus and 1600 pEatTus were registered. Allowing for 
‘increase of population, the births were 143 below, whereas the deaths exceeded 
| by 45, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
| annual death-rate from all causes, which in the three previous weeks had been 
/ equal to 28, 27, and 25 per 1000, further declined last week to 24. After distri- 
| buting the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 24 per 
|} 1000 in the West, 24 in the North, 22 in the Central, 23 in the East, and 26 in the 
) South groups of Districts. | 

— The 1600 deaths included one from small-pox, 6 from measles, 34 from scarlet 
fever, 6 from diphtheria, 85 from whooping-cough, 238 from different forms of 
i fever, and 13 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 168 deaths were referred, against 219, 203, and 175 in the three preceding 
/weeks. These 168 deaths were 83 below the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 2-5 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 1°8 in the North, 
to 3°2 in the East groups of Districts. The fatal cases of small-pox, measles, and 
scarlet fever were considerably below the corrected average weekly numbers; 5 of 
scarlet fever, however, occurred in Kentish Town. The 85 deaths from whooping- 
cough exceeded both the average number and those returned in the previous 
week ; they included 24 in East and 29 in South London, of which 8 occurred 
in Shoreditch, 9 in Lambeth, and 7 in Camberwell. The 23 deaths referred to 
fever only exceeded by 3 the low number returned in fhe previous week, and 
}were 19 below the corrected weekly average; 4 were certified as typhus, 13 as 
enteric or typhoid, and 6 as simple continued fever. Three fatal cases of enteric 
Hever and one of typhus were recorded in the Asylum District Fever Hospital at 
Stockwell. The death of a child, aged 14 years, in College Street, Hackney, on 
16th instant, was referred to “sporadic cholera, 14 hours.” 

One of those remarkably sudden changes of temperature for which spring 
weather in England is celevrated cecurred last week ; on Tuesday and Wednesday 
[16. | Q 
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the mean temperature was 53°°5 and 6° above the average for the corresponding 
days in 60 years, whereas on Thursday, Friday, and Saturday the mean was only 
40°°3 and 7°°7 below the same average. The mean temperature on Tuesday 
and Wednesday was equal to the average for the 20th of May, while that of the 
three following days corresponded with the average for the beginning of March. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the three 
preceding weeks had been 534, 496, and 462, further declined last week to 438, 
which, however, exceeded the corrected average weekly number by 123 ; 266 re- 
sulted from bronchitis, 114 from pneumonia, and 20 from laryngitis. 

Different forms of violence caused 60 deaths ; 50 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 19 from fractures and contusions, 7 from burns and scalds, 
8 from drowning, and 13 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Five 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets; from this class of accident 59 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
25th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 272 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 155 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 111 in 
Hospitals, and 6 in Lunatic Asylums, The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
129 patients on 24th instant, of which 50 were under treatment for fever, 64 for 
scarlet fever, and 6 for small-pox. | 


GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 2684 births and 1881 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 33°3 and 23°3 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 19°2 
and 2°3 per 1000 respectively, against 24°2 and 2°5 in Inner London. To different 
forms of fever 13 deaths in the Outer Ring were referred last week, equal to an 
annual rate of 8°9 per 10,000 persons living, whereas the fever rate in Inner London 
did not exceed 3°5; 5 fatal cases of fever were reported in Croydon, and 2 each 
in Willesden, Tottenham, and West Ham sub-districts. The death from small-pox 
recorded in Bromley sub-district was of a railway signalman, aged 31 years, at. 
Beckenham, who had been vaccinated in infancy. 


RetTuRNS FROM ForEIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 36, Bombay 34, Madras 36; Paris 30, Brussels 29, 
Amsterdam 31, Rotterdam 28, The Hague 29, Christiania 22, Hamburg 26, 
Breslau 30, Munich 45, Vienna 28, Rome 28, Naples 50, Turin 25; Alexandria 40; 
New York 28, Brooklyn 23, and Philadelphia 25. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°88 in.; the lowest reading was 29°67 in. on Wednesday afternoon, and the highest 30°-10 in. 
at the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air was 46°°6, or 1°°0 below the 
average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from 
thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean exceeded the average on each 
of the first four days of the week, whereas a considerable deficiency was shown on each of 
the last three. On Tuesday the mean was 53°°7 and 6°:3 above the average, while on Thurs- 
day it fell to 39°-4 and was in defect by 8°°4. The highest day temperature in the shade was 
70°°8 on Tuesday, and the lowest night temperature 30°°6 on Saturday ; the extreme range in 
the week was, therefore, 40°°2. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self- 
registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 138°°0 on 
Sunday. The difference between the mean dew-point and ar temperature averaged 9°°3. The 
mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the 
“Royalist” Police Ship, was 49°°3. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 71, complete 
‘saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was KE. and E.N.E., and 
the horizontal movement of the air averaged 8+1 miles per hour. az fell on Wednesday and 
Thursday,.to the amount of °32 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in 15 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 43°°3 in Norwich, to 51°'6 in Manchester; the lowest recorded night temperature was 29°-0 
in Hull, and the highest day temperature in the shade 80°-0 in Sunderland. Rain was measured 
in but six of these towns; the amounts varied from ‘02 of an inch in Nottingham, to °40 of an 

_ inch in Bristol. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 277,881 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 304,767 cubie metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about $5 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons.

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Durtne last week 5772 births and 3766 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other LARGE Towns of the Unirep Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 2006. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 25 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 22 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 32 in Glasgow, and 23 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLIsH TOWNS. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the EraaTeen ENGLIsH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Newcastle-on-Tyne 20, 
Nottingham 22, Wolverhampton 23, Leeds 23, London 23, Portsmouth 24, Sunder- 
land 25, Sheffield 26, Liverpool 27, Bristol 27, Birmingham 28, Bradford 28, Leicester 
28, Manchester 31, Norwich 31, Salford 32, Hull 33, and Oldham 33. The annual 
death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°1 per 1000 in the 
eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°0 and 1°5 in Sunderland and Wolverhampton, 
to 6°3 and 7°0 in Norwich and Hull. The fatality of scarlet fever continues ex- 
cessive in Hull and Bradford, and the deaths from measles were somewhat numerous 
last week in Manchester and Bristol. 


LOonpDoON. 


In Lonpon 2449 srrtus and 1532 pEaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were one below, while the deaths exceeded by 80, 
the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the four previous weeks had steadily declined 
from 28 to 24 per 1000, further fell last week to 23. After distributing the deaths 
in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 22 per 1000 in the West, 
22 in the North, 24 in the Central, 24 in the East, and 24 in the South groups of 
Districts. 

“The 1532 deaths included 11 from measles, 35 from scarlet fever, 7 from 
diphtheria, 96 from whooping-cough, 380 from different forms of fever, 15 from 
diarrhcea, and not one from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 194 deaths were referred, against 175 and 168 in the two preceding 
weeks. These 194 deaths were 45 below the corrected average number from the 
game diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 2°9 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 2°2 in the West, to 
3°6 in the East groups of Districts. The 96 fatal cases of whooping-cough showed 
a further increase upon the numbers returned in recent weeks, and exceeded the 
corrected weekly average by 25; the annual death-rate from this disease last week 
averaged 1°5 per 1000 in the whole of London, and ranged from 0°9 in the 
West, to 2°3 in the East groups of Districts. The 35 deaths from scarlet fever 
included 12 in North and 11 in South London ; 5 occurred in Newington, 4 in 
Islington, 4 in Somers Town and Kentish Town, and 3 in Paddington. Of the 
11 deaths from measles, 8 occurred in Haggerston West ; and 2 fatal cases of 
diphtheria were recorded in Rotherhithe. The 30 deaths referred to fever showed 
a further increase of 7 upon those in the two previous weeks, but were 12 below 
the corrected average weekly number ; 6 were certified as typhus, 20 as = 
or typhoid, and 4 as simple continued fever. ‘Two fatal cases of enteric fever, 
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-.and one of typhus, were recorded in the Asylum District Fever Hospital at 
Homerton. Two deaths from typhoid fever were registered in Walworth, of which 
. one occurred in the workhouse, 
The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the four 
eae weeks had declined from 534 to 438, further decreased last week to 375, 
ut again exceeded the corrected average number for the corresponding week in 
the last ten years by 104; 217 resulted from bronchitis, and 104 from pneumonia. 

The mean degree of the humidity of the air, which during the last seven days 
of April had averaged so low as 65, complete saturation being represented by 
100, fose on Saturday to 97, when °37 of an inch of rain was measured. 

- Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths ; 38 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 12 from fractures and contusions, 6 from burns and sealds, 
7 from drowning, and 9 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. One 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions was caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets ; from this class of accident 68 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
2nd instant. — 3 2 

-In the large Public Institutions 301 deaths were recorded, or 20 per cent. of 


the total deaths; of these, 182 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 112 in. 


Hospitals, and 7 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
152 patients on Ist instant, of which 56 were under treatment for fever, 74 for 
scarlet fever, and 8 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In the Greater London 2921 births and 1806 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 35°2 and 22°4 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 18°8 
and 1°9 per 1000 respectively, against 23°2 and 2‘9in Inner London. Three deaths 
were referred to fever in Croydon, against 5 in each of the two preceding weeks ; 2 
deaths from fever also occurred in Staines.

The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see. 


Table 9), in Calcutta was 36, Bombay 37, Madras 36; Paris 28, Brussels 23, 
Amsterdam 29, Rotterdam 34, The Hague 27, Copenhagen 44, Christiania 23, 
Berlin 25, Hamburg 26, Breslau 38, Munich 51, Vienna 32, Rome 28, Naples 48, 
Turin 29; Alexandria 45 ; New York 29, and Philadelphia 22. | 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°93 in.; the highest reading was 30°13 in. on Sunday morning, and the lowest 29°72 in. on 
Saturday afternoon. The mean temperature of the air was 52°°1, or 3°°2 above the average in 
the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below the average on Sunday, 
Monday, and Saturday, whereas an excess prevailed on each of the other days of the week. On 
Sunday the mean was 43°°9 and 4°°4 below the average; on Wednesday, however, it was 57°°2 
and in excess by 8°°4. The highest day temperature in the shade was 71°°5 on Friday, and 
the lowest night temperature 27°:8 on Sunday; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 
43°°7, ‘The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a 
blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 134°°6 on Friday. The difference between 
the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 10°°4. The mean temperature of the water 
in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 51°°9. 
The mean degree of humidity of the air was 68, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
The general direction of the wind was W.S.W., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 
7°6 miles per hour. azn fell on Saturday, to the amount of 37 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in 15 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 49°°1 in Bristol, to 52°°0 in Sunderland ; the lowest recorded night temperature was 28°°5 in 
Norwich, and the highest day temperature in the shade 74°:0 in Sunderland. Rain was measured 
in 11 of these towns; the amounts varied from -03 of an inch in Bradtord and Hull, to °45 of an 
inch in Sheffield. 

' According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 232,871 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 329,554 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

Meteorological Observations. 
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Unitep Kinepom. 


~ Durine last week 5577 births and 3531 deaths were registered in Lonpon 
and ‘Twenty other LARGE ‘Towns of the UnirEp Ktnapom. The natural increase 
of population was 2046. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 24 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
} -was 23 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 24 in Glasgow, and 30 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLISH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1iaatTreen ENGLISa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Norwich 15, Leicester 
| 17, Sheffield 21, Portsmouth 21, Bradford 21, Nottingham 21, Sunderland 22, 
London 23, Wolverhampton 23, Leeds 24, Newcastle-u upon-Tyne "25, Liverpool 25, 
| Salford 25, Bristol 26, Oldham 27, Birmingham 28, Hull 29, and Manchester 29. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zy motic diseases averaged 2°9 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°9 and 1°5 in Portsmouth and 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, to 5°4 and 6°6 in Oldham and Hull. The fatal cases of 
'scarlet fever were again excessive in Hull. Of the 12 deaths from small-pox, 4 
occurred in Birmingham, and 2 each in Bristol, Liverpool, and Manchester. 


| LONDON. 


In Lonvon 2327 sBirtHs and 1489 peaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
|increase of population, the births were 77 below, whereas the deaths exceeded 
| by 21, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten-years. The 
| annual death-rate from all causes, which in the five preceding weeks had steadily 

declined from 28 to 23, was again 23 last week. After distributing the deaths 
bs institutions, in proportion to. population, the rate was 21 per 1000 in the West, 
|21 in the North, 23 in the Central, 23 in the East, and 24 in the South groups ot 
| Districts. 

| The 1489 deaths included one from small-pox, 25 from measles, 35 from scarlet 
on 9 from diphtheria, 71 from whooping-cough, 29 from different forms of 
ifever, and 11 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
‘elass 181 deaths were referred, against 168 and 194 in the two preceding weeks. 
|These 181 deaths were 58 below the corrected average number from the same 
jdiseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 2-7 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 1°8 in the Central, 
to 3°6 in the East groups of Districts. The 71 fatal cases of whooping-cough 
showed a decline of 25 from those returned in the previous week, and included 
26 in East Londop, of which 7 occurred in Shoreditch, 6 in Bethnal Green, and 
‘Tin Mile End Old Town. The 385 deaths from scarlet fever corresponded with 
the number in the previous week, including 6 in Islington, and 13 in South 
jLondon, of which 4 occurred in Camberwell. The 25 fatal cases of measles 
exceeded the numbers in recent weeks, and included 5 in St. Saviour, 3 in 
/Hackney Road (Bethnal Green), and 3 in St. Peter Walworth sub-districts. The 
9 deaths referred to fever were 7 below the corrected average weekly number ; 
5 were certified as typhus, 19 as enteric or typhoid, and 5 as simple continued 
ever. ‘Two fatal cases of infantile remittent fever occurred in Bermondsey, and 
of enteric fever in Brixton, of which 2 were recorded in the Stockwell Fever 
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Hospital. The death from small-pox was of an unvaccinated adult female in the ; 
Small-pox Hospital at Stockwell. 3 
The deaths of 18 women were referred to childbirth and puerperal fever last — 


week, the corrected average weekly number being 10; 10 were certified from 


puerperal fever, and 8 from the accidents of childbirth. Of these 18, no less than — 
8 occurred in South London, including 5 from puerperal fever, and 3 from child- 
birth. Fwo deaths from puerperal fever occurred in Plumstead East sub-district. 
The utmost caution is required to prevent contagion from this disease. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the five 
preceding weeks had declined from 534 to 375, further decreased last week to 354, 
but exceeded the corrected average number for the corresponding week in the 
‘last ten years by 99 ; 218 resulted from bronchitis, and 83 from pneumonia. 

Different forms of violence caused 65 deaths ; ; 52 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 26 from fractures and contusions, 6 from burns and scalds, 
7 from drowning, and 9 of infants from suffocation. ‘Three of the deaths from _ 
fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from _ 
this class of accident 51 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of the 
Metropolitan and City Police. during the seven days ending 9th instant. 

* In the large Public Institutions 270 deaths were recorded, or 18 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 152 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 107 in 
Hospitals, and 11 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained ~ 
151 patients on 8th instant, of which 51 were under treatment for fever, 76 for 
scarlet fever, and 9 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


Jn the reali London 2831 births and 1761 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 85°1 and 21°8 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 


death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was ‘18°6 g 


and 1°5 per 1000 respectively, against 22°6 and 2°7 in Inner London. Three more 
persons died from fever in Croydon, and 2 from small-pox in the Workhouse 
Infirmary at Kingston; of the two latter, one was admitted with the disease from — 
Tolworth in the parish of Long Ditton, and the other caught small-pox in the 
Infirmary. 








Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., reports that the water supplied to the Metropolis during 
April showed a marked improvement, and, for the first time since May 1874, all the 
samples exhibited the results of efficient filtration. The West Middlesex and New 
River are the only Companies which have during the past twelve months “ uniformly 
supplied efficiently filtered water.” The Kent Company’s water, from deep wells 
in the chalk, was “ bright, palatable, and wholesome.” ‘Taking unity to represent 
the amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s water, — 
the proportional amount in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 2°3, East London 3°6, Chelsea 3°6, 
West. Middlesex 3:9, Lambeth 3°9, Grand Junction 4° 1, and Southwark 4:1. | 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water — 


supplied to that town was clear and of improved quality. The Loch Katrine water _ 


supplied to the city of Glasgow was reported by Professor Bischof, of the Ander- -_ 
sonian University, to be entirely free from all evidence of previous sewage contami- — 


nation, although it was “ yellowish, and contained rather a large quantity of suspended 


matter.”

| At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was: 

29°71 in.; the highest reading was 29°85 in. on Tuesday evening, and the lowest 29°41 in. 
on Friday at noon. The mean temperature of the air was 54°°6, or 3°:8 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. ‘The mean on Friday was 50°°1 and 1°:2 
| below the average, whereas the mean showed an excess on each of the six other days, and 
| was 57°°1 or 5°°9 above the average on Thursday. The highest day temperature in the shade was 
| 70°°0 on Wednesday, and the lowest night temperature 43°°4 on Monday ; the extreme range in 
the week was, therefore, 26°°6. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self- 
| registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 139°°8 on: 
| both Monday and Thursday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature 
averaged 5°°4. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily obser- 
| vations taken at the ‘“ Royalist’ Police Ship, was 56°:0. The mean degree of humidity of the 
air was 82, complete saturation being represented by 100. ‘The general direction of the wind 
| was 8.W., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 9:6 miles per hour. Rain fell on 
Sunday, Friday, and Saturday, to the amount of °57 of an inch. 
| The mean temperature of the week in 14 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
) from 51°°0 in Hull, to 54°°8 in Leicester; the lowest recorded night temperature was 34°°2 in + 
Nottingham, and the highest day temperature in the shade 72°°5 in Leicester. Rain was measured

Taking the amount of organic impurity contained in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
‘water as unity, the proportional amount in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 2°3, East London 3°6, Chelsea 3°5, West Middlesex 
3°9, Lambeth 3°9, Grand Junction 4°1, and Southwark 4° 1. 

The river waters supplied to the Metropolis have undergone great improvement since the date 
of my last report, and, for the first time subsequent to May 1874, they had been all efficiently 
filtered when the samples were collected. The West Middlesex and New River Companies, 
however, uniformly supplied efficiently filtered water during the past twelve months. 

The Kent Company’s water, from deep wells in the chalk, was bright, palatable, and wholesome. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water supplied to 
that town was clear and had improved in quality since last month. 

Professor Bischof, of the Andersonian University, Glasgow, reports that the water supplied to 
that city from Loch Katrine was quite free from previous sewage contamination, but it was 
yellowish and contained rather a large quantity of suspended matter. :

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, and 12 all relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water collected on the 5th April at 
the Horse Guards cab-rank had a temperature of 9°0°C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 27°70 lbs. 
of solid impurity ; the organic matter, constituting a portion of this impurity, contained °129 lb. 
of carbon and -012 lb. of nitrogen. Theabove quantity of water also contained ‘001 lb. of ammonia, 
and °275 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined 
nitrogen in every form was °288 lb. After its descent to the earth as rain, 100,000 lbs. of the 
water had been contaminated with animal matter equivalent to that contained in 2440 lbs. of 
average London sewage. By gradual oxidation this animal contamination had been, so far as 
analysis can show, converted into innocuous inorganic compounds before the water was sub- 
mitted to investigation. The above weight of water also contained 1°47 lbs. of chlorine. Finally, 
100,000 Ibs. of the water contained 21°8 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of 
other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

As the Kent Company’s water is unpolluted, and as it is drawn from deep wells, the evidence of 
previous sewage or animal contamination which it exhibits may safely be disregarded. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by mul- 
tiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to. the left. The same operation 
transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

Durine last week 5589 births and 8521 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other LARGE Towns of the Untrep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 2068. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 24 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 20 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 28 in Glasgow, and 27 in Dublin. [ 


EIGHTEEN LARGE Ene ish Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Ercatmen ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 15, Sunder- 
land 17, Norwich 18, Hull 21, London 22, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 23, Nottingham 23, 
Wolverhampton 23, Sheffield 24, Leicester 25, Bristol 26, Liverpool 26, Bradford 26, 
Birmingham 26, Leeds 27, Salford 28, Manchester 28, and the highest rate 39 in 
Oldham. ‘The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 
3°5 per 1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°3 and 2°0 in Portsmouth 
and Sunderland, to 5°1 and 6°5 in Hull and Salford. The deaths referred to scarlet 
foyer were excessive in Hull, Leicester, and in the Nether Hallam sub-district of 
Sheffield. Of the 18 deaths from small-pox, 12 occurred in Birmingham, and 3 in 
Bristol. 

LOonpon. 

In Lonpon 2346 sirtHs and 1427 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 61, and the deaths by 3, the average 
numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which had been equal to 23 per 1000 in each of the two preceding 
weeks, declined last week to 22. After distributing the deaths in institutions, in 
proportion to population, the rate was 21 per 1000 in the West, 19 in the North, 
24 in the Central, 21 in the East, and 23 in the South groups of Districts. 

The 1427 deaths included 24 from measles, 59 from scarlet fever, 18 from 
diphtheria, 86 from whooping-cough, 28 from different forms of fever, 15 from 
diarrhcea, and not one from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 220 deaths were referred, against 194 and 181 in the two preceding 
weeks. These 220 deaths were 18 below the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 3°3 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 2°0 in the North to 
4°5 in the Southern groups of Districts. The 86 fatal eases of whooping-cough 
somewhat exceeded the numbers in the previous week, including 27 in the East 
and 36 in the South groups of Districts ; 10 occurred in Lambeth, 8 in Bethnal 
Green, and 7 in Camberwell. The 59 deaths from scarlet fever showed a marked 
increase upon the recent weekly numbers, and were higher than in any week since 
January last ; the largest merease occurred in West and South London, 10 being 
returned both in Kensington and Lambeth Districts. Of the 24 deaths from 
measles, 15 occurred in South London, including 10 in the District of St. Saviour, 
Southwark. The 23 deaths referred to fever were 16 below the corrected average 
weekly number ; one was certified as typhus, 14 as enteric or typhoid, and 8 as 
simple continued fever. Two fatal cases of enteric fever were recorded in the 
Asylum District Fever Hospital at Homerton ; they had been admitted from 
Kingsland and St. Luke's. 

The temperature considerably exceeded the average on each day last week, the 
mean for the seven days being 59°°3 and 7°-5 above the average; on Saturday the

mean was so high as 66°°2, and the thermometer registered 81°'9 in the shade. 
The temperature on Saturday was nearly 4° above the average for the end of July, 
which is the warmest period of the year. | od 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the six preceding 
weeks had declined from 534 to 354, further fell to 267 last week, but still exceeded 
the corrected average number for the corresponding week in the last ten years by 
26 ; 154 resulted from bronchitis and 84 from pneumonia. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths ; 51 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 20 from fractures and contusions, 5 from burns and scalds, 
6 from drowning, and 14 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Three 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets ; from this class of accident 60 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
16th instant. 

Five cases of suicide and one of manslaughter were registered. The latter case 
was of the son of a labourer belonging to the sect of “‘ Peculiar people ;” the verdict at 
the inquest was ‘ Inflammation of the lungs, accelerated by neglect. Manslaughter.” 
Post mort. 

In the large Public Institutions 242 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 143 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 94 in 
Hospitals, and 5 in Lunatic Asylums.. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
161 patients on 15th instant, of which 50 were under treatment for fever, 87 for 
scarlet fever, and 10 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. } . 

In the Greater London 2822 births and 1688 deaths were registered, equal to 
annual rates of 35°0 and 20°9 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the 
death-rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 17°9 
and 2°1 per 1000 respectively, against 21°6 and 3‘3in Inner London. The 13 deaths 
referred to fever in the Outer Ring included 4 in Croydon and 2 both in Carshalton 
and Bromley sub-districts. In Croydon 26 deaths from fever have occurred since 
the beginning of March last. Of the 2 deaths from fever in Bromley sub-district, 
one occurred in Bromley College, and one in Park Road, Beckenham, where the 
drainage of the houses is said to be defective. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 85, Bombay 383, Madras 37, Paris 28, Brussels 27, 
Amsterdam 34, Rotterdam 38, The Hague 35, Christiania 21, Berlin 27, Ham- 
burg 30, Breslau 40, Munich 44, Vienna 33, Rome 24, Naples 35, ‘Turin 28, 
Alexandria 37, New York 29, Brooklyn 25, and Philadelphia 22. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week waa 
30°05 in.; the highest reading was 30°27 in. on Tuesday morning, and the lowest 29°65 in. at 
the beginning of the week. The mean temperature of the air was 59°°3, or 7°°5 above the 
average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from 
thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was 55°:0 on Sunday 9th, or 
3°°5 above the average, and increased on subsequent days to 66°°2 on Saturday, when the 
excess was 13°°8. The highest day temperature in the shade was 81°°9 on Saturday, and the. 
lowest night temperature 42°°2 on Tuesday; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 
39°-7. ‘The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a 
blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 136°°7 on Tuesday. The difference between 
the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 10°°5. The mean temperature of the water 
in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 58°°8, 
The mean degree of humidity of the air was 68, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
The general direction of the wind was W.S.W., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 
9°5 miles per hour. azn fell on Sunday only, to the amount of 0°01 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in 12 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 53°°3 in Salford to 57°*5 in Norwich; the lowest recorded night temperature was 38°°9 in 
Nottingham, and the highest day temperature in the shade 80°-8 in Norwich. Rain was measured 
m each of the towns except Wolverhampton ; the amounts varied from 0°01 of an inch in 
Leicester to 0°56 of an inch in Bristol. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity ef sewage pumped into the River Thames was 253,929 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 360,056 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 eubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons.

Unitep Kinepom. 


Durine last week 4785 births and 3303 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other LARGE Towns of the Unrrep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 1482. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 22 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 20 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 28 in Glasgow, and 23 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE Eneiisa Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Ereateen ENGLIsa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :-—Leicester 15, Portsmouth 
16, Sunderland 18, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 19, London 20, Salford 20, Nottingham 
21, Bristol 22, Birmingham 23, Liverpool 28, Wolverhampton 24, Hull 25, Sheffield 
26, Leeds 27, Manchester 27, Norwich 27, Oldham 30, and Bradford 32. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°2 per 1000 
in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°5 and 2:1 in Sunderland and Ports- 
mouth, to 5°8 and 6°3 in Hull and Norwich. The high zymotic rate in Hull was 
caused by the prevalence of scarlet fever and whooping-cough, and that in Norwich 
by the fatality of whooping-cough. Scarlet fever caused 8 deaths in Bradford ; 
and of the 15 deaths from small-pox in the eighteen towns, 7 occurred in Birmingham, 
4 in Bristol, and 2 both in London and Liverpool. 


LONDON. . 


-In Lonpon 1983 pirtHs and 1322 peaTus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 312, and the deaths 65, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which in the two preceding weeks had been equal to 23 and, 22 
per 1000, further declined last week to 20, a lower rate than has prevailed in any 
week since October last. After distributing the deaths in institutions, in propor- 
tion to population, the rate was 21 per 1000 in the West, 17 in the North, 24 in 
the Central, 19 in the East, and 21 in the South groups of Districts. 

The 1322 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 23 from measles, 31 from scarlet 
fever, 14 from diphtheria, 91 from whooping-cough, 25 from different forms of 
fever, and 15 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotie 
class 201 deaths were referred, against 181 and 220 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 201 deaths were 35 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 3°0 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 2°4 in the West, to 
3°8 in the South groups of Districts. The 91 fatal cases of whooeping-cough 
showed a further increase upon those returned in the two preceding weeks, and 
exceeded the corrected average weekly number by 26 ; 21 occurred in the East 
and 83 in the South groups of Districts. The deaths from scarlet fever declined 
to 31 from 35 and 59 in the two previous weeks, but included 12 in South London, 
of which 6 occurred in Lambeth District. Of the 23 deaths from measles, 11 
occurred in the South Districts, including 3 in the sub-district of St. Saviour 
Southwark, where also occurred 4 fatal cases of diphtheria. One of the 2 fatal 
cases of small-pox was of an unvaccinated domestic servant in the Small-pox 
Hospital at Stockwell, and the other was of the child of a groom, aged 3 years, 
in Cross-street, Stockwell, “not stated” as to vaccination. The 25 deaths referred 
to ero were 11 below the corrected average weekly number ; 3 were certified as 
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typhus, 14 as enteric or typhoid, and 8 as simple continued fever. Four fatal 
cases of enteric fever were recorded in Hackney, of which 3 occurred in‘the Fever 


Hospital at Homerton; 2 of the latter had been admitted from Baring-street, Shore- 


ditch. 

The mean temperature, which on Saturday 15th had been so high as 66°°2 
and 13°°8 above the average, fell to 47°°6 on Wednesday last, and was 6°°0 below 
the average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the seven 
preceding weeks had steadily declined from 534 to 267, further fell last week to 
244, but still exceeded by 21 the corrected average number for the corresponding 
ot in the last ten years ; 142 resulted from br onchitis, and 71 from pneumonia, 


Different forms of violence caused 61 deaths; 51 were the result of negligence - 
-or accident, including 20 from fractures and contusions, 3 from burns and scalds, 12 


from drowning, and 12 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. The death 
of a blind-maker, aged 43 years, in Somers Town, was referred to lead-poisoning. 
Hight of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or 
vehicles in the streets; from this class of accident 61 cases of injury and maiming 
came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days 
ending 28rd instant. ‘Ten cases of suicide were registered. 

- In the large Public Institutions 250 deaths were recorded, or 19 per cent. of 
the. total deaths; of these, 139 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 101 in 
Hespitals, and 10 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
171 patients on 22nd instant, of which 53 were under treatment for fever, 92 for 
scarlet fever, and 12 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2380 births and 1556 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 29°5 and 19°3 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 16°O0 and 


-1*1 per 1000 respectively, against 20°0 and 3°0in Inner London. Three fatal 


cases of scarlet fever were recorded in Stratford sub-district, and 2 of typhoid 
fever 1 in Mitcham. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Bombay was 35, Madras 32; Brussels 21, Amsterdam 30, Rotterdam 
32, The Hague 23, Christiania 19, Berlin 25, Hamburg 28, Breslau 29, Munich 40, 
Vienna 80, Buda-Pesth 48, Rome 27, Naples 34, Turin 24; Alexandria 39; New 
York 28, Brooklyn 22, and Philadelphia 24. Small-pox is somewhat fatally 
prevalent i in Buda-Pesth and Vienna, and typhus caused 19 deaths in Naples. 


METEOROLOGY. 
At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 


-29°66 in.; the highest reading was 30°07 in. at the beginning of the week, and the lowest 29°44 in. 


on Friday afternoon. The mean temperature of the air was 53°°9, or 0°:3 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below the average on Monday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday, whereas it showed an excess on each of the other days of the 
week ; on Wednesday the mean was but 47°°6 and 6°°0 below the average, whereas on Friday 
it had risen again to 59°°1 and was in excess by 5°:2. The highest day temperature in the shade 
was 70°°3 on Friday, and the lowest night temperature 39°°6 on Monday ; the extreme range in 
the week was, therefore, 30°°7. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self- 
registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 136°°8 on 
Sunday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 9°°6. The 
mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the 
‘“ Royalist” Police Ship, was 61°°1. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 70, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was S.W. and E., and 
the horizontal movement of the air averaged 14°8 miles per hour. Rain fell on four days 
of the week, to the amount of °27 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in 14 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 


- from 50°°5 in Salford, te 54°:0 in Manchester; the lowest recorded night temperature was 36°°0

in both Manchester and Hull, and the highest day temperature in the shade 77°°0 in Manchester. 
.Rain was measured in each of these towns ; the amounts varied from °16 of an inch in Norwich, 
to 1°55 inches in Sheffield.

Dourine last week 5774 births and 3171 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other LarGe Towns of the Untrep Kinavom. ‘The natural increase 
of population was 2603. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 21 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 26 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 26 in Glasgow, and 24 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE EncaiisH Towns. 


_ The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1teutren ENGLIsa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 15, Sunder; 
land 17, London 20, Sheffield 20, Liverpool 20, Bristol 20, Wolverhampton 21, Leeds 
21, Oldham 22, Birmingham 22, Bradford 23, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 23, Leicester 
23, Manchester 25, Hull 25, Nottingham 26, Norwich 27, and the highest rate 30 
in Salford. The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 
2-9 per 1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°4 and 0°9 in Newcastle- 
}, upon-Tyne and Leeds, to 5*7 and 5°8 in Norwich and Hull. Scarlet fever continues 
fatally prevalent in Hull and Bradford, and whooping-cough in Norwich. 


LONDON. 


| ~ In Lonvon 2453 srrtHs and 1294 peatHs were registered. Allowing for 
i! increase of population, the births exceeded by 272, whereas the deaths were 83 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. 
The annual death-rate from all causes, which in the eight preceding weeks had 
steadily declined from 28 to 20 per 1000, further fell last week to 19°6. The 
last five weeks of the June quarter, is usually the healthiest period of the year 
in English towns. After distributing the deaths in institutions, in proportion 
to population, the rate last week was 18 per 1000 in the West, 18 in the North, 
18 in the Central, 24 in the East, and 20 in the South groups of Districts. The 
high rate in East London was partly due to the fatal prevalence of zymotic disease. 
The 1294 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 32 from measles, 42 from scarlet 
\ fever, 7 from diphtheria, 75 from whooping-cough, 20 from different forms of 
| fever, and 23 from diarrhoea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 201 deaths were referred, against 220 and 201 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 201 deaths were 36 below the corrected average number from the same 
4) diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
#) annual rate of 3:0 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 2°] in the North, 
to 4°5 in the East groups of Districts. The 75 fatal cases of whooping-cough 
were 16 less than the number returned in the previous week, and exceeded the 
| corrected weekly average by but 8 ; 26 were returned in the East, and 23 in the 
South groups of Districts, including 7 in Bethnal Green, 6 in Whitechapel, and 
7 in St. Saviour Southwark. Of the 42 deaths from scarlet fever, 10 occurred 
both in. North and South London; 3 were returned both in St. John West- 
i\ minster, and in Amwell sub-districts. The 32 deaths referred to measles, in- 
| eluding 14 in East and 11 in South London, exceeded the numbers in any week 
since the beginning of June last ; the disease especially showed an increased 
prevalence in Shoreditch and Bethnal Green. Five of the 7 deaths from diph- 
theria oecurred in Suuth London. One of the 2 fatal cases of small-pox was 
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of an adult in the London Fever Hospital, and the other of an infant, aged three 
weeks, in Whitechapel ; both were “not stated” as to vaccination. The 20 


deaths referred to fever were 16 below the corrected average weekly number ; one 


was certified as typhus, 13 as enteric or typhoid, and 6 as simple continued fever. 
Two fatal cases of enteric fever occurred in the Asylum District Fever Hospital at 
Homerton, 2 of enteric fever in Newington, and 2 of simple fever in Fulham. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the eight pre 
ceding weeks had steadily declined from 534 to 244, further decreased to 222 last 
week, exceeding the corrected average number for the corresponding week in the 
last ten years by but 2; 118 resulted from bronchitis, and 73 from pneumonia. 

Different forms of violence caused 54 deaths ; 50 were the result of negligence 


or accident, including 24 from fractures and contusions, 3 from burns and scalds, © 


9 from drowning, and 9 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Seven 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets ; from this class of accident 59 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
380th May. 

In the large Public Institutions 267 deaths were recorded, or 21 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 129 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 128 in 
Hospitals, and 10 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are. certified for 576 beds) contained 
173 patients on 29th instant, of which +7 were under treatment for fever, 103 for 
scarlet fever, and 13 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2907 births and 1537 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 35°1 and 19°1 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 16°6 and 
2:0 per 1000 respectively, against 19°6 and 3:0 in Inner London. The 22 deaths 
in West Ham sub-district included 5 fatal cases of scarlet fever, and 3 of whooping- 
cough. Two more deaths were referred to fever in Croydon, making 29 that have 
occurred there since the beginning of March. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 87, Bombay 381, Madras 32; Paris 25, Brussels 25, 
Amsterdam 32, Rotterdam 32, The Hague 35, Christiania 22, Berlin 28, Ham- 
burg 27, Breslau 34, Munich 38, Vienna 29, Buda-Pesth 44, Rome 20, Naples 
36, Turin 22; Alexandria 44; New York 29, Brooklyn 23, and Philadelphia 24. 
Small-pox showed an increasing fatal prevalence in Paris, Vienna, and Buda-Pesth. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°97 in.; the highest reading was 30°26 in. on Monday morning, and the lowest 29°61 in. 
on Friday evening. The mean temperature of the air was 54°°1, or 1°°0 below the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean showed an excess on Sunday, Monday, 
and Tuesday, but was below the average during the remainder of the week; on Monday the 
mean was 57°*4 and 2°°8 above the average, and on Saturday it had fallen to 49°°3 and was 
in deficit by 6°°4. The highest day temperature in the shade was 71°°8 on Monday and Tues- 
day, and the lowest night temperature 42°°3 on Wednesday ; the extreme range in the week 
was, therefore, 29°°5. ‘The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering ther- 
mometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 141°°8 on Monday. The 
difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 9°°3. The mean tempe- 
rature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” 
Police Ship, was 59°°5. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 72, complete saturation 
being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was W.S.W. and N., and the 
horizontal movement of the air averaged 11°5 miles per hour. Razin fell on Friday and Saturday, 
to the amount of 0°24 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 50°°3 in Salford, to 53°°5 in Sheffield ; the lowest recorded night temperature was 39°°0 in 
Sunderland, and the highest day temperature in the shade 71°-0 in Manchester and Sunderland. 
Rain was measured in each of these towns; the amounts varied from ‘11 of an inch in Wolver- 
hampton, to ‘97 of an inch in Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 214,675 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 364,906 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. |

Meteorological Observations. 
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UniItED Kinepom. 


Durine last week 5526 births and 3347 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenry other LarGe Towns of the Unrrep Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 2179. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 23 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 20 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 30 in Glasgow, and 26 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLISH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1cutrean ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Sunderland 16, Wolver- 
hampton 18, Bradford 20, London 20, Leicester 20, Liverpool 22, Portsmouth 22, 
Salford 22, Leeds 23, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 23, Manchester 24, Birmingham 25, 
Sheffield 25, Norwich 27, Nottingham 28, Bristol 29, Hull 29, and the highest rate 
during the week 35 in Oldham. The annual death-rate from the seven principal 
zymotic diseases averaged 3°3 per 1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 
1°2 and 1°3 in Oldham and Leeds, to 6°9 and 7:0 in Norwich and Hull. The 
high zymotic rate was due to whooping-congh in Norwich, and to scarlet fever and 
whooping-cough in Hull. Small-pox caused 9 deaths in Birmingham and 5 in 
Bristol, and scarlet fever is still somewhat fatally prevalent in Bradford. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2258 srrtus and 1323 peaTus were registered. Allowing for 
‘increase of population, the births exceeded by 8, whereas the deaths were 63 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the nine preceding weeks had steadily 
declined from 28°4 to 19°6, was last week equal to 20°0. After distributing 
the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 19 per 1000 
in the West, 18 in the North, 18 in the Central, 22 in the East, and 22 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The 1323 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 32 from measles, 41 from scarlet 
fever, 11 from diphtheria, 71 from whooping-cough, 25 from different forms of 
fever, and 29 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotie 
class 211 deaths were referred, against 201 in each of the two preceding weeks, 
These 211 deaths were 33 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 3°2 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 2°7 in the North and 
Central, to 3°9 in the East groups of Districts. The 71 fatal cases of whooping- 
cough showed a further slight decline from the numbers returned in the two 
preceding weeks, but exceeded the corrected weekly average by 12 3 26 were 
returned in South London, of which 6 occurred in Peckham and 5 in St. Peter 
Walworth sub-districts. The 41 deaths from scarlet fever included no less than 
21 in South London, of which 9 occurred in Lambeth District. The 32 deaths 
referred to measles corresponded with the number in the previous week ; 12 were 
registered in East London, including so many as 10 in Shoreditch. Six of the 11 
deaths from diphtheria were returned in West London. The 2 fatal cases of smal]- 
pox were of an adult in Paddington, and of an infant, aged 4 months, in Stock- 
well, both “not stated” as to vaccination. The 25 deaths referred to fever were 
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15 below the corrected average weekly number ; 6 were certified as typhus, 13 as 
enteric or typhoid, and 6 as simple continued fever. Two fatal cases of enteric 
fever were registered both in Brompton and Belgrave sub-districts. The 29 deaths 
from diarrhoea, 24 of which were of infants under five years of age, somewhat 
exceeded the corrected average weekly number, and the death of a labourer, aged 
21 years, in Percy Terrace, South Hackney, was referred to “ colic, choleraic 
diarrhoea, 24 hours.” 

_ The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the nine 
preceding weeks had steadily declined from 534 to 222, were last week 232, and 
exceeded the corrected average number for the corresponding week in the last 
ten years by 21 ; 105 resulted from bronchitis, and 84 from pneumonia, 

Different forms of violence caused 51 deaths; 41 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 16 from fractures and contusions, 9 from drowning, and 8 of 
infants under one year of age from suffocation. The death of a child, aged 5 years, 
in the Great Northern Hospital, was referred to “ suffocation from a tamarind 
‘Stone in the windpipe.” Five of the deaths from fractures and contusions were 
caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of accident 55 cases of 
injury and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police 
during the seven days ending 6th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 227 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 128 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 87 in 
‘Hospitals; and 12 in Lunatic Asylums.. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
187 patients on 5th instant, of which 48 were under treatment for fever, 116 for 
scarlet fever, and 14 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


_ Jn Greater London 27380 births and 1556 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 33°9 and 19°3 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 16°0 and 
2°1 per 1000 respectively, against 20°0 and 3°2 in Inner London. The 24 deaths 
in West Ham sub-district included 6 fatal cases of scarlet fever, and 2 of other 
forms of fever. 3 , 


RETURNS FROM ForeEIGNn CITIES. 


_- The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 37, Bombay 29, Madras 88; Brussels 24, Amsterdam 30, 
Rotterdam 28, The Hague 27, Christiania 20, Berlin 25, Hamburg 28, Munich 36, 
Vienna 29, Buda-Pesth 42, Rome 23, Turin 26; Alexandria 44; New York 21s 
Brooklyn 23, and Philadelphia 24. Diarrhoea was fatally prevalent in Munich and 
Vienna, and small-pox in Vienna and Buda-Pesth. 


METEOROLOGY. 


' | At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°84 in.; the highest reading was 30°01 in. on Tuesday evening, and the lowest 29°69 in, 
on Friday afternoon, The mean temperature of the air was 59°-9, or 3°°2 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below the average on Sunday 
and Monday, but showed an excess throughout the remainder of the week ; on Monday the 
mean was only 50°°7 and 5°°6 below the average, whereas on Friday it had increased to 66°°3, 
showing an excess of 9°-2. The highest day temperature in the shade was 83°°3 on Friday, 
and the lowest night temperature 36°°6 on Monday ; the extreme range in the week was, there- 
fore, 46°°7. ‘The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer 
with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 150°°8 on Thursday. The diffe- 
rence between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 13°°7. The mean temperature 
of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police 
Ship, was 59°°8. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 61, complete saturation being 
represented by 100; the air was, therefore, excessively dry. The general direction of the wind 
was H.N.E., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 12 miles per hour. No rain was 
measured during the week. hiro 

The mean temperature of the week in the other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 49°°7 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, to 58°-0 in Leicester; the lowest recorded night temperature 
was 33°°0 in Salford, and the highest day temperature in the shade 85°°0 in Norwich. Rain was 
only measured in six of the towns furnishing returns ; the amounts ranged from ‘01 of an inch 
in Sheffield, to *20 of an inch in Salford. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 209,939 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and: 311,871 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about-as many tons by weight.

“Meteorological Observations. 
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Unitep Kinepom. 


Dorine last week 5188 births and 3241 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other Large Towns of the Unttep Kinevom. The natural increase 
of population was 1947. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 22 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 27 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 28 in Glasgow, and 20 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLIsH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the. Erantren Enearisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Leicester 11, Portsmouth 
15, Nottingham 16, Bradford 19, Bristol 20, London 20, Sheffield 20, Leeds 21, 
Oldham 21, Wolverhampton 22, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 22, Norwich 22, Birmingham 
24, Sunderland 24, Liverpool 25, Hull 25, Salford 25, and Manchester 29. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 3°4 per 1000 
in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°9 and 2:0 in Leicester and Leeds, to 
5°0 and 5°4 in Bradford and Salford. The fatality of scarlet fever continues exces- 
sive in Bradford, and showed a marked increase in London. The 9 deaths referred 
to small-pox in the eighteen towns included 2 in London, 2 in Birmingham, 2 in 
Liverpool, and 3 in Bristol ; 2 of the 3 fatal cases in Bristol were of unvaccinated 
children. Eight deaths were referred to fever in Sheffield,

and 31 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
224 deaths were referred, against 201 and 211 in the two preceding weeks. 
Bhiese 224 deaths were 24 below the corrected average number from the same 
Mliseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to ap 
jannual rate of 3°4 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 2°6 in the West, 
to 4:1 in the East groups of registration Districts. The 70 fatal cases of scarlet 
\fever showed a masited increase upon those returned in recent weeks, and exceeded 
the corrected average weekly-number by 28 ; 24 were returned in the South and 
'15 in the North groups of Districts. The numbers also showed an increase in each 
of the three other groups. Eight deaths were referred to scarlet fever in Islington, 
'7 in Shoreditch, 7 in Lambeth, and 5in Fulham. The deaths from whooping-cough 
differed but slightly from those in the previous week, the disease being most fatal 
in East and South London. Of the 24 deaths from measles, 8 less than those in 
the previous week, 4 occurred in South Hackney. The 2 deaths classed to small- 
pox included one of an infant from chicken-pox, and the other was of the daughter 
of a tailor in Islington, “not stated’’ as to vaccination. The 23 deaths referred to 
[23.] Zz 
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fever were 14 below the corrected average weekly number ; 4 were certified as typhus, 
15 as enteric or typhoid, and 4 as simple continued fever. Two fatal cases of — 
enteric fever were recorded in the University College Hospital. The 381 deaths 
from diarrhea, including 25 of infants under one year of age, showed a further 
increase upon the numbers in recent weeks, and somewhat exceeded the corrected 
weekly average. The death of an infant was referred to choleraic diarrhea. 

During last year the rain-fall at the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, was 5 inches 
below the average amount in 59 years. In the first five months of this year ending 
3lst May 7°3 inches were measured, showing a further deficiency of 1°5 inches. 
Heavy rain fell in London on Friday and Saturday last, and the amount measured 
during the week was 1°4 inches ; this is equal to 138 tons of water per acre. 

‘The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the two pre 
ceding weeks had been 222 and 232, were 180 last week, and were 11 below the 
corrected average number for the corresponding week in the last ten years; 91 
resulted from bronchitis, and 50 from pneumonia. i : 

The death of a charwoman occurred. in the St. George’s Union Workouse, Fulham 
Road, on Ist instant, whose age was stated to be 106 years. 

, Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths ; 46 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 17 from fractures and contusions, 3 from burns and scalds, 
10 from drowning, and 11 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. The 
death of a plumber in Somers Town, aged 26 years, was referred to ‘‘ colica — 
pictonum, one month.” Four of the deaths from fractures and contusions were 
caused by horses or vehicles in the streets ; from this class of accident 48 cases of 
injury and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police 
during the seven days ending 13th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 267 deaths were recorded, or 20 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 160 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 98 in 
Hospitals, and 9 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox — 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained — 
206 patients on 12th instant, of which 44 were under treatment for fever, 136 for 
scarlet fever, and 13 for small-pox. s y 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2629 births and 1536 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 32°6 and 19°1 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 13°8 and 
1:8 per 1000 respectively, against 20°2 and 3°4in Inner London. Four more deaths 
were referred to fever in Croydon, making 34 that have occurred there since the 
beginning of March. During the past three weeks 16 fatal cases of scarlet fever 
have been recorded in West Ham sub-district. 








Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., reports that the proportion of dissolved organic impurity — 
in the river waters supplied to the Metropolis during May was larger than in. 
April, but the samples drawn from the Companies’ mains all showed the results of — 
efficient filtration. The Kent Company’s water, derived from deep wells in the © 
chalk, “maintained its usual good qualities.”

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water 
“supplied to that town in May was “slightly turbid from small particles, numerous —

“ growths.” Professor Bischof, of the Andersonian University, Glasgow, reports — 
that the water supply of that city, although yellowish, was almost clear, and was —

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At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the baraiitier last week was’ 
29°70 in. ; the highest reading was 30°02 in. on Tuesday morning, and the lowest 29°45 in. 
on Friday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 58°°9, or 0°*9 above the average - 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean exceeded the average on each of the’ 
first five days of the week, whereas it was below the average on Friday and Saturday ; on Tues- 
day the mean was 63°°8 and in excess by 6°°1, but on Saturday it fell to 51°°5 and was 7°°0 
below the average. The highest day temperature in the shade was 79°°0 on Wednesday, and’ 
the lowest night temperature 47°°1 on Saturday; the extreme range in the week was, there- 
fore, 31°°9. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer 
with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 144°°2 on Sunday. The difference’ 
between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 9°°4. The mean temperature of the; 
water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, 
was 63°°2. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 72, complete saturation being -repre- 
sented by 100. The general direction of the wind was W.S.W., and the horizontal movement 
of the air averaged 17°2 miles per hour. azn fell on Monday, Friday, and Saturday, to the 
amount of 1°37 inches. 

The mean temperature of the week”in 14 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 54°-1 in Newcastle, to 58°°7 in Norwich and Nottingham; the lowest recorded night tem- 
perature was 43°-0 in Newcastle, and the highest day temperature in the shade 78°:0 in Sheffield. 
Rain was measured in each of the towns; the amounts varied from *29 of an inch in Hull, 
to 1°59 inches in Salford. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 266,084 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 348,709 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

“Taking the amount of organic impurity contained in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water as unity, the proportional amount in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 1:4, West Middlesex 2:1, Grand Junction 2°4, East 
London 2°4, Chelsea 2°5, Southwark 2:7, Lambeth 2°7. 

The proportion of dissolved organic impurity in the river waters had increased since my last 
report, but all the samples were clear when drawn from the Companies’ mains. 

The Kent Company’s water, from deep wells in the chalk, maintained its usual good qualities. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water supplied to 
that town was slightly turbid from small particles, nnmerous moving animal organisms, some visible 
to the naked eye, and many vegetable growths. 

Professor Bischof, of the Andersonian University, Glasgow, reports that the water supplied to 
that city from Loch Katrine was yellowish, but almost clear, and quite free from evidence of 
previous sewage or animal contamination.

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, and 12 all relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water collected on the 11th May at 
the Horse Guards cab-rank had a temperature of 14°5°C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 25°30 !bs. 
of solid impurity ; the organic matter, constituting a portion of this impurity, contained °157 Ib. 
of carbon and °029 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained ‘001 Ib. of ammonia, 
and °161 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined 
nitrogen in every form was ‘191 lb. After its descent to the earth as rain, 100,000 lbs. of the 
water had been contaminated with animal matter equivalent to that contained in 1300 Ibs. of 
average London sewage. By gradual oxidation this animal contamination had been, so far as 
analysis can show, converted into innocuous inorganic compounds before the water was sub- 
mitted to investigation. The above weight of water also contained 1°60 lbs. of chlorine. Finally, 
100,000 Ibs. of the water contained 18°6 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of 
other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

As the Kent Company’s water is unpolluted, and as it is drawn from deep wells, the evidence of 
previous sewage or animal contamination which it exhibits may safely be disregarded. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by mul- 
tiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same operation 
transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

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: UNITED KINGDOM. 


Durina last week 5575 births and 3205 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and 'T'wen'y other Lance Towns of the Unttep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 2370. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 22 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 21 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 28 in Glasgow, and 21 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE EnaGiisn Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eraateen Ene@iisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 13, Bristol 
17, Sunderland 18, Leicester 19, Wolverhampton 19, London 20, Salford 20, 
Norwich 21, Birmingham 21, Leeds 22, Sheffield 22, Bradford 22, Liverpool 23, 
Newecastle-upon-Tyne 24, Manchester 27, Hull 29, Oldham 30, and Nottingham 31. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotie diseases averaged 3°3 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°4 and 1°95 in Portsmouth and 
Wolverhampton, to 6’6 and 6°8 in Hull and Nottingham. Whooping-cough caused 
9 deaths in Hull, and both scarlet fever and diarrhoea were somewhat fatally pre- 


_ valent in Nottingham. Two more deaths from small-pox were recorded in Bristol, 


and 10 deaths were referred to fever in Sheffield. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2321 sirtas and 1321 peaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 108, and the deaths by 71, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the two preceding weeks had been equal to 
20°0 and 20°2 per 1000, was again last week 20°0. After distributing the deatiis 
in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 20 per 1000 in the West, 
17 in the North, 28 in the Central, 22 in the East, and 20 in the South groups of 
Districts. 

The 1321 deaths included 27 from measles, 538 from scarlet fever, 12 from 
diphtheria, 53 from whooping-cough, 22 from different forms of fever, 54 from 
diarrhea, and not one from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 221 deaths were referred, against 201, 211, and 224 in the three 
preceding weeks. These 221 deaths were 29 below the corrected average number 
from the same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were 
equal to an annual rate of 3°4 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged trom 2:2 in 
the North, to 4°3 in the East groups of Districts. The 53 fatal cases of scarlet 
fever were 17 less than those in the previous week, but exceeded the corrected 
average weekly number by 18; 7 were returned in Westminster, 95 in Hoxton, 
4 in Kennington, and 3 both in Hammersmith and Bermondsey. The 53 deaths 
from whooping-cough showed a further decline from the numbers returned in the 
four preceding weeks. Of the 27 deaths from measles, 9 occurred in East and 11 
in South London. The 12 deaths from diphtheria included 4 in Kennington and 2 
in Marylebone. The 22 deaths referred to fever were 15 below the corrected 
average weekly number, and included one certified as typhus, 19 as enteric or 
typhoid, and 2 as simple continued fever; 2 fatal cases of enteric fever were 
returned in Brompton sub-district, one of which occurred in the Consumption 
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Hospital. The 54 deaths from diarrhoea included 43 of infants under one year of 
age, and exceeded the corrected weekly average by 15; the fatality from diarrhoea 
was greatest in the West and East groups of Districts. 

The deaths referred to puerperal fever were 10 last week, and more than double 
the average weekly number in the corresponding week of the last ten years ; 3 
were recorded in Walworth (including 2 certified as “ peritonitis and fever,” which 
were presumably cases of childbed fever), of which 2 occurred in the same street. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the two 
preceding weeks had been 232° and 180, were 194 last week, and exceeded the 
corrected average number for the corresponding week in the last ten years by 15 ; 
96 resulted from bronchitis, and 62 from pneumonia. 

Different forms of violence caused 51 deaths; 43 were the result of negligence. 
or accident, including 17 from fractures and contusions, 2 from burns and sealds, 
13 from drowning, and 6 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Three 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets; from this class of accident 68 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days endin 
20th instant. j 
_ In the large Public Institutions 225 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 131 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 91 in 
Hospitals, and 3 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
229 patients on 19th instant, of which 42 were under treatment for fever, 151 for 
scarlet fever, and 11 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2732 births and 1530 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 33:9 and 19°0 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from aj] causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 14°3 and 
2°5 per 1000 respectively, against 20°O and 8°4 in Inner London, During the 
past four weeks 20 deaths from scarlet fever have been recorded in West Ham sub- 
district, and 3 deaths from the same disease were returned last week in Barking Town. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 27, Bombay 26, Madras 39; Brussels 24, Amsterdam 
26, Rotterdam 30, The Hague 29, Christiania 14, Berlin 38, Hamburg 26, Breslau 
36, Munich 388, Vienna 25, Buda-Pesth 40, Rome 25, Naples 34, Turin 27; 
Alexandria 43; New York 26, Brooklyn 20, and Philadelphia 23. Small-pox was 
fatally prevalent in Vienna and Buda-Pesth. Small-pox and diphtheria caused 35 
and 47 deaths, respectively, in New York. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 

29°61 in.; the lowest reading was 29°30 in. on Tuesday afternoon, and the: highest 30°00 in, 
on Saturday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 56°°0, or 3°°1 below the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below the average on each 
day last week, and ranged between 58°:6 on Monday and Saturday, and 54°-1 on Wednesday, 
when the mean was 5°°0 below the average. The highest day temperature in the shade was 
73°°9 on Saturday, and the lowest night temperature 43°°9 on the evening of the same day ; 
the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 30°°0. The highest temperature in the sun, 
as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, 
was 136°°0 on Saturday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature 
averaged 7°°4. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily obser- 
vations taken at the “ Royalist” Police Ship, was 61°-1. The mean degree of humidity of the 
air was 76, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind 
was §.8.W., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 13:9 miles per hour. Rain fell 
on four days during the week, to the amount of +43 of an inch. 
' The mean temperature of the week in 13 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 50°°3 in Newcastle, to 55°°8 in Norwich; the lowest recorded night temperature was 34°:2 
in Birmingham, and the highest day temperature in the shade 74°°0 in Sunderland. Rain 
was measured in each of the towns ; the amounts varied from °34 of an inch in Bradford, to 
1°56 inches in Bristol. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 258,110 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight,

Unitrep Kinepom. 
Dorine last week 5569 births and 3346 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other Larce Towns of the Unirep Kinevom. The natural increase 
of population was 2223. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 23 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 26 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 27 in Glasgow, and 21 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLISH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Ercurnen ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 16, Norwich 
16, Leicester 19, Wolverhampton 20, Sunderland 20, Bradford 21, London 21, Bir- 
mingham 22, Bristol 22, Sheffield 22, Leeds 23, Nottingham 24, Liverpool 24, 
Newcastle-on- Tyne 25, Manchester 25, Salford 26, Oldham 27, and Hull 30. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 4°0 per 1000 
in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°9 and 2°3 in Norwich and Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, to6°9 and 8-2 in Salford and Hull. No death from any of these zymotic 
diseases was registered last week in Portsmouth, whereas more than 25 per cent. of 
the deaths in Salford were referred to them. ‘The high zymotic rate in Hull was caused 
by whooping-cough and diarrhea. The 13 fatal cases of small-pox in the eighteen 
towns included 7 in Birmingham, and 2 severally in London, Bristol, and Salford. 





LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2370 srrtas and 1413 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 172, and the deaths by 72, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the two preceding weeks had been equal to 
20°2 and 20°0 per 1000, rose last week to 21'4. After distributing the deaths in 
institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 21 per 1000 in the West, 21 
in the North, 23 in the Central, 21 in the East, and 21 in the South groups of 
Districts. 

The 1413 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 25 from measles, 62 from scarlet 
fever, 12 from diphtheria, 62 from whooping-cough, 27 from different forms of 
fever, and 77 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 267 deaths were referred, against 224 and 221 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 267 deaths exceeded by 2 the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 4°0 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 2°8 in the Central, to 
4°8 in the East groups of Districts. The 62 fatal cases of scarlet fever exceeded the 
corrected average weekly number by 23, and included 6 both in Westminster and 
Newington, and 5 in the Fever Hospital at Homerton. Of the 12 deaths from 
diphtheria, 8 occurred in Camden Town and 2 in Kensington Town sub-districts: 
The fatal cases of measles and whooping-cough differed but slightly from those 
in recent weeks ; those of measles were 14 below, while those of whooping-cough 
exceeded by 13, the corrected average weekly numbers. The 27 deaths referred to 
fever were 6 below the average, and included 6 certified as typhus, 14 as enteric or 
typhoid, and 8 as simple continued fever ; 2 fatal cases of enteric fever and one of 
typhus were returned in Hackney. ‘The 2 deaths from small-pox were recorded in 
the Small-pox Hospital at Stockwell ; they were of an infant, aged three weeks, 
and of the wife of a cabinet maker, aged 40 years, both unvaccinated. 
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The fatality of diarrhoea begins to show more than its accustomed increase at 
this period of the year, notwithstanding the recent low temperature. The deaths 
referred to this cause, which had been 31 and 54 in the two previous weeks, 
further rose to 77 last week, and exceeded by 17 the corrected average number 
in the corresponding week of the last ten years; 56 were of infants under one year 
of age. The deaths of 3 adults and of 2 infants were referred to simple cholera or 
to choleraic diarrhea. The details of the three adult cases were as follow:—A 
fruiterer’s assistant, aged 21 years, at St. Ann’s Road, Kensington, on 21st, from 
‘* choleraic diarrhoea, 5 days ;” an engine fitter, aged 43 years, at 70, Umberstone- 
street, St. George-in-the-East, on 23rd, from “cholera, 24 hours ;” and a shipwright, 
aged 386 years, in Edward-street, Deptford, on 6th, from “ disease of the heart, 
accelerated by an attack of English cholera.” Post mort. Inquest. 

The 13 deaths in childbirth exceeded the average number. ‘The greatest precau- 
tions are required on the part of both medical men and nurses during the prevailing 
epidemic of scarlet fever. . 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths ; 48 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 18 from fractures and contusions, 14 from drowning, and 8 
of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Four of the deaths from frac- 
tures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets ; from this 
class of accident 68 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of the 
Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 27th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 254 deaths were recorded, or 18 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 141 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 107 in 
Hospitals, and 6 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
217 patients on 26th instant, of which 43 were under treatment for fever, 149 for 
scarlet fever, and 11 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2872 births and 1635 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 85°6 and 20°3 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 15°2 and 
1°9 per 1000 respectively, against 21-4 and 4°Oin Inner London. ‘Two deaths were 
referred to fever both in Croydon and Willesden sub-districts, and 4 more fatal 
eases of scarlet fever were recorded in West Ham. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 31, Bombay 27, Madras 83; Brussels 24, Amsterdam 26, 
Rotterdam 28, The Hague 33, Christiania 23, Berlin 46, Hamburg 24, Breslau 36, 
Munich 33, Vienna 28, Buda-Pesth 37, Rome 21, Naples 32, Terin 26; Alexandria 
44; New York 24, Brooklyn 19, and Philadelphia 19. No less than 117 deaths 
were referred to diarrhoea in Berlin. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°87 in.; the lowest reading was 29°59 in. on Monday morning, and the highest 30°05 in. 
on Thursday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 58°:6, or 2°°0 below the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean showed an excess on Thursday and 
Friday, whereas it was below the average on each of the other days of the week ; on Monday 
the mean was only 51°°4 and 8°°7 below the average, while on Friday it rose to 62°°6 and 
was in excess by 1°°5. The highest day temperature in the shade was 78°:0 on Friday, and 
the lowest night temperature 44°°5 on Tuesday; the extreme range in the week was, there- 
fore, 33°°5. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer 
with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 139°°0 on Friday. The difference 
between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 7°°7. The mean temperature of the 
water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist” Police Ship, 
was 62°°7. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 76, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 100. The direction of the wind was variable, and the horizontal movement of the air 
averaged 7°8 miles per hour. azn fell on Sunday, the 20th instant, to the amount of -08 inches. 

The mean temperature of the week in other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 56°°7 in Bristol, to 59°°8 in Leicester ; the lowest recorded night temperature was 39°°5 in 
Bristol, and the highest day temperature in the shade 82°°0 in Norwich. Rain was measured in 
each of the towns except Leicester and Sheffield; the amounts varied from °02 of an inch in 
Wolverhampton and Bradford, to 0°45 of an inch in Bristol. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 235,848 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 331,207 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons.

Unitep Kinapom. 


Durina last week 5148 births and 3191 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twen'ry other LARGE Towns of the Unrrep Ktnapom. The natural increase 
of population was 1957. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 22 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 22 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 25 in Glasgow, and 23 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLisH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1anTeEn ENGLISA . 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 9, Sunder- 
land 19, Leeds 20, Sheffield 20, London 20, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 20, Nottingham 
21, Wolverhampton 21, Bradford 22, Birmingham 22, Salford 22, Norwich 23, — 
Leicester 23, Liverpool 23, Hull 24, Bristol 24, Manchester 25, and Oldham 29. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 4°1 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°7 and 2°2 in Portsmouth and 
Wolverhampton, to 6°2 and 6°5 in Nottingham and Salford. The fatal cases of 
diarrhoea in the eighteen towns showed a further increase upon those returned in 
recent weeks, and were proportionally more numerous in London than in the 
seventeen provincial towns. The 10 deaths referred to small-pox included 4 both 
in Bristol and Birmingham. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2115 sirtus and 1848 pEATHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 143, and the deaths 30, below the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the two preceding weeks had been equal to 
20-0 and 21:4 per 1000, declined again last week to 20°4. After distributing the 
deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 19 per 1000 in the 
West, 20 in the North, 21 in the Central, 22 in the East, and 21 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The 1348 deaths included one from small-pox, 29 from measles, 69 from scarlet 
fever, 7 from diphtheria, 54 from whooping-cough, 12 from different forms of 
fever, and 107 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 279 deaths were referred, against 221 and 267 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 279 deaths were 20 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 4°2 per 1000 ; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°5 in the Central, to 
4°5 in the South groups of Districts. The 69 deaths from scarlet fever showed a 
further increase upon those returned in the two previous weeks, and exceeded the 
corrected average weekly number by 380 ; 7 occurred in Paddington, 6 in Pancras, 
7 in Bermondsey, and 4 in Deptford. The 54 fatal cases of whooping-cough but 
slightly exceeded the average, and included 20 in the South and 15 in the North 
groups of Districts. Of the 29 deaths from measles, 10 occurred in Kast and 13 
in South London, including 5 in Shoreditch and 3 in Bermondsey. ‘The fatal case 
of small-pox was of a vaccinated child, aged }3 years, in the Small-pox Hospital at 
Stockwell ; this child was admitted to the hospital from Aldershot. The 12 deaths 
referred to fever were so many as 23 below the corrected average, and included one

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certified as typhus, 8 as enteric or typhoid, and 3 as simple continued fever ; 2 fatal | 


adult cases of enteric fever were returned at Sydenham. 

The fatal cases of diarrhoea, which in the three preceding weeks had been 31, 54, 
and 77, further rose last week to 107, including 87 of infants under one year of 
age. In the corresponding week of the last three years the deaths from diarrhea 
in London were 37, 22, and 86 respectively. The deaths of six infants were last 
week referred to infantile cholera or choleraic diarrhcea. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the two 
preceding weeks had been 194 and 1938, declined last week to 159, and exceeded 
the corrected average number in the corresponding week of the last ten years by 
but 2 ; 69 resulted from bronchitis, and 62 from pneumonia. | 

Different forms of violence caused 52 deaths ; 45 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 24 from fractures and contusions, 2 from burns and scalds, 
8 from drowning, and 7 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Four 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets; from -this class of accident 63 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
4th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 259 deaths were recorded, or 19 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 184 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 115 in 
Hospitals, and 10 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District: Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
227 patients on 38rd instant, of which 43 were under treatment for fever, 151 for 
scarlet fever, and 4 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2598 births and 1582 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 32°2 and 19°6 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 16°0O and 


2°7 per 1000 respectively, against 20°4 and 4:2 in Inner London. Two fatal 


cases of fever were returned in Finchley sub-district, whereas the fatality of scarlet 
fever showed a marked decline in West Ham.

RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 23, Bombay 380, Madras 36; Paris 23, Brussels 19, 
Amsterdam 24, Rotterdam 25, The Hague 31, Christiania 19, Berlin 48, Hamburg 
22, Breslau 44, Munich 380, Vienna 25, Buda-Pesth 45, Rome 24, Naples 31, 
Turin 25; Alexandria 48; New York 25, Brooklyn 19, and Philadelphia 22. In 
Berlin 185 deaths were referred to diarrhcea, and 11 to small-pox in Buda-Pesth. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°68 in.; the lowest reading was 29°53 in. on Thursday evening, and the highest 29°89 in. 
‘at the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air was 59°°7, or 1°°5 below the average 
am the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean on Tuesday was 61°°3 and cor- 
responded with the average, whereas it was below the average on each of the other days; on 
Monday the mean was 58°'1 and in defect by 3°°2. The highest day temperature in the shade 
was 74°°3 on Tuesday, and the lowest night temperature 48°°7 on Sunday; the extreme range 
‘in the week was, therefore, 30°°6. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self- 
registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 144°°2 on 
Sunday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 5°°5. The 
mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the 


“Royalist.” Police Ship, was 64°-1. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 82, complete — 


‘saturation being represented by 100. ‘The general direction of the wind was Southerly, and 
the horizontal movement of the air averaged 8-5 miles per hour. azn fell on five days during 
the week, to the amount of 1°34 inches. 

The mean temperature of the week in 14 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 56°*1 in Sheffield, to 60°'1 in Norwich; the lowest recorded night temperature was 42-9 
in Nottingham, and the highest day temperature in the shade 78°°8 in Leicester. Rain was 
measured in each of these towns ; the amounts varied from ‘63 of an inch in Norwich, to 3-08 
inches in Wolverhampton. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 289,614 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 311,859 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons.

Dorine last week 5503 births and 38207 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other LARGE Towns of the Unrrep Kinepvom. The natural increase 
of population was 2296. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 22 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 21 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 23 in Glasgow, and 18 in Dublin. 

EIGHTEEN LARGE EnauisH Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eianrarn ENGLIsH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Norwich 9, Portsmouth 
16, Bristol 18, Sunderland 19, Wolverhampton 20, Bradford 21, London 21, Leeds 21, 
Leicester 21, Hull 23, Liverpool 23, Birmingham 24, Manchester 24, Sheffield 24, 
Salford 24, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 27, Nottingham 27, and Oldham 27. The annual 
death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 4°6 per 1000 in the - 
eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°4 and 0°7 in Portsmouth and Wolverhampton, 
to 6°8 and 8°1 in Nottingham and Salford. Scarlet fever showed an increased 


- fatality in Bristol, Salford, and Sheffield. The death-rate from diarrhcea was most 


excessive in Leicester and Nottingham. Of the 5 deaths from small-pox in these 
eighteen towns, 3 occurred in Birmingham, and 2 in Bristol. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2330 sBirtas and 1400 pEaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 141, whereas the deaths were 5 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two preceding weeks had been 
equal to 21°4 and 20°4 per 1000, rose again last week to 21'2. After distributing 
the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 20 per 1000 in 
the West, 19 in the North, 24 in the Central, 22in the East, and 22 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The 1400 deaths included 27 from measles, 58 from scarlet fever, 3 from 
diphtheria, 53 from whooping-cough, 15 from different forms of fever, 179 from 
diarrhoea, and not one from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 335 deaths were referred, against 221, 267, and 279 in the three 
preceding weeks. These 335 deaths were 5 below the corrected average number 
from the same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were 
equal to ap annual rate of 5:1 per 1000 ; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°7 in the 
North, to 6°7 in the East groups of Districts. The 58 deaths from scarlet fever 
were 11 less than those in the previous week, exceeded the corrected average 
weekly number by 13, and included 23 in the South, 15 in the West, and 12 in the 
East groups of Districts ; 10 and 7 were respectively returned in the Districts of 


__ Lambeth and Kensington. Of the 53 fatal cases of whooping-cough, 21 occurred in 


South and 13 in East London. The 27 deaths from measles included 10 both in 
East and South London. The 15 deaths referred to fever, although 3 in excess of 
those in the previous week, were as many as 23 below the corrected average, and 
included one certified as typhus, 8 as enteric or typhoid, and 6 as simple continued 
fever ; 2 fatal adult cases of typhoid fever were registered in South Chelsea sub- 
district. | 

The deaths from diarrhoea, which in the four preceding weeks had risen from 31 to 
107, further increased last week to 179, and exceeded the corrected average weekly 
number by 38. These 179 fatal cases included 145 or 81 per cent. of infants under one 
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year of age, and 18 of children aged between one and five years. The annual death- ‘ 





rate from diarrhoea averaged 2:7 per 1000 in London, and ranged from 2°0 in the 7 


South, to 4:0 in the Central groups of Districts. The deaths of 5 infants or young 
children, and of one adult, were referred to simple cholera or choleraic diarrheea ; 
the adult case was of a carpenter, aged 54 years, in Paddington, certified as 
“ English cholera, 6 days; chronic bronchitis with feeble heart, 2 years.” 

The deaths of 11 women in childbirth were registered, exceeding the corrected 
average weekly number by 3; of these, 5 were referred to puerperal fever. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the two pre- 
ceding weeks had been 193 and 159, rose again last week to 171, and exceeded 
the corrected average weekly number in the corresponding week of the last ten 
years by 25 ; 91 resulted from bronchitis, and 62 from pneumonia. 

Different forms of violence caused 51 deaths ; 45 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 24 from fractures and contusions, 2 from burns and scalds, 
7 from drowning, 2 from poison, and 7 of infants under one year of age from 
suffocation. Three of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by 
horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of accident 73 cases of injury and 
maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the 
seven days ending 11th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 233 deaths were recorded, or 17 per’ cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 126 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 94 in 
Hospitals, and 13 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
224 patients on 10th instant, of which 88 were under treatment for fever, 151 for 
scarlet fever, and 8 for small-pox. : 


GREATER LONDON. - 

In Greater London 28038 births and 1597 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 34°8 and 19°8 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 13°5 and 
1-8 per 1000 respectively, against 21‘2and 5:1in Inner London. Two deaths in 
Morilake sub-district were certified as resulting from the inhalation of sewer gas; and 
5 fatal cases of scarlet fever were recorded in West Ham. 








_ Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., reports that the river waters supplied to London during 
June had regained their usual summer quality, the amount of organie impurity 
being scarcely half as great as it was during the winter. Although river water is 
by comparison easily filtered in summer, both the Southwark and Grand Junction 
Companies delivered during June “slightly turbid water,” which contained numerous 
moving organisms.” “The samples drawn from the mains of the other Companies 
were clear. Taking unity to represent the amount of organic impurity in a given 
volume of the Kent Company’s water, the proportional amount in an equal volume 
of the water supplied by each of the other Metropolitan Companies was :—New 
River 1°3, Chelsea 2°2, West Middlesex 2:4, Grand Junction 2°5, Lambeth 2°9, 
East London 2°9, and Southwark 3:1. The water delivered by the Kent and New 
River Companies was therefore of much greater purity than that supplied by any 
of the other Companies. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water 
supplied to that town during June was “ slightly turbid and stood greatly in need 
“ of filtration. It contained numerous moving animal organisms, some visible to 
“ the naked eye, and many vegetable growths. There was, however, a reduction 
“in the amount of organic nitrogen,” Professor Bischof, of the Andersonian 
University, Glasgow, reports that the Loch Katrine water supplied to that city, 
although free from previous sewage contamination, contained “ rather large particles 
of suspended matter.” 








Returns rrom Foreien Crrizs. 
The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 


Table 9), in Caleutta was 25, Bombay 26, Madras 81; Paris 25, Brussels 23, — 


Amsterdam 27, Rotterdam 31, The Hague 32, Christiania 138, Hamburg 24, Munich 
30, Vienna 26, Buda-Pesth 538, Rome 23, Naples 34, Turin 24; Alexandria 51 ; 
New York 25, Brooklyn 21, and Philadelphia 21. The fatality of small-pox and 
diarrhoea caused the high death-rate in Buda-Pesth. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°87 in.; the highest reading was 30°17 in. on Sunday evening, and the lowest 29°19 in. 
on Friday evening. The mean temperature of the air was 58°:5, or 3°°3 below the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean on Tuesday was 64°°6 and exceeded 
the average by 3°°0; on each of the other days the mean was considerably below the average, 
and on Sunday 4th instant it was so low as 54°°8 and showed a deficiency of 6°°5. The 
highest day temperature in the shade was 76°°5 on Tuesday, and the lowest night temperature 
45°°6 on Monday; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 30°°9. The highest tem- 
perature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo 
placed on the grass, was 143°°9 on Tuesday. The difference between the mean dew-point and 
air temperature averaged 5°°0. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived 
from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 64°°0. The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 84, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general direc- 
tion of the wind was variable, and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 12*7 miles per 
hour. ain fell on Sunday, Friday, and Saturday, to the amount of *54 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in 15 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 55°°6 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, to 59°*9 in Manchester; the lowest recorded night tempe- 
rature was 42°:0 in Hull, and the highest day temperature in the shade 78°°0 in Sunderland. 
Rain was measured in each of these towns; the amounts varied from °*21 of an inch in Neweastle- 
upon-Tyne, to 1°62 inches in Manchester. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity ef sewage pumped into the River Thames was 273,680 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 355,293 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons. 


THe Ree@IstRaAR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the LONDON WaTER ComMPANIEs, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied during the month of 
JUNE 1875: according to their returns 127,381,916 gallons or 578,754 cubic metres of water 
(equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 246 gallons 
(111°8 decalitres) rather more than a ton by weight, to each house, and 34°6 gallons (15°7 deca- 
litres) to each person, against 34°9 gallons during June 1874, 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that, during the year 1866, about 82 per cent. of 
the total supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: applying this proportion to the 
total quantity supplied daily in the month of June 1875, it may be estimated that about 
104,453,171 gallons were used for domestic purposes, or about 28°4 gallons per day for each inhabi- 
tant, against 28°6 in the corresponding month of last year. This proportion varies from month to 
month, but the Registrar General has no means of giving a more reliable estimate.

Sir, Royal College of Chemistry, 28th June 1875. 

I wAveE to report to you in the following tabe the results of the chemical examination 
of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the month of June, and I append also the 
results yielded by the Birmingham water supply furnished by Dr. Hill, and by the Glasgow water 
supply from Loch Katrine furnished by Professor Bischof. 

‘Taking the amount of organic impurity contained in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water as unity, the proportional amount in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 1°3, Chelsea 2°2, West Middlesex 2:4, Grand Junction 
2°5, Lambeth 2:9, East London 2°9, and Southwark 3°1.

The river waters supplied to London have row fully assumed their summer quality, and contain 
scarcely half as much organic impurity as they did during the winter. ‘Their efficient filtration has 
also become much easier to accomplish, nevertheless the Southwark and Grand Junction Com- 
panies delivered slightly turbid water, containing numerous moving organisms, to their customers. 
The remaining samples were clear when drawn from the Companies’ mains.

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6,7, 8, 9, 10, 11, and 12 all relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus}: the Chelsea Company’s water collected on the 11th June at 
the Horse Guards cab-rank had a temperature of 18°0°C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 25-34 lbs. 
of solid impurity ; the organic matter, constituting a portion of this impurity, contained +121 Ib. 
of carbon and °018lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained no ammonia, 
and ‘141 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined 
nitrogen in every form was ‘159 lb. After its descent to the earth as rain, 100,000 lbs. of the 
water had been contaminated with animal matter equivalent to that contained in 1090 lbs. of 
average London sewage. By gradual oxidation this animal contamination had been, so far as 
analysis can show, converted into innocuous inorganic compounds before the water was sub- 
mitted to investigation. The above weight of water also contained 1°53 lbs. of chlorine. Finally, 
100,000 Ibs. of the water contained 19°4 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of 
other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

As the Kent Company’s water is unpolluted, and as it is drawn from deep wells, the evidence of 
previous sewage or animal contamination which it exhibits may safely be disregarded. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by mul- 
tiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same operation 
transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

Dourina last week 5174 births and 3328 deaths were registered in Lonpon 
and Twen'ry other LARGE Towns of the Unirep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 1846. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 22 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual doashutivhes 
was 21 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 25 in Glasgow, and 19 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGuLisH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eranteen Encuisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 12, Wolver- 
hampton 12, Norwich 18, Bristol 18, Bradford 18, Sunderland 19, Birmingham 
19, Liverpool 21, Leicester 22, London 22, Sheffield 23, Manchester 24, Leeds 26, 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne 26, Oldham 27, Nottingham 30, Hull 31, and Salford 36. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 5°9 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from O°4 and 1°5 in Portsmouth and 
Wolverhampton, to 10°5 in Hull, and 11°9 both in Nottingham and Salford. 
Scarlet fever showed an increased fatality in London and Hull. No death was 
referred to diarrhoea in Portsmouth, whereas the annual death-rate from this 
disease ranged upwards to 6°7 and 7°4 per 1000 in Leicester and Nottingham. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2203 sirtus and 1481 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 40 below, whereas the deaths exceeded by 
8, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two preceding weeks had been 
equal to 20°4 and 21°2 per 1000, further rose last week to 22°4. After distributing 
the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 19 per 1000 in 
the West, 21 in the North, 22 in the Central, 25 in the Kast, and 24 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The 1481 deaths included 4 from small-pox, 27 from measles, 90 from scarlet 
fever, 10 from diphtheria, 61 from whooping-cough, 26 from different forms of 
fever, and 204 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 422 deaths were ratirred, against 279 and 3J6 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 422 deaths exceeded by 41 the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 6°4 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 4°7 in the West, to 
8:0 in the East groups of Districts. "The 90 fatal cases of scarlet fever showed a 
marked increase upon those returned in recent weeks, and exceeded the number in 
any week since the beginning of December last; 17 occurred in the West, and 40 
in the South groups of Districts, including 6 in Paddington, 10 in Lambeth, 6 in 
Battersea, 4 in Peckham, and 6 in Deptford. The 10 deaths from diphtheria 
included 7 in South London, of which 2 occurred in Battersea. ‘The 4 deaths classed 
to small-pox included 8 fatal cases of chicken pox. The 26 deaths referred to 
fever showed a further increase cf 11 upon those returned in the two previous 
weeks, although they were 16 below the corrected average number in the corre- 
sponding week of the last ten years; 2 were certified as typhus, 13 as enteric 


or typhoid, and 11 as simple continued fever. Two deaths in South London were 
EE 
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referred to relapsing fever, and 2 to enteric fever in the Fever Hospital at 
Homerton ; both the latter were of adults who had been admitted from Bethnal 
Green. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, no less than 3:27 inches of rain were 
measured last week, of which 2°39 inches fell during the 44 hours ending at 7h. a.m. 
on Friday ; so large an amount of rain has not fallen in London during any week 
since the last in September 1871, when 3°34 inches were measured. In the other 
large English towns furnishing weekly returns, the rain measured last week ranged 
from °82 and °56 of an inch in Bradford and Leeds, to 3°04 inches in Bristol, 
which was the nearest approach to the rain-fall in London. 

Notwithstanding the low temperature and the heavy rain-fall the fatality from 
diarrhoea not only showed a further increase, but exceeded the average for the corre- 
sponding weeks in the last ten years. The deaths referred to diarrhea in the 
Metropolis, which in the three previous weeks had been 77, 107, and 179, further 
rose to 204 last week, of which 158 or 77 per cent. were of infants under one year 
of age, and 34 of children aged between one and 5 years, The annual death-rate 
from diarrhoea averaged 3°1 per 1000 in London, and ranged from 1°9 in the 
West, to 4°6 in the East groups of Districts. Eight deaths of infants were referred 
to simple cholera or choleraic diarrhoea, and the death of a bricklayer, aged 65 
years, in Bloomfield-place, Grosvenor Mews, on 17th instant, was certified from 
“ malignant cholera, neglected diarrhea 10 days, rice-water purging 33 hours, 
collapse, cramps 17 hours.” - 7 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths; 41 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 19 from fractures and contusions, 9 from drowning, and 8 of 
infants under one year of age from suffocation. Two of the deaths from fractures 
and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of 
accident 47 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan 
and City Police during the seven days ending 18th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 219 deaths were recorded, or 15 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 111 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 105 in 
Hospitals, and 3 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
217 patients on 17th instant, of which 31 were under treatment for fever, 151 for 
scarlet fever, and 9 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2604 births and 1696 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 32°3 and 21°0 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 14°7 and 
3°2 per 1000 respectively, against 22:4 and 6°4 in Inner London. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°69 in.; the lowest reading was 29°33 in. on Sunday morning, the 11th instant, and the highest 
30°05 in. on Tuesday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 56°°2, or 6°°4 below the 
average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from 
thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was considerably below the 
average on each day of the week, and ranged from 54°°3 on Tuesday, which was 8°°2 
below the average, to 58°°2 on Saturday when the deficiency had declined to 49-5. The highest 
day temperature in the shade was 66°°5 on Monday, and the lowest night temperature 42°°5 on 
Tuesday ; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 24°°0. The highest temperature in 
the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed 
on the grass, was 121°°8 on Sunday 11th instant. The difference between the mean dew-point 
and air temperature averaged 3°°9. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived 
from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 61°°8. The mean degree of 
humidity of the air was 87, complete saturation being represented by 100. The direction of the 
wind was variable, and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 13°8 miles per hour. No 
rain fell on Monday and Tuesday ; the amount measured on the other five days was 3°27 inches, 
of which 1:28 inches were recorded on Thursday. 

The mean temperature of the week in 15 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 50°*8 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, te 56°°9 in Manchester; the lowest recorded night tempe- 
rature was 40°°3 in Salford, and the highest day temperature in the shade 76°°0 in Manchester. 
Rain was measured in each of these towns ; the amounts varied from *32 of an inch in Bradford, 
to 3°04 inches in Bristol. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 420,305 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 369,917 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 85 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons.

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Unitep Kinepom. 

Dorine last week 5413 births and 3555 deaths were registered in LONDON , 
and ‘Twenty other LARGE Towns of the Untrep Kinavom. The natural increase 
of population was 1858. The mortality from all causes was at the average ‘rate 
of 24 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. ‘The annual death-rate 
was 21 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 31 in Glasgow, and 24 in Dublin. 

EIGHTEEN LARGE EnGLisa Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eranreen ENGLIsa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 13, Norwich 
17, Wolverhampton 21, Sunderland 22, Sheffield 22, Birmingham 22, London 22, 
Bristol 23, Liverpool 23, Salford 24, Oldham 24, Bradford 25, Leeds 29, Hull 29, 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne 29, Leicester 30, Manchester 31, and Nottingham 34. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 5°5 per 1000 
in the eighteen-+towns, and ranged from 1:3 both in Portsmouth and Norwich, to 
9°2 and 11°3 in Salford and Nottingham. The excessive zymotic rate in Salford 
was due to the fatal prevalence of measles and diarrhcea, and that in Nottingham to 
scarlet fever and diarrhea. Scarlet fever also showed a markedly increased fatality 
in Bristol. The annual death-rate from diarrhoea, which averaged 2°5 in the 
eighteen towns, ranged from 0°6 and 0°8 in Norwich and Bristol, fo 5°2 and 5°7 
per 1000 in Leicester and Nottingham. 

Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2330 srrtus and 1471 prearHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 100, whereas the deaths were 162 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the three preceding weeks had been 
equal to 20°4, 21°2, and 22°4 per 1000, was last week 22°3. After distri- 
buting the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 21 
per 1000 in the West, 22 in the North, 21 in the Central, 24 in the East, and 23 
in the South groups of Districts. 

The 1471 deaths included 85 from measles, 96 from scarlet fever, 11 from 
diphtheria, 58 from whooping-cough, 22 from different forms of fever, 138 from 
diarrhea, and not one from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 360 deaths were referred, against 835 and 422 in the two preceding 
weeks. These 860 deaths were 116 below the corrected average number from 
the same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal 
to ap annual rate of 5°5 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 4°3 in the West, 
to 6°0 in the South groups of Districts. The 96 fatal cases of scarlet fever 
showed a further increase of 6 upon those returned in recent weeks, and exeeeded 
the number in any week since the middle of November last; 17 occurred in the 
West and 389 in the South groups of Districts, including 5 in Paddington, 6 in 
Westminster, 13 in Lambeth, and 5 in Battersea. The fatality of scarlet fever 
showed an increase last week in the North and Central groups of Districts, and 
also in Bethnal Green. ‘The 58 deaths referred to whooping-cough included 17 
in South and 15 in North London. The 35 deaths from measles exceeded the 
numbers in any recent week, 10 being returned in the East and 12 in the South 
groups of Districts. Two fatal cases of diphtheria were recorded in St. Bartho- 
lomew’s Hospital. The 22 deaths referred to fever were 4 less than those re- 
turned in the previous week, and were 16 below the corrected average number 
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in the corresponding week of the last ten years; one was certified as typhus, 
14 as enteric or typhoid, and 7 as simple continued fever. Two fatal cases of 
enteric fever occurred in Spitalfields. | 

In London last week rather less than half an inch of rain was measured, although 
rain fell on five of the seven days; in the other towns furnishing returns the 
amount of rain ranged from *90 of an inch in Bristol, to 4°07 and 5°13 inches 
respectively in Wolverhampton and Birmingham. The mean temperature was again 
considerably below the average for the corresponding week in 60 years. 

The deaths referred to diarrhcea in the Metropolis, which in the nine preceding 
weeks had steadily increased from 15 to 204, declined last week to 138, and 
were 141 below the corrected average number for the corresponding week in the 
last ten years. Five deaths were referred to simple cholera or choleraic diarrhea. 

Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths ; 39 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 18 from fractures and contusions, 2 from burns and scalds, 
6 from drowning, and 9 from suffocation. Seven of the deaths from fractures and 
contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of 
accident 59 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan 
and City Police during the seven days ending 25th instant. Four cases of suicide 
and one of infanticide were registered. 

In the large Public Institutions 230 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 129 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 94 in 
Hospitals, and 7 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
225 patients on 24th instant, of which 29 were under treatment for fever, 161 for 
scarlet fever, and 10 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 2824 births and 1713 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 35°0 and 21°2 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 16°6 and 
3°1 per 1000 respectively, against 22°3 and 5°5 in Inner London. The 12 deaths 
referred to scarlet fever in the Outer Ring, of which 4 occurred in West Ham, 3 in 
Barking Town, 2 in Croydon, and 2 in Hornsey, showed an increase upon the 
numbers in recent weeks. 
RETURNS FROM ForEIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 22, Bombay 28, Madras 31; Paris 24, Brussels 25, 
Christiania 26, Berlin 48, Hamburg 28, Munich 82, Vienna 2], Buda-Pesth 40, 
Rome 27, Naples 33, Turin 27; Alexandria 55 ; New York 31, Brooklyn 35, and 
Philadelphia 34. The deaths in Philadelphia included 83 fatal cases of infantile 
cholera, and 44 of scarlet fever. 

METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°62 in.; the highest reading was 29°79 in. on Tuesday evening, and the lowest 29°50 in. 
on Friday at noon. The mean temperature of the air was 60°°2, or 2°-2 below the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean slightly exceeded the average on 
Sunday and Tuesday, whereas it was considerably below the average on each of the other days 
of the week ; on Sunday the’ mean was 64°-1 and exceeded the average by 1°°5, whereas on 
Wednesday it was but 56°°8, and was 5°°5 below the average. The highest day temperature 
in the shade was 77°°4 on Sunday, and the lowest night temperature 52°-2 on Friday; the 
extreme range in the week was, therefore, 25°-2. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown 
by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 133°°5 
on Sunday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 2°°8. The 
mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the 
“Royalist ” Police Ship, was 61°°7. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 91, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. ‘The general direction of the wind was W.S.W., and the 
horizontal movement of the air averaged 8*9 miles per hour. ain fell on five days during the 
week, to the amount of *49 of an inch. 

‘The mean temperature of the week in 15 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 54°:4 in Newcastle, to 61°°9 in Nottingham; the lowest recorded night temperature was 
45°°0 in Newcastle, and the highest day temperature in the shade 79°°0 in Leicester. Rain 
was measured in each of the towns; the amounts varied from °90 of an inch in Bristol, to 5°13 
inches in Birmingham. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 359,103 cubic metres at Crossness, 
-and 385,695 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons.

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Meteorological Observations. 
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Unitep Kinepom. 


Durina: last week 5584 births and 3417 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twen'ry other Lrarce Towns of the Unrrep Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 2167. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 23 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 21 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 26 in Glasgow, and 22 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE EneiisH Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Erc¢HTeEN ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 14, Sunder- 
land 17, Norwich 18, Birmingham 20, Wolverhampton 21, London 22, Hull 24, 
Oldham 24, Leeds 24, Bradford 24, Sheffield 25, Manchester 25, Nottingham 26, 
Liverpool 26, Bristol 28, Salford 31, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 32, and Leicester 32. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 6°O per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°7 and 0°9 in Wolverhampton 
and Portsmouth, to 10°0 and 16°6 in Salford and Leicester. The annual death- 
rate from diarrhea, which averaged 3°0 per 1000 in the eighteen towns, against 
2-9 and 2°5 in the two preceding weeks, was so high as 6°8 in Nottingham and 
10-9 in Leicester, whereas no death was referred to this disease during the week 
either in Norwich or Wolverhampton. 

Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2362 BirtHs and 1422 peaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 106, whereas the deaths were 388 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two preceding weeks had been 
equal to 22°4 and 22°3 per 1000, further declined last week to 21°5. After distri- 
buting the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 21 per 
1000 in the West, 21 in the North, 20 in the Central, 20 in the East, and 24 in 
the South groups of Districts. 

The 1422 deaths included one from small-pox, 44 from measles, from 87 scarlet 
fever, 6 from diphtheria, 63 from whooping-cough, 23 from different forms of 
fever, and 137 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymoti¢ 
class 361 deaths were referred, against 422 and 360 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 361 deaths were 177 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 5:5 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 4°6 in the North, 
to 6°3 in the South groups of Districts. The 87 fatal cases of scarlet fever 
showed a decline of 9 from those returned in the previous week, and included 
34 in South London; 5 occurred in Paddington, 4 in Hammersmith, 7 in Mary- 
lebone, 6 in Hoxton, 12 in Lambeth, and 6 in Camberwell. The 63 deaths from 
whooping-cough exceeded the numbers in recent weeks, and were 21 above the 
corrected weekly average ; 21 occurred in South and 18 in East London. The 
44 fatal cases of measles included no less than 18 which were recorded in South 
London ; this disease caused 5 deaths in Westminster, 7 in Islington, and 7 in 
Lambeth. The death of a child, aged two years, resulted from chicken-pox, but 
no death occurred from small-pox. ‘The 23 deaths referred to fever were 16 
below the corrected average weekly number in the corresponding week of the 
last ten years ; 2 were certified as typhus, 14 as enteric or typhoid, and 7 as 
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simple continued fever. Two fatal cases of enteric fever were recorded in 
St. Peter Walworth sub-district, one of which occurred in the Workhouse. 

The month: of July was unusually cold and wet. The mean temperature at 
the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, was 59°°0 and 2°°6 below the average July 
temperature in 103 years; the amount of rain in the month was 5°3 inches, 
measured on 16 days, which exceeded the average rain-fall of July in 59 years 
by 2°8 inches. The rain-fall of the first seven months of this year amounted to 
15°1 inches, and was 1°8 inches above the average. 

The deaths referred to diarrhoea in the Metropolis, which in the three previous 
weeks had been 179, 204, and 138, were last week 137, and 213 below the corrected 
average number in the corresponding week of the last’ ten years; 106 or 77 
per cent. were of infants under one year of age. The deaths of one adult, and of 
two children were referred to choleraic diarrhoa or simple cholera. 

Different forms of violence caused 52 deaths; 45 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 18 from fractures and contusions, 2 from burns and scalds, 
14 from drowning, and 7 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Five 
of the deaths were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of 
accident 83 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan 
and City Police during the seven days ending Ist instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 224 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 118 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 103 in 
Hospitals, and 3 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District, Fever.and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
231 patients on 31st ultimo, of which 30 were under treatment for fever, 167 for 
scarlet fever, and 7 for small-pox.

GREATER LONDON. 


Jn Greater London 2841 births and 1686 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 35°2 and 20°9 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 18°1 and 
3°2 per 1000 respectively, against 21°5 and 5°5 in Inner London. Five fatal cases 
of scarlet fever, and 4 of diphtheria were returned in West Ham, 4 of scarlet fever 
in Barking Town, and 2 of the same disease both in Romford and in Wallington 
parish of Mitcham sub-district. Two deaths were referred to fever in Chislehurst 
sub-district. . 

RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Madras was 35; Paris 23, Brussels 25, Amsterdam 21, Rotterdam 34, 
The Hague 31, Christiania 28, Berlin 45, Hamburg 24, Breslau 41, Munich 33, 
Vienna 22, Buda-Pesth 44, Rome 28, Naples 31, Turin 26; Alexandria 64; New 
York 87, and Philadelphia 27. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer ist week was 
80°05 in.; the lowest readig was 29°63 in. at the beginning of the week, and the highest 
30°21 in. on Tuesday morning. The mean temperature of ‘the air was 60°°8, or 1°°4 below the 
average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from 
thermometrical. observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was above the average on 
Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, whereas it showed a deficiency on each of the other days 
of the week; on Friday the mean was 63°°7 and in excess by 1°°4, whereas on Saturday it 
fell to 58°°2 and was 4°°L below the average. The highest day temperature in the shade was 
77°°5 on Thursday, and the lowest night temperature 44°°4 on Monday; the extreme range in 
the week was, therefore, 33°°1. The highest temperature in the sum, as shown by a self 
registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 142°°0 on 
Thursday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 9°°8. The 
mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the 
“ Royalist” Police Ship, was 63°°2, The mean degree of humidity of the air ‘was 70, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. ‘The direction ‘of the wind was variable, and the horizontal 
movement of the ait averaged 7°8 miles per hour. ain fell on Sunday 25th ultimo, but only 
to the amount of +04 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in 14 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 54°6 in Hull, to 59:4 in Manchester; the lowest recorded night temperature was 40°5 in 
Salford, and the highest day temperature in the shade 83:9 in Nottingham. Rain was measured 
in each of the towns except Bristol ; the amounts varied from *01 of an inch in Leeds, to °17 of 
an inch in Wolverhampton. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped ‘into the River Thames was 234,686 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 318,081 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons.

Dorine last week 5144 births and 3878 deaths were registered in LONDON 


_ and Twenty other Larare Towns of the Untrep Kinavom. The natural increase 


of population was 1766. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 23 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 21 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 24 in Glasgow, and 18 in Dublin. 

EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLisH Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eragrmnn ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 14, Wolver- 
hampton 15, Sunderland 16, London 20, Nottingham 22, Birmingham 24, Liverpocl 
25, Norwich 25, Oldham 26, Bristol 26, Sheffield 27, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 28, 
Bradford 29, Manchester 29, Hull 29, Salford 30, Leeds 31, and Leicester 37. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 6°4 per 1000 
in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 2°1 and 2°2 in Portsmouth and Wolver- 
hampton, to 10°8 in Leeds and Salford, and 20°9 in Leicester. This remarkably 
high zymotic rate in Leicester was entirely due to the excessive fatality from 
diarrhoea ; the annual death-rate from this disease, which averaged but 3°5 per 
1000 last week in the eighteen towns, was equal to 16°2 in Leicester. 

Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2100 sBirtHs and 1340 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 173, and the deaths no less than 404, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the three preceding weeks had been equal 
to 22°4, 22°3, and 21°5 per 1000, further declined last week to 20°3. After 
distributing the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 
18 per 1000 in the West, 18 in the North, 23 in the Central, 23 in the East, and 
21 in the South groups of Districts. 

The 1840 deaths included 3 from small-pox, 41 from measles, 73 from scarlet 
fever, 10 from diphtheria, 54 from whooping-cough, 9 from different forms of 
fever, and 132 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 322 deaths were referred, against 860 and 961 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 322 deaths were 212 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years. "The fatal cases of measles, 
scarlet fever, whooping-cough, fever, and diarrhea were less numerous than those 
returned in the previous week. ‘The zymotic rate was much higher in the Central 
group of Districts than in other parts of London. All the 5 deaths in Whitecross- 
street, and 14 of the 19 in Mile End Old ‘Town Western sub-distriets resulted from 
the principal zymotic diseases. ‘Two deaths were referred to diphtheria both in 
Brixton and in Putney sub-districts. ‘The 3 deaths classed to small-pox were all 
infantile cases of chicken-pex. Only 9 deaths were referred to fever last week 
within the Metropolitan registration area, or 80 less than the corrected average 
number in the corresponding week of the last ten years; one was certified as 
typhus, 7 as enteric or typhoid, and one as simple continued fever. 

The mean temperature continued considerably below the average during the 
first five days of August, but showed an excess on Friday and Saturday. An 
inch and a quarter of rain was measured during the week at the Royal Observatory, 
Greenwich, of which 1°24 inches fell on Saturday afternoon. Under the influence 
of the low témperature and abundant rain the deaths referred to diarrhea in the 
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Metropolis further declined last week to 132, from 204, 138, and 137 in the 
three preceding weeks ; this number was no less than 223 below the corrected 
average in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The deaths of 5 
infants, and of a youth, aged 19 years, were referred to simple cholera and 
choleraic diarrhea. 

Different forms of violence caused 59 deaths ; 48 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 25 from fractures and contusions, 15 from drowning, and 3 
of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Hight of the deaths from frac- 
tures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets ; ; from this 
class of accident 51 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of the 
Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 8th instant. 

During the 14 days ending last Saturday, no less than 29 deaths from drowning 
were registered in London, 15 being of children and young persons under 20 years 
of age. ‘There is usually a considerable increase in the number of deaths from 
drowning during the summer, but the number of fatal cases recorded during the 
past two weeks exceeds the corrected average for the season by more than 25 per 
cent, Only 2 of the 15 deaths from drowning last week were described as the 
result of bathing. 

In the large Public Institutions 228 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 186 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 86 in 
Hospitals, and 6 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
213 patients on 7th instant, of which 32 were under treatment for fever, 156 for 
scarlet fever, and 6 for small-pox. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 2586 births and 1562 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 82°1 and 19°4 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 15°2 and 
3°8 per 1000 respectively, against 20°3 and 4°9 in Inner London. The fatal 
cases of scarlet fever in the Outer Ring, which had been 12 and 18 in the two pre- 
ceding weeks, further rose last week to 22, of which 5 occurred in Barking Town. 








Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., reports that the river waters supplied to London during 
July maintained their improved summer quality. With few exceptions the samples 
were clear and bright when drawn from the mains. The Grand Junction Com- 
pany delivered turbid water on 7th, containing “ confervoid growths and moving 
organisms ;” the Southwark Company’s water was slightly turbid on the same day ; 
and that delivered by the West Middlesex Company contained “ white films ” 
both on 7th and 8th. Taking unity to represent the amount of organic impurity 
in a given volume of the Kent Company’s water, the proportional amount in an 
equal volume of the water supplied by each of the other Metropolitan Companies 
was :—New River 1°4, West Middlesex 2:2, Chelsea 2°3, Southwark 2:4, East. 
London 2°4, Grand Junction 2:7, and Lambeth 2°8. A comparison of the. 
analyses of the samples of West Middlesex and Lambeth waters affords proof 
of the advantage derived from storage of river waters in reservoirs; both these 
Companies derive their water from the same source, but, in consequence of 
longer storage, the West Middlesex water in July exhibited scarcely half as much 
evidence of previous sewage or animal contamination as the Lambeth Company’s 
water. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical mee: of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water 
supplied to that town in July was “ greenish in colour, very slightly turbid, and 
“ contained an increased quantity of organic carbon and nitrogen.” With reference 
to the Loch Katrine water supplied to Glasgow, Professor Bischof, of the Ander- 
sonian University, reports that it contained a decrease in the amount of organic 
carbon and nitrogen, and was free from all traces of previous sewage or animal 
contamination, although it was yellowish and slightly turbid. 


Returns From Foreien Crrins. 

The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 20, Bombay 30, Madras 31; Paris 24, Brussels 26, 
Amsterdam 28, Rotterdam 27, The Hague 37 Christiania 26, Berlin 4], Hamburg 
a Breslau 40, Munich 89, Vienna 22, Buda- Pesth 43, Rome 27, Naples 38, Turin 

; Alexandria 62; New York 45, and Philadelphia 30. The deaths from cholera 
in Bombay were 62, against 86 and 46 in the two previous weeks, 
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METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°89 in.; the highest reading was 30°09 in. on Monday morning, and the lowest 29°71 in. 
on Friday afternoon. The mean temperature of the air was 59°°8, or 2°°4 below the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was considerably below the average 
on each of the first five, whereas it showed an excess on the last two days of the week ; on 
Monday the mean was only 57°:0 and 5°°3 below the average, but on Saturday it had increased 
to 65°°4 and was in excess by 3°°4. The highest day temperature in the shade was 78°°2 on 
Friday, and the lowest night temperature 43°°6 on Monday; the extreme range in the week 
was, therefore, 34°°6. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering ther- 
mometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 141°°8 on Monday. The 
difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 5°°4. The mean tempe- 
rature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist” 
Police Ship, was 64°°1. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 88, complete saturation 
being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was Northerly, and the horizontal 
movement of the air averaged 9°3 miles per hour. azn fell on Thursday and Saturday, to the 
amount of 1°25 inches. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 251,686 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 342,964 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons. 


THE REGISTRAR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon WatER CoMPANIES, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied during the month of 
JuLy 1875: according to their returns 122,319,068 gallons or 555,752 cubic metres of water 
(equal to about as many tums by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 236 gallons 
(107°2 decalitres) rather more than a ton by weight, to each house, and 33°2 gallons (15°1 deca- 
litres) to each person, against 35°1 gallons during July 1874. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that, during the year 1866, about 82 per cent. of 
the total supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: applying this proportion to the 
total quantity supplied daily in the month of July 1875, it may be estimated that about 
100,301,636 gallons were used for domestic purposes, or about 27°2 gallons per day for each inhabi- 
tant, against 28°8 in the corresponding month of last year. This proportion varies from month to 
month, but the Registrar General has no means of giving a more reliable estimate.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING JULY. 


Sir, Royal College of Chemistry, 22nd July 1875. 

I wave to report to you in the following table the results of the chemical examination 
of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the month of July, and I append also the 
results yielded by the Birmingham water supply furnished by Dr. Hill, and by the Glasgow water 
supply from Loch Katrine furnished by Professor Bischof. 

Taking the amount of organic impurity contained in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water as unity, the proportional amount in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 1:4, West Middlesex 2°2, Chelsea 2°3, Southwark 2:4, 


_ Kast London 2°4, Grand Junction 2°7, and Lambeth 2°8. 


The river waters supplied to London continue to maintain their summer quality, but the Grand 
Junction Company delivered on the 7th instant turbid water, which contained confervoid growths 
and moving organisms. ‘The water of the Southwark Company was slightly turbid on the same 
date. The West Middlesex Company’s water contained white films on the 7th instant, and also on

the following day, but these arose in all probability from repairs to the pipes or service reservoirs ; 
they were not due to imperfect filtration. The water of the remaining Companies was clear and 
bright when drawn from the mains. 

The Kent and New River Companies again delivered water of much greater purity than that 
supplied by any other Company. . 

The amount of evidence of previous sewage or animal contamination in the river waters is much 
diminished, in the summer months, by storage ; thus the water delivered by the West Middlesex 
Company exhibited scarcely half as much evidence of this contamination as the Lambeth Company’s 
water, for although both waters were derived from the same source, the former had been stored 
for a longer period in the reservoirs of the Company. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water supplied to 
that town was greenish in colour, very slightly turbid, and contained an increased quantity of 
organic carbon and nitrogen. 

Professor Bischof, of the Andersonian University, Glasgow, reports that the water supplied to 
that city from Loch Katrine was yellowish and slightly turbid, but it contained a decreased 
quantity of organic carbon and nitrogen, and exhibited no traces of previous sewage or animal 
contamination.

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6,7, 8, 9, 10, 11, and 12 all relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water collected on the 7th July at 
the Victoria Street cab-rank had a temperature of 17°5°C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 25: 40 lbs. 
of solid impurity ; the organic matter, constituting a portion of this impurity, contained -120 lb. 
of carbon and ‘016lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained no ammonia, 
and :119 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined 
nitrogen in every form was °135 lb. After its descent to the earth as rain, 100,000 lbs. of the 
water had been contaminated with animal matter equivalent to that contained in 870 lbs. of 
average London sewage. By gradual oxidation this animal contamination has been, so far as 
analysis can show, converted into innocuous inorganic compounds before the water was sub- 
mitted to investigation. The above weight of water also contained 1°52 lbs. of chlorine. Finally, 
100,000 lbs. of the water contained 18-6 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of 
other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

As the Kent Company’s water is unpolluted, and as it is drawn from deep wells, the evidence of 
previous sewage or animal contamination which it exhibits may safely be disregarded. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by mul- 
tiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same operation 
transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

Unitep Kinepom. 

Durine last week 53882 births and 3551 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and ‘T'wen'y other LARGE Towns of the Unittep Kitnepom. The natural increase 
of population was 1831. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 24 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 18 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 26 in Glasgow, and 18 in Dublin. 


) EIGHTEEN LARGE Eneiisa Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1aHteen ENGLISa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Norwich 17, Sunderland 
18, Portsmouth 18, Wolverhampton 19, Bradford 22, London 22, Oldham 23, 
Sheffield 24, Manchester 24, Liverpool 25, Bristol 25, Birmingham 27, Leeds 28, © 
Hull 31, Nottingham 32, Salford 33, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 36, and Leicester 40. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 6°5 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°3 and 1°8 in Norwich and 
Oldham, to 10°4 in both Birmingham and Salford, and 18°5 in Leicester. The 
fatality from diarrhoea was equal to an annual rate of 3°7 per 1000 in the eighteen 
towns ; no death from this disease was registered in Norwich, but the rate in the 
other towns ranged upwards to 7°8 in Birmingham, and 14:7 in Leicester. The 
fatal cases of scarlet fever showed an excess in Bristol, and those of fever in Sheffield. 


Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2395 sBirtHs and 1483 pEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 128, whereas the deaths were 210 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the four previous weeks had declined 
from 22°4 to 20°3, rose again last week to 22°5 per 1000. After distributing the 
deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 19 per 1000 in 
the West, 21 in the North, 25 in the Central, 25 in the East, and 23 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The’ 1483 deaths included one from small-pox, 36 from measles, 87 from scarlet 
fever, 7 from diphtheria, 50 from whooping-cough, 22 from different forms of 
fever, and 147 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 350 deaths were referred, against 361 and 322 in the two preceding weeks, 
These 350 deaths were 160 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 5:3 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°7 in the West, 
to 7°2 in the East groups of Districts. The 87 fatal cases of scarlet fever 
exceeded the corrected average weekly numbers by 35, and included 33 in South 
London ; this disease showed an excessive fatality in Westminster, St. Pancras, 
Shoreditch, Lambeth, Battersea, and Peckham. ‘The 36 deaths from measles, of 
which 16 occurred in East London, were below the numbers returned in either 
of the two preceding weeks ; they were most numerous in Islington, Bethnal Green, 
and Poplar. The 50 fatal cases of whooping-cough included 16 in the North and 
16 in the South groups of districts. The 7 deaths from diphtheria included 2 in 
Hampstead, and a fatal case of chicken-pox was recorded in Marylebone. The 
22 deaths referred to fever, although showing an increase of 13 upon the excep- 
tionally low number returned in the previous week, were 17 below the corrected 
average in the corresponding week of the last ten years; one was certified as 
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typhus, 15 as enteric or pleas and 6 as simple continued fever. The death 
of a cabinet maker, aged 62 years, in Waterloo Place, Clerkenwell, was referred 
to “relapsing fever, 3 months.” 

The mean temperature exceeded the average on each day of the week ; the mean 
was 65°°2, showing an excess of 3°°1. The deaths referred to diarrhoea, which in 
the four previous weeks had declined from 204 to 182, rose again to 147, and were 
178 below the corrected average in the corresponding week of the last ten years ; 


110 or 75 per cent, were of infants under one year of age, and 26 others of children | 


aged between one and 5 years. The deaths of seven infants, and of one adult were 
referred to simple cholera or choleraic diarrhea. 

The wife of a carpenter, whose age was stated to be 100 years, died on 4th instant, 
in Malden Road, Kentish Town, from “ fracture of the thigh from a fall out of 
“bed.” Inquest. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths ; 52 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 23 from fractures and contusions, 2 from burns and scalds, 
10 from drowning, and 12 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Seven 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the 
streets; from this class of accident 66 cases of injury and maiming came under the 
notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 15th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 197 deaths were recorded, or 13 per cent. of 
the total deaths ; of these, 107 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 84 in 
Hospitals, and 6 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District, Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
225 patients on 14th instant, of which 32 were under treatment for fever, 163 for 
scarlet fever, and 6 for small- -pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater Londou 2872 births and 1738 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 35°6 and 21°6 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 17°5 and 
2-9 per 1000 respectively, against 22:5 and 5°3 in Inner London. The deaths 
referred to the principal zymotic diseases showed an excess in Croydon, Richmond, 
Hornsey, and West Ham. Three more deaths were referred to typhoid fever in 


Croydon. 
RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 22, Bombay 29, Madras 28; Paris 23, Brussels 27, 
Amsterdam 26, Rotterdam 28, The Hague 34, Christiania 25, Berlin 41, Hamburg 
27, Breslau 34, Vienna 19, Buda-Pesth 35, Rome 29, Turin 25, Florence 31; 
Alexandria 46; New York 48, Brooklyn 35, and Philadelphia 30. Diarrhoea and 
infantile cholera were especially fatal in the American cities. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°74 in.; the lowest reading was 29°58 in. on Thursday afternoon, and the highest 29°98 in. 
at the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air was 65°°2, or 3°°1 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. ‘The mean showed an excess on each 
day last week; it ranged from 66°°5 on Sunday 8th, which was 4°°5 above the average, to 
63°°9 on Thursday when the excess was 1°°7. The highest day temperature in the shade was 
78°°9 on Saturday, and the lowest night temperature 57°°5 on Monday; the extreme range in 
the week was, therefore, 21°°4. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self- 
registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 137°°9 on 
Saturday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 4°°9. The 
mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the 
% Royalist ” Police Ship, was 65°°4. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 84, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was S.W., and the 
horizontal movement of the air averaged 10° -3 miles per. hour. tain fell on five days during 
the week, to the amount of *21 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in 14 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 57°°8 in Newcastle, to 64°°4 in Birmingham ; the lowest recorded night temperature was 
50°:0 in Newcastle, and the highest day temperature in the shade 79°°0 in Sunderland. Rain was 
measured in each of the towns ; the amounts varied from ‘99 of an inch in Bristol, to 3°08 inches 
both in Nottingham and Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

Aecording to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 310,567 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 347,079 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight,

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
23rd August 1875. 
Unitrep Kinepom. 

Dourine last week 5438 births and 3607 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other LARGE ‘Towns of the Untrep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 1831. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 24 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 19 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 29 in Glasgow, and 24 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENnauisn Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1icurren ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Nottingham 19, London 
22, Bradford 24, Sheffield 24, Portsmouth 24, Birmingham 24, Sunderland 25, 
Bristol 25, Oldham 25, Leeds 25, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 26, Wolverhampton 27, 
Liverpool 27, Hull 28, Norwich 29, Manchester 29, Leicester 34, and Salford 36. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 6°9 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 3°4 and 4°3 in Nottingham and 
Bradford, to 10°9 and 18:5 in Hull and Leicester. Scarlet fever was fatally 
prevalent in Leicester and Bristol. The annual death-rate from diarrhea, which 
averaged 4°] per 1000 in the eighteen towns, ranged from 1°1 in Nottingham, to 
13°8 in Leicester. The annual death-rate from diarrhea in Leicester has averaged 
13°8 per 1000 during the past four weeks, whereas it has not exceeded 3°6 per 
1000 in the eighteen large towns. 


Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2299 sirtus and 1453 pEatTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 44, whereas the deaths were 134 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been equal 
to 20°3 and 22-5 per 1000, declined last week to 22:0. After distributing the 
deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 21 per 1000 in the 
West, 21 in the North, 23 in the Central, 24in the Kast, and 22 in the South groups 
of Districts. 

The 1453 deaths included one from small-pox, 27 from measles, 59 from scarlet 
fever, 9 from diphtheria, 68 from whooping-cough, 18 from different forms of 
fever, and 181 from diarrhcea ; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 863 deaths were referred, against 322 and 350 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 363 deaths were 90 below the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an annual 
rate of 5°5 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 5°0 in the East, to 5°9 in the 
South groups of districts. The 59 deaths referred to scarlet fever showed a marked 
decline from those returned in each of the five preceding weeks, and only exceeded 
by 3 the corrected average number in the corresponding week of the last ten years ; 
21 were returned in the South, 19 in the West, and 14 in the North groups of 
districts. Six deaths from scarlet fever were returned in Islington, 5 in Chelsea, 
5 in Paddington, and 4 in Deptford. ‘The deaths from measles were again lower 
than in recent weeks, whereas those from whooping-cough were somewhat more 
numerous, and included 18 both in East and South London. Of the 9 fatal cases 
of diphtheria, 2 were recorded in Kentish Town ; and one of chicken-pox occurred 
in St. Olave Southwark, The 18 deaths referred to fever were. 4 less than those 
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returned in the previous week, and were 23 below the corrected average weekly 
number ; two were certified as typhus, 8 as enteric or typhoid, and 8 as simple con- 
tinued fever. ‘Two fatal cases of enteric fever were registered in Chelsea North- 
east sub-district, and one in the London Fever Hospital, of a domestic servant 
admitted from Filey, Yorkshire. 

The mean temperature was again excessive on each of the days last week, espe- 
cially on Monday and Tuesday, and averaged 66°°6 at the Royal Observatory, which 
was 5°°5 above the average for the corresponding period in 60 years. Under the 
influence of the higher temperature of the past two weeks, the fatal cases of diar- 
rheea, which in the two previous weeks had been 132 and 147, further rose last 
week to 181; these were, however, 90 below the corrected average weekly number 
in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 181 deaths from diarrhoea 
included 124 or 69 per cent. of infants under one year of age, and 43 others of 
children aged between one and five years. The deaths of 4 infants and of one adult 
were referred to simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea. 

The cause of the death of an infant in Sussex-road, Islington, was certified as 
follows :—* Diarrhoea 6 days, torpor of brain 2 days, blood taint from bad drainage 
at sea-side resort.” The registrar remarks that the infant had been staying at a 
house in Broadstairs where the water-supply was derived from a well which was 
impregnated with sewage. 

Different forms of violence caused 64 deaths ; 56 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 29 from fractures and contusions, 3 from burns and scalds, 
11 from drowning, and 7 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Six of 
the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the 
streets ; from this class of accident 71 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 22nd 
instant. } 

In the large Public Institutions 227 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 109 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 107 in 
Hospitals, and 11 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
235 patients on 21st instant, of which 37 were under treatment for fever, 168 for 
scarlet fever, and 5 for small-pox. 


GREATER Lonpon. 

In Greater London 2809 births and 1718 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 34°8 and 21°3 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 18:1 and 
3°9 per 1000 respectively, against 22°0 and 5°5 in Inner London. Five more 
deaths from scarlet fever were returned in West Ham sub-district. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 

The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 23, Bombay 31; Paris 23, Brussels 22, Amsterdam 30, 
Rotterdam 31, The Hague 28, Christiania 28, Hamburg 25, Breslau 33, Munich 
45, Vienna 24, Buda-Pesth 38, Rome 27, Naples 37, Turin 23; Alexandria 4] ; 
New York 41, and Brooklyn 36. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°99 in. ; the lowest reading was 29°83 in. on Tuesday afternoon, and the highest 30°19 in. 


on Saturday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 66°°6, or 5°°5 above the average 


in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean showed a considerable excess on 
each of the days last week ; the hottest days were Monday and Tuesday, when the mean was 
72°°5 and 71°°9, and the excess 11°°1 and 10°°7 respectively. The highest day temperature in 
the shade was 85°°4 on Monday, and the lowest night temperature 53°°8 on Saturday; the 
extreme range in the week was, therefore, 31°°6. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown 
by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 144°°8 
on Monday. ‘The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 7°°8. The 
mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the 
“Royalist ” Police Ship, was 67°°6. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 77, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was S.W., and the hori- 
zontal movement of the air averaged 8*3 miles per hour. Rain fell on Thursday and Friday, to 
the amount of 0°89-of an inch. \ 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 282,653 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 321,967 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note,—A cubic metre is equal in volume tg about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons.

Unitep Kinepom. 

Durine last week 5353 births and 3647 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and ‘Twen'ry other LARGE Towns of the Unitep Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 1706. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 25 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 23 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 25 in Glasgow, and 25 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENne@Lisa Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eianteen ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Oldham 16, Bristol 21, 
Bradford 21, London 22, Portsmouth 23, Sunderland 25, Manchester 25, Liverpool 
26, Nottingham 26, Wolverhampton 26, Norwich 26, Leeds 29, Salford 30, Birming- 
ham 30, Hull 32, Sheffield 32, Newcastle-on-Tyne 35, and Leicester 40. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 7°9 per 1000 
in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 3°0 and 4°7 in Oldham and Portsmouth, 
to 15°0 and 18°5 in Salford and Leicester. Scarlet fever was again somewhat 
fatally prevalent in Bristol. The annual death-rate from diarrhcea in the eighteen 
towns, which in the three preceding weeks had been equal to 3°5, 3°7, and 4:1, 
further rose last week to 5°1 per 1000, and ranged from 0°8 in Bristol, to 13°8 and 
16-6 in Wolverhampton and Leicester ; in the latter town the death-rate from this 
disease during the past five weeks has averaged 14°4 per 1000, whereas in the 
eighteen towns it has not exceeded 3°9. 

Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2302 BirtHs and 1440 pratus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 66, whereas the deaths were 45 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been 
equal to 22°5 and 22°0 per 1000, further declined last week to 21°8. After distri- 
buting the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 20 per 
1000 in the West, 21 in the North, 23 in the Central, 24 in the East, and 22 in 
the South groups of Districts. 

The 1440 deaths included one from small-pox, 22 from measles, 71 from scarlet 
fever, 10 from diphtheria, 53 from whooping-cough, 24 from different forms of 
fever, and 215 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 396 deaths were referred, against 322, 350, and 363 in the three preceding 
weeks. These 396 deaths were 26 below the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 6:0 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 4°9 in the West, 
to 6°9 in the South groups of Districts. The 71 fatal cases of scarlet fever 
exceeded those returned in the previous week by 12, and the corrected average 
number in the corresponding week of the last ten years by 15; 27 occurred in 
South London, including 8 in the Asylum District Fever Hospital at Stockwell, 
and 16 in West London, of which 5 were returned in Paddington, 5 in Hammer- 
smith, and 4 in Westminster. The deaths from whooping-cough, although 15 
less than those in the previous week, continue to exceed the corrected average, 
including 12 in East and 19 in South London. Six of the 10 fatal cases of 
diphtheria occurred in South London, and that of chicken-pox in Regent’s Park 
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sub-district. The 24 deaths referred to fever exceeded those in the previous 
week by 6, but were 15 below the corrected average weekly number; 3 were 
certified as typhus, 16 as enteric or typhoid, and 5 as simple continued fever. 
Two fatal cases of enteric fever were recorded in Lambeth Church First sub- 
district, of which one occurred in St. Thomas’s Hospital. 

During the 22 days ending on Friday, 27th instant, the mean temperature at 
the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, showed a continuous excess, and averaged 
65°°0, which was 3°°6 above the mean temperature for the corresponding period 
in sixty years. Under the influence of the high temperature during this warm 
period the fatal cases of diarrhcea, which in the three previous weeks had been 
132, 147, and 181, further rose last week to 215 ; these were, however, 24 below 
the corrected average weekly number in the corresponding week of the last ten 
years. The 215 deaths from diarrhoea last week included 145, or 67 per cent., of 
infants under one year of age, and 54 of children aged between one and five years. 
The deaths of five infants or young children were referred to simple cholera and 
choleraic diarrhoea. 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths; 33 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 14 from fractures and contusions, 2 from burns and scalds, 
7 from drowning, and 6 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Three 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the 
streets; from this class of accident 68 cases of injury and maiming came under the 
notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 29th instant. 
One case of infanticide, and 9 of suicide, were registered. 

In the large Public Institutions 229 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 135 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 87 in 
Hospitals, and 7 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District, Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
255 patients on 28th instant, of which 46 were under treatment for fever, 180 for 
‘scarlet fever, and 3 for small-pox. , 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2788 births and 1701 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 34°6 and 21°1 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 17°9 and 
4°9 per 1000 respectively, against 21°8 and 6°O in Inner London. Three fatal 
cases of enteric fever were returned in Barnet, of which 2 occurred in close 
proximity to some drainage works there in progress; 2 deaths from fever were 
also returned in Willesden. 


RETURNS FROM Foreign CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 22, Bombay 31, Madras 32; Paris 24, Brussels 22, 
Amsterdam 30, Rotterdam 34, The Hague 29, Christiania 24, Berlin 45, Hamburg 
31, Breslau 41, Munich 35, Vienna 24, Buda-Pesth 40, Rome 83, Naples 31, Turin. 
21, Florence 34; Alexandria 44; New York 36, Brooklyn 38, and Philadelphia 25. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°86 in.; the highest reading was 30°14 in. at the beginning of the week, and the lowest 29°71 in. 
ou Tuesday afternoon. The mean temperature of the air was 62°°2, or 1°°7 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was above the average on each 
of the first six days of the week, and was 64°°3 on Thursday, when the excess was 3°°9; on 
Saturday the mean fell to 58°-7 and was 1°°5 below the average. The highest day temperature 
in the shade was 75°°8 on Monday, and the lowest night temperature '49°°1 on Monday ; the 
extreme range in the week was, therefore, 26°-7. The highest temperagure in the sun, as 
shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, 
was 134°°2 on Monday. The difference between the mean dew-point aad air temperature 
averaged 6°°4. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily obser- 
vations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 67°:7. The mean degree of humidity of the 
air was 80, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind 
was §.W., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 7°6 miles per hour. Rain fell on 
Saturday, to the amount of °34 of an inch. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 229,046 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 328,881 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons,

Dorine last week 5457 births and 38740 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and ‘Twenty other Larce Towns of the Untrep Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 1717. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 25 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 25 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 25 in Glasgow, and 21 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLISH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the EiagHTnEN ENGLIsH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—London 22, Sunderland 
24, Sheffield 25, Oldham 25, Portsmouth 26, Liverpool 26, Manchester 28, Bristol 
28, Wolverhampton 30, Hull 30, Leeds 31, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 31, Birmingham 
32, Norwich 35, Csicester 35; Bradford 35, Salford 36, and Nottingham 36. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 8°0O per 1000 
in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 5°4 and 6°1 in Oldham and London, to 
13:7 and 14°3 in Birmingham and Bradford. Scarlet fever showed a considerably 
increased fatality both in Bristol and in Bradford. The annual death-rate from 
diarrhoea in the eighteen towns, which in the four preceding weeks had steadily 
increased from 3°5 to 5'1, declined last week to 4:8 per 1000, and ranged from 2°1 
and 2°8 in Bristol and London, to 10°1 and 11°0 in Norwich and Birmingham. 
The fatality of diarrhoea showed a considerable decline in Leicester. 


LOonpDON. 


In Lonpon 2304 pirtHs and 1429 pEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 67, while the deaths were 6 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death- rate from all causes, which in the three previous weeks had been equal 
to 22°5, 22°0, and 21°8 per 1000, further declined last week to 21:6, a lower 
rate than prev ‘ailed in any of the seventeen other large English towns. After 
distributing the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 
19 per 1000 in the West, 19 in the North, 23 in the Central, 25 in the Kast, and 22 
in the South groups of Districts. 

The 1429 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 22 from measles, 99 from scarlet 
fever, 9 from diphtheria, 60 from whooping-cough, 29 from different forms of 
fever, and 188 from diarrhcea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 409 deaths were referred, against numbers increasing from 322 to 396 in 
the four preceding weeks. These 409 deaths were 24 above the corrected average 
number from the same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 
were equal to an annual rate of 6'1 per 1000. This zymotic rate ranged from 4°7 
in the West, to 7°5 in the East groups of districts. The 99 fatal cases of scarlet 
fever showed a further increase upon those retur ned in recent weeks, and exceeded 
the corrected average number in the corresponding week of the last ten years 
by 38; 32 occurred in the South and 23 in the North groups of Districts, the 
disease being more especially fatal in Paddington, Westminster, Islington, Ber- 
mondsey, Lambeth, and Battersea. The 60 deaths from whooping-cough again — 
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exceeded the corrected average, and included 18 in South and 15 in East London. ~ 
The 9 fatal cases of diphtheria included 2 which occurred on the same day in one 
family in York Cottages, Kensal Road ; inquests were held in these cases. Both 
the deaths classed to small-pox were cases of chicken-pox. ‘The 29 deaths re- 
ferred to fever showed a further increase upon those returned in the two previous 
weeks, but were 13 below the corrected average weekly number ; one was cer- 
tified as typhus, 22 as enteric or typhoid, and 6 as simple continued fever. Four 
fatal cases of enteric fever were recorded in the Fever Hospital at Homerton, and 
2 at Bromley-by-Bow. 

The mean temperature was lower than in recent weeks, and the fatal cases of 
diarrhcea, which in the four previous weeks had steadily increased from 132 to 
215, declined again to 188, which were 10 below the corrected average weekly 
number in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
from diarrhoea averaged 6°9 per 1000 last week in the seventeen provincial towns, 
whereas it did not exceed 2°8 in London, and ranged from 2°2 in the West and 
North, to 3°6 in the East groups of districts. The deaths of 7 infants and of 2 
adults were referred to simple cholera or choleraic diarrhea. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths ; 44 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 15. from fractures and contusions, 4 from burns and scalds, 
15 from drowning, and 8 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. ‘Two 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets; from this class of accident 44 cases of injury and maiming came 
under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
oth instant. Six cases of suicide, and one of infanticide, were registered. 

In the large Public Institutions 280 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 135 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 90 in 
Hospitals, and 5 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
242 patients on 4th instant, of which 41 were under treatment for fever, 176 for 
scarlet fever, and one for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2754 births and 1719 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 84°2 and 21°3 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 19°9 and 
4°7 per 1000 respectively, against 21°6 and 6°1 in Inner London. Three of 
the 8 deaths in Isleworth sub-district were referred to infantile cholera. 


Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., reports that the proportion of organic matter in the 
river waters supplied to the Metropolis during August was much greater than 
during July ; this is attributed to a recent fall of heavy rain before the collection 
of the samples. The Grand Junction Company delivered turbid water on 9th 
August, but with this exception all the samples examined were clear and trans- 
parent. ‘Taking unity to represent the amount of organic impurity in a given 
volume of Kent Company’s water, the proportional amount in an equal volume of 
the water supplied by each of the other Metropolitan Companies was :—New 
River 2°4, Grand Junction 4°8, Chelsea and East London 4°9, Southwark 5°6, 
Lambeth 5°8, and West Middlesex 6°1. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water 
supplied to that town in August was “ worse than it has been for a long time, 
‘“ having a distinct green colour with a brownish tinge, and an unusually large 
“ amount of organic nitrogen.” 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 28, Bombay 28, Madras 31; Paris 23, Brussels 26, 
Amsterdam 30, Rotterdam 25, The Hague 31, Christiania 23, Berlin 43, Hamburg 
33, Breslau 46, Munich 30, Vienna 19, Buda-Pesth 88, Rome 81, Naples 32, 
Turin 19, Florence 88; Alexandria 64; New York 35, and Philadelphia 29.

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METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°93 in.; the lowest reading was 29°70 in. on Sunday morning, and the highest 30-11 in. 
on Wednesday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 60°°0, or 0°-5 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below the average on each of 
the first four, whereas it exceeded the average on the last three days of the week ; on Sunday, 
29th, the mean was 58°°4 and 1°°7 below the average, while on Thursday it was 65°°0 and 
in excess by 5°-7. The highest day temperature in the shade was 74°-9 on Thursday, and the 
lowest night temperature 44°-6 on Wednesday ; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 
30°°3. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a 
blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 133°°2 on Saturday. The difference between 
the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 5°°4. The mean temperature of the water in | 
the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 65°°5. 
The mean degree of humidity of the air was 83, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
The direction "of the wind was variable, and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 11°2 
miles per hour. azn fell on Sunday and Friday, to the amount of °23 of an inch. 

The mean temperature of the week in 15 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 53°°4 in Newcastle-on Tyne, te 59°°2 in Birmingham and Leeds; the lowest recorded night 
temperature was 42°°7 in Nottingham, and the highest day temperature in the shade 74°°8 in 
Norwich. Rain was measured in each of the towns ; the amounts varied from *38 of an inch in 
Norwich, to 2°01 inches in Salford. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 266,397 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 321,157 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons. 


Tue REGISTRAR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the LonDoN WatER ComPaANIEs, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied during the month of 
Aveust 1875: according to their returns 125,186,508 gallons or 568,780 cubic metres of water 
(equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 241 gallons 
(109°5 decalitres) rather more than a ton by weight, to each house, and 33°9 gallons (15°4 deca- 
litres) to each person, against 35°1 gallons during August 1874. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on Hast 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that, during the year 1866, about 82 per cent. of 
the total supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: applying this proportion to the 
total quantity supplied daily in the month of August 1875, it may be estimated that about 
102,652,937 gallons were used for domestic purposes, or about 27°8 gallons per day for each inhabi- 
tant, against 28°8 in the corresponding month of last year. This proportion varies from month to 
month, but the Registrar General has no means of giving a more reliable estimate.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING AUGUST. 


Sir, Royal College of Chemistry, 8rd September 1875. 
I wave to report to you in the following table the results of the chemical examination 
of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the month of August, and I append also the 
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360 Analysis of Metropolitan Waters. 


Taking the amount of organic impurity contained in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water as unity, the proportional amount in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 2°4, Grand Junction 4°8, Chelsea and East London 4°9, 
Southwark 5-6, Lambeth 5°8, and West Middlesex 6°1. 

The water supplied by the Grand Junction Company was again turbid, but that supplied by all 
the remaining Companies was clear and transparent. 

The proportion of organic impurity in all the river waters was much greater than in the previous 
month, the increase being doubtless due to rain fallimg immediately before the collection of the 
samples. This increase is not so great in the case of the New River Company’s water as in the 
other river waters. 

The Kent Company’s water being derived from deep wells in ‘the chalk maintained its usual high 
standard of purity. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water supplied to 
that town was worse than it has been for a long time, having a distinct green colour with a 
brownish tinge, and an unusually large amount of organic nitrogen.

The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water collected on the 9th August at 
the Horse Guards cab-rank had a temperature of 17°0°C. ; 100,000 Ibs. of it contained 29°00 Ibs. 
of solid impurity ; the organic matter, constituting a portion of this impurity, contained *264 Ib. 
of carbon and °040 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained *002 of ammonia, 
and ‘117 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined 
nitrogen in every form was °159 lb. After its descent to the earth as rain, 100,000 lbs. of the 
water had been contaminated with animal matter equivalent to that contained in 870 Ibs. of 
average London sewage. By gradual oxidation this animal contamination has been, so far as 
analysis can show, converted into innocuous inorganic compounds before the water was sub- 
mitted to investigation. The above weight of water also contained 1°35 lbs. of chlorine. Finally, 
100,000 Ibs. of the water contained 20:3 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of 
other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

As the Kent Company’s water is unpolluted, and as it is drawn from deep wells, the evidence of 
previous sewage or animal contamination which it exhibits may safely be disregarded.

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the E1agntenn ENGLisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 20, London 
23, Sheffield 24, Sunderland 24, Oldham 24, Birmingham 24, Norwich 25, Not- 
tingham 25, Wolverhampton 26, Bristol 27, Leeds 29, Leicester 29, Manchester 
30, Newcastle-on-Tyne 30, Bradford 32, Liverpool 33, Salford 36, and Hull 39. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 7°3 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 4°9 and 5°9 in Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne and London, to 12°5 and 13°5 in Hull and Salford. Scarlet fever continues 
fatal in Bristol and Bradford. The annual death-rate from diarrhoea in the eighteen 
towns, which had been 5°*1 and 4°8 in the two previous weeks, further declined 
last week to 4°4 per 1000, and ranged from 1°9 in Bristol, to 9°4 and 9-5 in 
Birmingham and Norwich. The fatality of diarrhoea showed a further marked 
decline in Leicester. 


LONDON. 


In Lonnon 2288 sirtus and 1492 pEeatHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 88, and the deaths by 77, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the four previous weeks had steadily declined 
from 22°5 to 21°6 per 1000, was last week 22°6. After distributing the deaths 
in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 19 per 1000 in the West, 
21 in the North, 22 in the Central, 25 in the East, and 25 in the South groups of 

Districts. 

- The 1492 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 25 from measles, 71 from scarlet 
fever, 5 from diphtheria, 69 from whooping-cough, 26 from different forms of 
fever, and 190 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 388 deaths were referred, against numbers increasing from 322 to 409 in the 
five preceding weeks. These 388 deaths exceeded by 24 the corrected average 
number from the same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, 
and were equal to an annual rate of 5:9 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 
4°7in the West, to6°9 in the East groups of Districts. The 71 fatal cases of scarlet 
fever were 18 less than those returned in the previous week, and corresponded 
with the corrected average number in the corresponding week of the last ten years ; 
24 occurred in the South and 16 in the West groups of Districts, and the disease 
was especially fatal in Paddington, Marylebone, Limehouse, and Battersea. The 
69 deaths from whooping-cough again considerably exceeded the average, and in- 
cluded 23 in South London. Of the 25 deaths from measles, no less than 8 
occurred in Bethnal Green. The 26 deaths referred to fever were within 3 of 
those returned in the previous week, and were 15 below the corrected average 
weekly number ; one was certified as typhus, 13 as enteric or typhoid, and 12 
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as simple continued fever. ‘Two fatal cases of enteric fever were recorded in 
Battersea, in which sub-district 42 per cent. of the deaths from all causes resulted 
from the principal zymotic diseases. 

The fatal cases of diarrhoea, which in the two previous weeks had been 215 
and 188, were last week 190, and exceeded by 15 the corrected average number 
in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual death-rate from 
diarrhoea averaged 2°9 per 1000 last week, and ranged from 2°0 in the West, to 
3°8 in the East groups of Districts. The deaths of 10 infants and children, and 
of 2 adults, were referred to simple cholera or choleraic diarrhea. . 

The death of a child, aged 12 years, on 7th instant, in St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, 
was referred to “ hydrophobia from the bite of a cat, about seven weeks.” 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths ; 39 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 8 from fractures and contusions, 3 from burns and scalds, 
16 from drowning, and. 7 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. One 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions was caused by horses or vehicles in the 
streets; from this class of accident 63 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
12th September. Six cases of suicide, one of infanticide, and 2 of manslaughter, 
were registered. 

In the large Public Institutions 200 deaths were recorded, or 13 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 105 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 86 in 
Hospitals, and 9 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
257 patients on 11th instant, of which 43 were under treatment for fever, 186 for 
scarlet fever, and 2 for small-pox. . 


GREATER LONDON. 


Tn Greater London 2746 births and 1770 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 834°1 and 22:0 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 19°O and 
4°7 per 1000 respectively, against 22°6 and 5°9 in Inner London. ‘Two fatal 
cases of fever, and 6 of diarrhoea, were returned in Croydon sub-district. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 29, Bombay 29, Madras 30; Paris 23, Brussels 19, 
Amsterdam 26, Rotterdam 29, The Hague 28, Christiania 20, Berlin 38, Hamburg 
30, Breslau 33, Munich 39, Vienna 23, Buda-Pesth 34, Rome 32, Naples 27, Turin 
17; Alexandria 50; New York 34, Brooklyn 34, and Philadelphia 25. | 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the Sarometer last week was | 
29°91 in.; the highest reading was 30°16 in. on Monday morning, and the lowest 29°58 in. on 
Wednesday evening. The mean temperature of the air was 60°°8, or 2°°5 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- | 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean showed a considerable excess on 
each of the first five days of the week, whereas it was below the average on Friday and Satur- | 
day. On Wednesday the mean was 66°°2 and in excess by 7°°9, while on Friday it was but : 
57°°0 and 1°°0 below the average. The highest day temperature in the shade was 79°°9 on) 
Wednesday, and the lowest night temperature 47°-7 on Monday; the extreme range in the» 
week was, therefore, 32°°2. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering } 
thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 135°°4 on Thursday... 
The difference between the mean dew- point and air temperature averaged 7°°3. The meant 
temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the ‘ Royalist ”' 
Police Ship, was 64°°7. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 77, complete saturationl 
being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was S.E. and N.E., and thet 
horizontal movement of the air averaged 6°6 miles per hour. No rain fell during the week. 

The mean temperature of the week in14 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged! 
from 58°°2 in Bristol] and Newcastle, to 62°°9 in Sunderland; the lowest recorded night tempera= 
ture was 42°°0 in Leicester, and the highest day temperature in the shade 80°-0 in Norwich.| 
‘Rain was measured in each of the towns; the amounts varied from *06 of an inch in Leicester,! 
to 1°13 inches in Newcastle. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average} 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 235,695 cubic metres at Crossness 
and 316,998 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. = |

Durine last week 5508 births and 3470 deaths were registered in LONDoN 
and Twenty other LarGe Towns of the Unirep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 2038. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 23 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 20 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 22 in Glasgow, and 238 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLisH Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Erearrun Encuisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—London 20, Nottingham 
23, Manchester 23, Portsmouth 24, Sheffield 25, Bristol 25, Birmingham 26, 
Sunderland 26, Oldham 26, Liverpool 26, Newcastle 27, Leeds 28, Wolverhampton 
31, Norwich 31, Hull 31, Salford 32, Leicester 35, and Bradford 36. The annual 
death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 6°6 per 1000 in the 
eighteen towns, and ranged from 4:0 and 4°6 in Nottingham and Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, to 10°9 and 14:0 in Wolverhampton and Bradford. The fatal cases of 
scarlet fever were exceedingly numerous in Bradford and Bristol. The deaths 
referred to diarrhcea in the eighteen towns continue to decline; the annual death- 
rate from this disease averaged 3°6 per 1000 last week in these towns, and ranged 
from 2*2 in London, to 7°8 and 8°7 in Birmingham, and Wolverhampton. 


Lonpbon. 

In Lonpon 2389 sirtHs and 1338 pEATHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 135, while the deaths were 40 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been 21°6 
and 22°6 per 1000, declined to 20°3 last week, and was 6°9 per 1000 below the 
average rate in the seventeen large provincial towns furnishing returns. After 
distributing the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 
20 per 1000 in the West, 21 in the North, 20 in the Central, 23 in the East, and 19 
in the South groups of Districts. 

The 13388 deaths included 15 from measles, 82 from scarlet fever, 9 from 
diphtheria, 50 from whooping-cough, 24 from different forms of fever, 147 from 
diarrhoea, and not one from small-pox ; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 327 deaths were referred, against 409 and 388 in the two preceding 
weeks. These 327 deaths were 5 below the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 4°9 per 1000. This zymotic rate ranged from 4°4 in the West, to 
o°9 in the Central groups of Districts. The 82 fatal cases of scarlet fever 
exceeded those returned in the previous week by 11, and the corrected average 
number in the corresponding week of the last ten years by 8; 21 occurred in 
the North and 26 in the South groups of registration Districts, and the disease 
showed especial fatality in Hammersmith, Marylebone, Islington, Shoreditch, and 
Bethnal Green. The 15 deaths from measles were somewhat below the average, 
whereas those from whooping-cough again showed an excess. The 24 deaths re- 
ferred to fever were 2 less than those returned in the previous week, and were 
19 below the corrected average weekly number; 2 were certified as typhus, 16 
as enteric or typhoid, and 6 as simple continued fever. Three fatal cases of 
enteric fever were returned in Hackney Road sub-district, and 2 both in Chelsea 
North West and Mile End Old Town Western sub-districts. 
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It is worthy of note that during the four weeks ending last Saturday of 49 deaths 


registered in Hackney Road sub-district of Bethnal Green 25, or 51 per cent., were 


referred to the seven principal zymotic diseases, including 7 from measles, 6 from 
scarlet fever, 5 from diarrhoea, 3 from enteric fever, 3 from whooping-cough, and 
one from small-pox. 

The mean temperature showed a marked excess upon the mean for the corre- 
sponding period in sixty years on each day last week, and averaged 63°°2, which 
was 6°-1 above the averege for the week. ‘The fatal cases of diarrhoea, however, 
which had been 188 and i190 in the two previous weeks, declined to 147, and 
exceeded the corrected average number in the corresponding week of the last 
ten years by but 5. The annual death-rate from this disease was equal to 2°2 per 


1000, and was lower than in any one of the seventeen provincial towns furnishing 


returns, among which it averaged 5°1 per 1000. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths ; 43 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 23 from fractures and contusions, 2 from burns and scalds, 
8 from drowning, 2 from poison, and 4 of infants under one year of age from 
suffocation. Seven of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by 
horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of accident 66 cases of injury 
and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during 
the seven days ending 19th instant. 

The cause of the death of the son of a labourer, aged 18 years, in St. Thomas’ 
Hospital on 5th instant, was found at the inquest to be “hydrophobia, bite of a 
dog between two and three months, first symptoms three days before death.” 

In the large Public Institutions 209 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 116 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 91 “in 
Hospitals, and 2 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
272 patients on 18th instant, of which 42 were under treatment for fever, 202 for 
scarlet fever, and 2 for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2776 births and 1609 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 84°4 and 20°0 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 18°6 and 
5°7 per 1000 respectively, against 20°38 and 4'9in Inner London. Three fatal 
cases of scarlet fever were registered.in Bexley and Hendon sub-districts, and 2 of 
fever in Willesden. Of the 25 deaths in West Ham sub-district, 18 were referred 
to diarrhoea, and 2 to scarlet fever.

METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°98 in.; the highest reading was 30°14 in. on Sunday morning, and the lowest 29°83 in. 
on Saturday afternoon. The mean temperature of the air was 63°°2, or 6°°1 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by “Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean showed a considerable excess on 
each day of the week ; on Friday and Saturday the mean was so high as 65°°5 and 66°°0, and 
exceeded the average by 8°°9 and 9°°6, respectively. The highest day temperature in the shade 
was 81°°0 on Saturday, and the lowest night temperature 47°°8 on Thursday ; the extreme range 
in the week was, therefore, 33°:2. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self- 


registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 134°°4 on » 


Wednesday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 8°°8 

The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at 
the “Royalist ” Police Ship, was 63°°9. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 74, com- 
plete saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was N.E., and the 
horizontal movement of the air averaged 11 miles per hour. Jtazn fell on Friday to the extent 


of °18 of an inch. 
According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 


daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 242,599 cubic metres at Crossness, : 


and 300,088 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

Durina last week 4874 births and 3448 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twen'ry other LARGE Towns of the Unrrep Kingpom. The natural increase 
of population was 1426. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 23 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 


was 17 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 25 in Glasgow, and 24 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGiisu Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last. week in the Eianteen ENGLIS& 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Wolverhampton 20, 
London 20, Bristol 20, Portsmouth 23, Sheffield 23, Birmingham 24, Leicester 25, 
Sunderland 25, Norwich 26, Newcastle-on-Tyne 26, Manchester 27, Liverpool 28, 
Leeds 29, Nottingham 29, Hull 30, Oldham 33, Bradford 35, and Salford 388. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 6°1 per 1000 
in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 3°6 and 3°7 in Wolverhampton and 
Manchester, to 13'1 and 13°6 in Salford and Bradford. The fatal cases of scarlet 
fever were again numerous in Bradford and Bristol. The deaths referred to diarrhoea 
in the eighteen towns continue to decline, although they exceeded the number re- 
turned in the corresponding week of either of the last two years. Four of the 
five fatal cases of small-pox in the eighteen towns were returned in Leeds, where 
the disease threatens to become epidemic; the Small-pox Hospital.in this town 
contained 33 small-pox patients on Saturday evening last, and it is reported that 
fully as many more cases existed in different parts of the borough. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2127 sirtHs and.1319 pEaTHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 170 below, whereas the deaths exceeded 
by 2, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been equal 
to 22°6 and 20°3 per 1000, further declined last week to 20°0. After distributing 
the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 17 per 1000 in 
the West, 19 in the North, 21 in the Central, 23 in the East, and 21 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The 1319 deaths included 13 from measles, 90 from scarlet fever, 12 from 
diphtheria, 49 from whooping-cough, 18 from different forms of fever, 125 from 
diarrhea, and not ene from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 307 deaths were referred, against 388 and 327 in the two preceding 
weeks. These 307 deaths were 11 above the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 4°7 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°8 in the West 
and Central, to 5°2 in the North groups of Districts. The 90 fatal cases of scarlet 
fever showed a further increase of 8 upon those returned in the two preceding 
weeks, and exceeded by 18 the corrected average number in the corresponding 
week of the last ten years; 29 occurred in the North and 32 in the South 
groups of Districts, the disease being especially fatal in Marylebone, Pancras, 
Peckham, and Deptford. The 12 deaths from diphtheria included 2 in Islington 
East, and 3 in Kennington First sub-districts ; 2 of the latter occurring in one 
family in White Hart Street. One of the 2 deaths referred to diphtheria in Islington 
was certified from “blood poisoning, diphtheritie sore throat,” the disease being 
attributed to defective drains. ‘The tatal cases of measles were below the average, 
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while those of whooping-cough, although below the numbers returned in recent weeks 
were again excessive. The 18 deaths referred to fever were considerably fewer 
than those in any of the four previous weeks, and were 27 below the corrected 
average weekly number; one was certified as typhus, 12 as enteric or typhoid, and 
5 as simple continued fever. 

The mean temperature at the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, again showed a 
marked excess, upon the mean for the corresponding period in sixty years, on each 
of the days last week except Thursday and Friday, and averaged 60°°1, or 4°°7 in 
excess of the average for the week. The fatal cases of diarrhea further declined 
to 125, but exceeded the corrected average weekly number by 18. The annual 
death-rate from this disease was equal to 1°9 per 1000, against 4°6 in the seventeen 
provincial towns furnishing returns. 

Different forms of violence caused 45 deaths; 38 were the result of negligence 

or accident, including 13 from fractures and contusions, 3 from burns and scalds, 
11 from drowning, 3 from poison, and 6 of infants under one year of age from 
suffocation. Six of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses 
or vehicles in the streets; from this class of accident 48 cases of injury and 
maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the 
seven days ending 26th instant. 
_ In the large Public Institutions 200 deaths were recorded, or 15 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 126 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 68 in 
Hospitals, and 6 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District: Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
281 patients on 25th instant, of which 39 were under treatment for fever, and 211 
for scarlet fever ; the Asylum District Hospitals did not contain a single small-pox 
patient on Saturday evening last. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2568 births and 1561 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 31°8 and 19°4 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 16°6 and 
3°6 per 1000 respectively, against 20-0 and 4:7 in Inner London. The only 
fatal cases of fever returned last week in the Outer Ring were 2 which occurred 
in Croydon, making 15 that have there been recorded since the beginning of July. 


RETURNS FrRoM Foreign CITIES. 


Tke annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Bombay was 22, Madras 30; Paris 23, Brussels 20, Amsterdam 29, 
Rotterdam 27, The Hague 21, Copenhagen 27, Christiania 13, Berlin 34, Hamburg 
State 24, Breslau 33, Vienna 22, Buda-Pesth 386, Rome 36, Naples 32, Turin 21; 
Florence 29; Alexandria 45; and New York 34. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°80 in.; the highest reading was 29°99 in. on Thursday evening, and the lowest 29°54 in. on 
Wednesday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 60°°1, or 4°°7 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-7 3, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean showed a considerable excess on 
each day of the week, except Thursday and Friday ; on Sunday, 19th, the mean was 66°°0 and 
9°*9 above the average, while on Thursday it was only 55°:0 and was 0°°2 below the average. 
The highest day temperature in the shade was 80°°0 on Sunday, and the lowest night tem- 
perature 51°°5 on Friday and Saturday; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 28°°5. 
The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened 
bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 140°-0 on Sunday. The difference between the mean 
dew- point and air temperature averaged 4°*6. The mean temperature of the water in the 
Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the * Royalist ” Police Ship, was 64°°1. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 85, complete saturation being represented by 100. The 
general directon of the wind was §.W. and S.E., and the horizontal movement of the air 
averaged 10 miles per hour. Razin fell on each day of the week to the aggregate amount of two 
and a quarter inches. 

The mean temperature of the week in 14 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 55°°5 in Sunderland, to 60°-1 in Norwich; the lowest recorded night temperature was 40°°0 
in Newcastle upon-Tyne, and the highest day temperature in the shade 81°°0 in Leicester. Rain 
was measured in each of these towns; the amount varying from 1-20 inches in Newcastle- on-Tyne, 
to 3°12 inches in Wolverhampton. 

According to returns furnisned by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 343,949 cubic metres at Crossness

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Dorine last week 5459 births and 8660 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other Lance {owns of the Unirep Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 1799. ‘The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 25 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 23 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 21 in Glasgow, and 28 in Dublin, 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENn@LisH Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Erantren ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Nottingham 20, London 
21, Norwich 22, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 22, Portsmouth 28, Oldham 24, Leicester 
27, Wolverhampton 28, Sheffield 28, Liverpool 29, Bristol 29, Bradford 29, 
Birmingham 30, Manchester 30, Sunderland 31, Leeds 32, Hull 35, and Salford 35, 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 6°7 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 3°4 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, to 11°5 
and 12°5 in Leeds and Hull. The deaths referred to diarrhea in the eighteen 
towns again considerably exceeded the numbers returned in the corresponding 
week of recent years, and were equal to an annual rate of 3°4 per 1000; the rate 
from diarrhea ranged from 1°3 and 1°5 in Bristol and Newcastle-upon-Tyne, to 
7°5 and 9:0 in Leeds and Hull. Scarlet fever is still fatally prevalent in Bristol. 
In Leeds the death of an adult, certified as imperfectly vaccinated, was referred to 
small-pox, and 2 fatal cases of this disease occurred in Bristol, Fever is some- 
what fatally prevalent in Portsmouth. 


Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2368 sirtHs and 1401 pEaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 92, and the deaths by 28, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the three previous weeks had been equal to 
22°6, 20°3, and 20°0 per 1000, rose again last week to 21°2. After distributing 
the deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 18 per 1000 
in the West, 20 in the North, 22 in the Central, 24 in the East, and 22 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The 1401 deaths included 11 from measles, 113 from scarlet fever, 12 from 
diphtheria, 44 from whooping-cough, 25 from different forms of fever, and 145 
from diarrhcea ; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic class 350 deaths 
were referred, against numbers declining from 409 to 307 in the four preceding 
weeks. These 350 deaths exceeded by 61 the corrected average number from the 


same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 


annual rate of 5°38 per 1000. This zymotic rate ranged from 3°3 in the West, to 
6°3 in the South groups of Districts. ‘The deaths referred to scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, whooping-cough, and diarrhcea were in excess, whereas those from the 
other zymotic diseases were below the average. The 113 fatal cases of scarlet 
fever exceeded the numbers in recent weeks, and included 30 in the North and 47 
in the South groups of Districts; 13 occurred in Marylebone, 6 in Camden and 
Kentish Town, 11 in Bermondsey and Rotherhithe, 15 in Lambeth, 4 in Battersea, 
and 5 in Deptford. The 12 deaths from diphtheria corresponded with the number 
in the previous week, and included 2 in University College Hospital. The 44

fatal cases of whooping-cough showed a further decline from the numbers in recent 
weeks, although they exceeded the eorrected average; no less than 82 were 
returned in East and South London, The 25 deaths referred to fever exceeded 
those-in the previous ‘week by 7, but were 19 below the corrected average number 
in the corresponding week of the last ten years ; 2 were certified as typhus,.18 as 
enteric, and 5 as simple continued fever. ‘Two deaths from enteric fever occurred 

in Kensington, and .2 in the Fever Hospital at Homerton. The fatal cases of 
diarrhcea, which in the three previous weeks had been 190, 147, and 125, rose again 
last week to 145, and exceeded the corrected average weekly number by 58. ‘The 
annual death-rate from this disease was equal to 2°2 per 1000, whereas in the 
seventeen provincial towns furnishing returns it was so high as 4°6. The deaths 
of 3 young children and of 3 adults were referred to simple cholera and choleraic 
diarrheea. | 

: The deaths of 2 boys, aged respectively 11 and 14 years, were referred to hydro- 
phobia, in St. Thomas’s and Guy’s Hospitals. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths ; 38 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 21 from fractures and contusions, 5 from drowning, and 
6 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Seven of the deaths from 
fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from 
this class of accident 65 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of 
the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 3d instant. Seven 
cases of suicide were registered. 

In the large Public Institutions 214 deaths were recorded, or 15 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 127 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 81 in 
Hospitals, and 6 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox — 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
293 patients on 2nd instant, of which 41 were under treatment for fever, 225 for 
‘scarlet fever, and one for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. ; 


In Greater London 2890 births and 1665 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 85:9 and 20°7 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 18°1 and 
4-9 per 1000 respectively, against 21:2 and 5°3 in Inner London. Fever caused 
2 deaths both in Croydon and Enfield; and of 4 deaths in Edgware, 2 were referred 
‘both to measles and whooping-cough.

The annual raté of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 29, Bombay 26, Madras 30; Paris 20, Brussels 22, 
Amsterdam 25, Rotterdam 22, The Hague 19, Christiania 20, Berlin 31, Hamburg 
24, Breslau 31, Munich 380, Vienna 21, Buda-Pesth 33, Rome 33, Naples 26, 
Turin 18; Alexandria 43; New York 32, Brooklyn 80, and Philadelphia 20, 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°66 in.; the lowest reading was 29°35 in. on Sunday night, 26th ultimo, and the highest 
29°90 in. on Thursday evening. ‘The mean temperature of the air was 55°°1, or 0°-7 above 
the average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher 
from thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was 60°°5 on Sunday, 
26th, and was in excess by 5°*8, whereas on Saturday it had fallen to 50°°7 and was 3°°5 below 
the average. The highest day temperature in the shade was 68°°4 on Sunday, and the lowest 
night temperature 45°°3 on Saturday; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 23°-1, 
The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened 
bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 122°*1 on Monday. The difference between the mean 
dew-point and air temperature averaged 5°°7. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, 
derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 60°°2. The mean 
degree of humidity of the air was 82, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general 
direction of the wind was W.S.W. and S.W., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 
f6 miles per hour. ain fell on four days during the week, to the amount of *84 of an inch, 
of which °74 of an inch was measured during Saturday. 


According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 301,776 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 346,156 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many-tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons.

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Durina last week 5272 births and 8365 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other LARGE Towns of the Unirep Kinapvom. The natural increase 
of population was 1907. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 23 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 22 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 22 in Glasgow, and 23 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE Enauisu Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eianteen Enarisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Sunderland 17, Wol- 
verhampton 17, Nottingham 19, London 21, Liverpool 22, Leeds 22, Portsmouth 23, 
Norwich 23, Birmingham 23, Newcastle-on-Tyne 25, Sheffield 25, Hull 25, Salford 
27, Oldham 27, Manchester 28, Bristol 28, Bradford 81, and Leicester 32. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 5°9 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°5 and 3°4 in Wolverhampton 
and Sunderland, to 9°6 in Bristol and Oldham, and 10°2 in Portsmouth. The fatal 
cases of scarlet fever continue to show a general increase in the eighteen towns, the 
disease being more especially prevalent in Bristol, Nottingham, Bradford, Leicester, 
and Salford. Four deaths were referred to small-pox in Bristol, and 2 in Leeds. 
The deaths from fever were excessive in Oldham, Hull, and Sheffield. 


Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2246 sBirtHs and 1397 pEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 42 below, whereas the deaths exceeded 
by 29, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been equal 
to 20°0 and 21°2 per 1000, was again 21°2 last week. After distributing the 
deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 19 per 1000 in the 
West, 20 in the North, 20 in the Central, 23 in the East, and 22 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The 1397 deaths included 21 from measles, 110 from scarlet fever, 15 from 
diphtheria, 47 from whooping-cough, 29 from different forms of fever, 105 from 
diarrhea, and not one from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotie class 327 deaths were referred, against 307 and 350 in the two preceding 
weeks. These 327 deaths exceeded by 50 the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 5:0 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°7 in the West 
to 6°0 in the South groups of Districts. The 110 fatal cases of scarlet fever, 
although 3 less than the number returned in the previous week, exceeded the 
corrected weekly average for the corresponding week in the last ten years by 21, 
including 45 in the South and 23 in the North groups of Districts; 6 occurred in 
Hammersmith and Fulham, 7 in Islington, 8 in Shoreditch, 8 in Bermondsey and 
Rotherhithe, 7 in Battersea, and 5 both in Peckham and Deptford. Three deaths 
from diphtheria were returned in Regent’s Park sub-district, and 3 in Islington. 
The 21 fatal cases of measles, including 6 in Lambeth, exceeded the number in 
recent weeks ; and of the 47 deaths from whooping-cough, 17 oecurred in the South 
and 10 in the North groups of districts. The 29 deaths referred to fever 
showed a further increase upon those returned in recent weeks, but were 14 below 
the corrected aycrage number in the corresponding week of the last ten years; 
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5 were certified as typhus, 18 as enteric or typhoid, and 6 as simple continued 
fever. Four of the five deaths from typhus occurred in East London, and 2 
deaths were referred to enteric fever both in Bow and Lambeth Church First 
sub-districts. 

The deaths from diarrhoea, which had been 125 and 145 in the two previous 
weeks, declined 10 105 last week, but exceeded the corrected average weekly 
number by 39; in the corresponding week of 1873 and 1874 the deaths referred 
to this disease did not exceed 71 and 44. The 250 deaths referred to diarrhea 
during the past two weeks have included 163, or 65 per cent., of infants under 
one year of age ; in the four preceding weeks this proportion had been equal to 75 
per cent, The deaths of 2 children last week in Marylebone, aged respectively 
‘seven and nine years, resulted from choleraic diarrhea. 

Different forms of violence caused 39 deaths ; 32 were the result of negligence 
or:accident, including 20 from fractures and contusions, 6 from drowning, and 3 
of infants under one year of age from suffocation. A death in the Hospital for 
Diseases of the Heart was referred to painter’s colic, and one in the Seaman’s 
Hospital occurred while the patient was under the influence of chloroform. ‘Three 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets; from this class of accident 49 cases of injury and maiming came 
under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
10th instant. Four cases of suicide were registered. 

In the large Public Institutions 216 deaths were recorded, or 15 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 123 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 82 in 
Hospitals, and 11 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District. Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
314 patients on 9th instant, of which 49 were under treatment for fever, and 249 
for scarlet fever, and one for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2709 births and 1674 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 33°6 and 20°8 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from aJjl causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 19°0O and 
4°1 per 1000 respectively, against 21°2 and 5:0 in Inner London. Five deaths 
were referred to scarlet fever in West Ham and 8 in Chiswick sub-districts. Four 
fatal cases of fever occurred in Croydon, and 3 of enteric fever in Teddington. 


. Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., reports, as the result of a chemical examination of the — 
waters supplied to the Metropolis during the month of September, that the pro- 
portion of “ organic impurity in all the river waters was much less than that 
“ observed in August,” and that the water supplied by the New River Company 
was in this respect nearly as pure as the Kent Company’s water derived from deep 
wells in the chalk. All traces of “ previous sewage contamination” in the East 
London Company’s water had been obliterated by long storage in reservoirs. The 
Lambeth Company’s water, however, when drawn at the cab rank in the West- 
minster Bridge Road, on 15th September, was “ slightly turbid and contained 
‘* moving organisms visible to the naked eye.” ‘The remainder of the samples, 
when drawn for analysis, had been efficiently filtered. ‘Taking unity to represent 
the amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s water, 
the proportional amount in an equal volume of the water supplied by each of the 
other Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 1°2, West Middlesex 2°8, South- 
wark 2°9, East London 2°9, Grand Junction 3°1, Lambeth 3°1, and Chelsea 3°6.. 
_ Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, while stating that there 
was during September a considerable improvement in the quality of the water 
supplied to that town, reports that “ the nitrogenous constituents still range high.”

METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the Barometer last seek was’ 
29°85 in.; the highest reading was 29°30 in. on Wednesday evening, and the lowest 29°39 in. on 
Saturday ‘afternoon. The mean temperature of the air was 54°°3, or 1°-4 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below the average on Sunday, 
Wednesday, and Saturday, whereas it was in excess on each of the other days. On Monday the 
mean was 59°°4 and 5°:9 above the average, while on Saturday it fell to 50°*4 and the deficiency 
was 1°°5. The highest day temperature in the shade was 68°°8 on Tuesday, and the lowest 
night temperature 43°°0 on Saturday; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 25°°8. 
The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened. 
bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 110°°3 on Wednesday. The difference between the mean 
dew- point and air temperature averaged 5°°0. The mean temperature of the water in the 
Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist” Police Ship, was 57°°6. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 84, complete saturation being represented by 100. The 
general direction of the wind was W.S.W. and 8.W., and the horizontal movement of the air 
averaged 14°6 miles per hour. ain fell on three days during the week, to the amount of °49 of 
an inch. | 

The mean temperature of the week in 15 other large English towns furnishing returns ranged. 
from 51°°3 in Bristol, to 56°°7 in Sunderland; the lowest recorded night temperature was 40°°4 in 
Bristol and Birmingham, and the highest day temperature in the shade 75°°0 in Sunderland. Rain 
was measured in each of the towns; the amounts varied from +08 of an inch in Sunderland, to | 
2°49 inches in Leicester. 

According to a return furnished by the Engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 279,940 cubic metres at Crossness, 
equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons, 


Tue ReaistrRar GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the LonpoN WaTEeR ComPANIES, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied during the month of 
SePreMBER 1875: according to their returns 126,241,078 gallons or 573,571 cubic metres of water 
(equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 242°7 gallons 
(110-3 decalitres) rather more than a ton by weight, to each house, and 34°2 gallons (15°5 deca- 
litres) to each person, against 33°2 gallons during September 1874, 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that, during the year 1866, about 82 per cent. of 
the total supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: applying this proportion to the 
total quantity supplied daily in the month of September 1875, it may be estimated that about 
103,517,684 gallons were used for domestic purposes, or about 28°0 gallons per day for each inhabi- 
tant, against 27°2 in the corresponding month of last year. This proportion varies from month to 
month, but the Registrar General has no means of giving a more reliable estimate.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING SEPTEMBER. 


Sir, Royal College of Chemistry, 1st October 1875. 

I wave to report to you in the following table the results of the chemical examination 
of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the month of September, and I append also the 
results yielded by the Birmingham water supply furnished by Dr. Hill. 

Taking the amount of organic impurity contained in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water as unity, the proportional amount in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 1°2, West Middlesex 2°8, Southwark 2°9, East London 
2°9, Grand Junction 3:1, Lambeth 3°1, and Chelsea 3°6. 

The Lambeth Company’s water was slightly turbid and contained moving organisms visible to 
the naked eye. The rest of the samples had been efficiently filtered before delivery. 

The proportion of organic impurity in all the river waters was much less than that observed in 
August, and the New River Company’s water was, in this respect, nearly as pure as that supplied 
from the Kent Company’s deep wells. 

By long storage in reservoirs, the evidence of previous sewage contamination in the East London 
Company’s water had been cbliterated. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that “there is considerable 
‘‘ improvement in the water supplied to that town, but the nitrogenous constituents still range

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, and 12 all relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water collected on the 15th September at 
the Horse Guards cab-rank had a temperature of 16°5°C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 27:20 lbs. 
of solid impurity ; the organic matter, constituting a portion of this impurity, contained -156 lb. 
of carbon and -033 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained no ammonia, 
and °169 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined 
nitrogen in every form was °203 lb. After its descent to the earth as rain, 100,000 Ibs. of the 
water had been contaminated with animal matter equivalent to that contained in 1370 Ibs. of 
average London sewage. By gradual oxidation this animal contamination has been, so far as 
analysis can show, converted into innocuous inorganic compounds before the water was sub- 
mitted to investigation. The above weight of water also contained 1°63 1bs. of chlorine. Finally, 
100,000 Ibs. of the water contained 19-7 Ibs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of 
other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

As the Kent Company’s water is unpolluted, and as it is drawn from deep wells, the evidence of 
previous sewage or animal contamination which it exhibits may safely be disregarded. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by mul- 
tiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same operation 
transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

4 death- rate from all causes, which had been equal to 21°2 per 1000 in each of the 
y\two preceding weeks, rose last week to 21°8. After distributing the deaths in 
# institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 18 per 1000 in the West, 
-}21 in the North, 24 in the Central, 23 in the East, and 23 in the South groups of 
| Districts. 

The 1442 deaths included one from small-pox, 23 from measles, 122 from scarlet 
fever, 9 from diphtheria, 837 from whooping-cough, 29 from different forms of 
Aifever, and 78 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 

; class '299 deaths were referred, against 350 and 327 in the two preceding weeks. 
u\These 299 deaths exceeded the corrected average number from the same diseases’ 
in the corresponding week of the last ten years by 29, and were equal to an 
Siannual rate of 4°5 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 4°2 in the Central, 
- to 5°] in the West groups of Districts. The 122 deaths from scarlet fever 
pp exceeded those in the previous week by 12, and the corrected average for the 

corresponding week in the last ten years by 31. In proportion to population the 
pe epidemic was least fatal last week in the Central, and most so in the South 
Hijeroups of Districts; the fatal cases were especially numerous in Haggerston, 
. Rotherhithe, Peckham, and Deptford. The 23 deaths from measles exceeded the 
fi numbers in recent weeks, and included 4 in Chelsea, 4 in Pancras, and 3 in White- 

chapel Districts. The fatal cases of whooping-cough, although still above the 
EP average, were lower than in any week since the middle of October last. The 
pi 29 deaths referred to fever corresponded with the number returned in the pre- 

(an ay and were 17 below the corrected weekly average; 2 were certified 
| - 
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as typhus, 22 as enteric or typhoid, and 5 as simple continued fever. The 2 
deaths from typhus occurred in Fulham and Limehouse, and 2 fatal cases of enteric 
fever were returned in St. Mary Paddington, Christchurch Marylebone, and in 
Hackney registration sub-districts. 

The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 145 and 105 in the two preceding 
weeks, further declined to 78 last week; these, however, exceeded the corrected 
weekly average by 25, and in the corresponding week of 1873 and 1874 the 
numbers did not exceed 43 and 38. The 78 last week included 54, or 69 per cent., 
of infants under one year of age. The death of one infant was referred to choleraic 
diarrheea. 

Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths ; 41 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 22 from fractures and contusions, 3 from burns and scalds, 
3 from drowning, and 8 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Seven 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets; from this class of accident 55 cases of injury and maiming came 
under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
17th instant. One case of infanticide, and one of suicide, were registered. 

In the large Public Institutions 219 deaths were recorded, or 15 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 128 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 83 in 
Hospitals, and 8 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained _ 
320 patients on 16th instant, of which 53 were under treatment for fever, 250 for 
scarlet fever, and one for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2785 births and 1670 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 34°5 and 20°7 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 15°6 and 
3°5 per 1000 respectively, against 21°8 and-4°5 in Inner London. ‘Two more 
fatal cases of fever were registered in Croydon, making 62 which have there occurred 
since the outbreak of the epidemic at the end of February last. Two deaths from 
fever were also registered in Chislehurst sub-district, and one from enteric fever at 
New Bromley (Kent), which is still ill-drained and ill-supplied with water ; the Local 
Board should at once look to these sanitary defects lest the disease should spread. 


RETURNS FROM FoREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 32, Rombay 26, Madras 38; Paris 26, Brussels 20, 
Amsterdam 29, Rotterdam 18, The Hague 26, Copenhagen 28, Christiania 17, 
Berlin 30, Hamburg 22, Breslau 29, Munich 38, Vienna 25, Buda-Pesth 36, Rome 
28, Naples 26, Turin 18, Florence 30; Alexandria 38; New York 29, and Phila- 
delphia 17. The deaths referred to typhoid fever in Paris, which had been but 19 
and 12 in the two previous weeks, rose to 52 last week. In Madras 15 and 45 
fatal cases of cholera were reported during the weeks ending 13th and 20th August ; 
no deaths in this city had previously been referred to cholera since the beginning 
of the year. | 

METEOROLOGY. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°29 in.; the highest reading was 29°78 in, on Sunday morning, 10th instant, and the lowest 
29°01 in. both on Wednesday and Thursday. The mean temperature of the ai was 45°°8, or 4°°9 
below the average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher from thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below 
the average on each day of the week; on Sunday, l0th, the mean was 48°°9 and 2°°7 below 
the average, while on Tuesday the mean declined to 43°°5 and showed a deficiency of 7°°5. 
The highest day temperature in the shade was 58°°5 on Sunday, and the lowest night tempe- 
rature 33°°5 on Wednesday; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 25°°0. The 
highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened 
bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 111°°0 on Sunday. The difference between the mean 
dew-point and air temperature averaged 5°°2. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, 
derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 54°°3, The mean 
degree of humidity of the air was 82, complete saturation being represented by 100. The direction 
of the wind was variable, and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 10°3 miles per hour. 
Rain fell on five days during the week, to the amount of * 48 of an inch. 


According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 268,847 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 334,747 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons,

Unitep Kinepom. 

Durine last week 5153 births and 38636 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twen'ry other rarcE Towns of the Unrrep Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 1517. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 25 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 22 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 21 in Glasgow, and 21 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE EneGLisu Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Erautern ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 17, Sun- 
derland 19, Wolverhampton 20, Sheffield 23, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 24, London 24, 
Norwich 25, Leicester 25, Birmingham 25, Oldham 26, Liverpool 27, Manchester 
28, Bristol 28, Hull 30, Nottingham 31, Salford 31, Leeds 31, and Bradford 32. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 5° 1 
per 1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°5 and 2°9 in Sunderland 
and Wolverhampton, to 9°'1 and 9°6 in Nottingham and Salford. The fatal cases 

' of scarlet fever in these eighteen towns showed a further increase upon the numbers 
returned in recent weeks; the mortality from the disease was proportionately 
greatest in Bristol, Nottingham, Bradford, Leicester, and Salford. Notwithstanding 
the lower temperature and the heavy rains, the deaths referred to diarrhoea continue 
to exceed the numbers in the corresponding weeks of recent years.

Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2222 prrtus and 1563 pEATHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 99 below, whereas the deaths exceeded 
by 118, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which had been equal to 21°2 and 21°8 per 
1000, further rose last week to 23°7. After distributing the deaths in institutions, 
in proportion to population, the rate was 22 per 1000 in the West, 24 in the North, 
25 in the Central, 27 in the East, and 22 in the South groups of Districts. 

The 1563 deaths included 34 from measles, 127 trom scarlet fever, 11 from 
diphtheria, 47 from whooping-cough, 26 from different forms of fever, 41 from 
diarrhea, and not one from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 286 deaths were referred, against 350, 327, and 299 in the three preced- 
ing weeks. These 286 deaths were 23 above the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 4°3 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°5 in the Central, 
to 5:0 in the North groups of Districts. The fatal cases of measles, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, and whooping-cough exceeded the corrected average weekly 
numbers. The 84 deaths from measles included 5 in Chelsea, and 4 both in 
Shoreditch and Whitechapel; and of the 11 from diphtheria, 6 occurred in the 
North group of Districts. The 47 fatal cases of whooping-cough exceeded those 
in the previous week by 10; 15 were returned both in North and South London. 
The 26 deaths referred to fever were 3 less than those returned in the previous 

week, and were 17 below the corrected weekly average; 3 were certified as typhus, 
~ 19 as enteric or typhoid, and 4 as simple continued fever. The fatal cases of 
typhus occurred in Chemister’s Alley, Long Acre ; in Gopsall-street, Shoreditch ; and 

in Old Gravel Lane, St. George-in-the-East. Two deaths were referred to enteric 
fever and 2 to simple fever in Kentish Town. ‘The fatal cases of diarrhcea in the 
Metropolis fell below the average last week, having been in excess in each of the 


six preceding weeks. 
T's 
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During the past seven weeks the fatal cases of scarlet fever have steadily 
increased from 71 to 127; this number exceeded the corrected average for the 
corresponding week in the last ten years by 35. These 127 deaths were equal to 
an annual rate of 1°9 per 1000 ; a higher death-rate from scarlet fever prevailed last 
week in five other of the eighteen large English towns, and in Bristol it was so high 
as 5°9 per 1000. The disease in London was most fatal last week in Hammer- 
smith, Westminster, Marylebone, Hoxton, Rotherhithe, Peckham, and Deptford. 
During the past three weeks 859 deaths have been referred to scarlet fever in 
London, against 330 in the corresponding period of last year. The highest weekly 
number of fatal cases during the last quarter of 1874 was 128 in the week ending 
31st. October. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, 3°88 inches of rain were measured during 
the first 23 days of October ; and in the three weeks ending last Saturday 5°68 
inches were measured in Wolverhampton, 6°09 inches in Sheffield, and 6°33 inches in 
Birmingham, During the first nine months of this year the average rainfall, derived 
from observations taken at various stations between 50° and 55° of latitude, 
amounted to nearly 23 inches, against 29, 21, and 19 inches respectively in the 
same periods of the three years 1872-3-4. 

Different forms of violence caused 60 deaths; 51 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 24 from fractures and contusions, 4 from burns and scalds, 
4 from drowning, 3 from lead poisoning, and 11 of infants under one year of age 
‘from suffocation. Six of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by 
horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of accident 54 cases of injury 
and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the 
seven days ending 24th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 255 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 148 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 108 in 
Hespitals, and 4 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District, Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
330 patients on 23rd instant, of which 64 were under treatment for fever, and 253 
for scarlet fever ; these institutions did not contain a single small-pox patient. 


GREATER LONDON. 


Jn Greater London 2647 births and 1811 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 32°8 and 22°5 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotie diseases, was 17°0 and 
‘8°6-per 1000 respectively, against 23:7 and 4°3 in Inner London. Three more 
fatal cases of fever were registered in Croydon, making 65 that have occurred since 
the outbreak of the present epidemic. 


RETURNS FROM ForeEIGNn CITIES. 

The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 35, Bombay 24, Madras 35; Paris 24, Brussels 23, 
Amsterdam 29, Rotterdam 20, The Hague 17, Copenhagen 21, Christiania 20, 
Berlin 29, Hamburg 21, Breslau 26, Munich 38, Vienna 21, Buda-Pesth 35, Rome 
32, Naples 26, Turin 21, Florence 33; Alexandria 42; New York 29, and Phila- 
delphia 21. 

METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°44 in.; the highest reading was 29°68 in. on Sunday evening, 17th instant, and the lowest 
29°20 in. on Saturday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 49°°7, or 0°°5 above 
the average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher 
from thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. ‘The mean was below the average on 
Sunday, Tuesday, and Saturday, whereas an excess prevailed on each of the other days; on 
Thursday the mean was 54°°2 and 5°-2 above the average, whereas it fell to 46°°8 on Saturday, 
which was in defect by 1°°5. The highest day temperature in the shade was 62°°2 on Thurs- 
day, and the lowest night temperature 33°°5 on Sunday; the extreme range in the week was, 
therefore, 28°°7. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer 
with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 107°°3 on Sunday. ‘The difference 
between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 2°°9. The mean temperature of the 


water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist ” Police Ship, 


was 50°°5. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 90, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 100. The general direction of the wind was Easterly, and the horizontal movement 
of the air averaged 10°6 miles per hour. Rain fell on six days during the week, to the amount 
of 2°16 inches. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 409,201 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 421,840 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

Dourine last week 5800 births and 3485 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other LARGE Towns of the Untrep Krnavom. The natural increase 
of population was 2315. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 23 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 20 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 23 in Glasgow, and 23 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENnaLisH Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Erantren Enaiisn 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow:—Wolverhampton 14, 
Portsmouth 17, Norwich 19, Sunderland 20, Leicester 21, Sheffield 21, London 22, 
Birmingham 23, Liverpool 24, Newcastle-on-Tyne 24, Hull 24, Oldham 25, Bristol 
26, Leeds 26, Nottingham 29, Manchester 31, Bradford 32, and Salford 35. The 
annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 4°5 per 1000 
in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°5 and 2-7 in Wolverhampton and New- 
castle-upon-Tyne, to 7*1 and 8°8 in Bradford and Salford. The fatal cases of 
scarlet fever in these eighteen towns, which in the seven’ previous weeks had 
steadily increased from 151 to 232, declined last week to 226; the annual death- 
rate from this disease last week was equal to 1°9 per 1000 in London and 
Manchester, 2°4 in Leicester, 3°5 in Salford, 4°0 in Bradford and Nottingham, 
and 5°3 in Bristol. 

LONDON. } 

In Lonpon 2566 BirtHs and 1477 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 217, and the deaths by 6, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the five preceding weeks had steadily increased 
from 20:0 to 23°7 per 1000, declined last week to 22°4. After distributing the 
deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 22 per 1000 in 
the West, 21 in the North, 24 in the Central, 22 in the East, and 23 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The 1477 deaths included one from small-pox, 24 from measles, 128 from scarlet 
fever, 17 from diphtheria, 49 from whooping-cough, 24 from different forms of 
fever, and 35 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 278 deaths were referred, against 299 and 286 in the two preceding weeks. 
These 278 deaths were. 22 above the corrected average number from the same 
diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 4°2 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°1 in the West, 
to 5°4 in the South groups of Districts. The fatal cases of scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, and whooping-cough exceeded, whereas those of small-pox, measles, 
and fever were considerably below, the corrected average weekly numbers. The 
24 deaths from measles included 4 in Camberwell and 3 in Islington ; and of the 17 
from diphtheria, 2 occurred in Hampstead, 2 in Chelsea, and 2 in Mile End Old Town. 
The 49 fatal cases of whooping-cough showed a further increase upon the numbers 
returned in the two previous weeks, including 18 in North and 14 in South London. 
The 24 deaths referred to fever were fewer than those returned in any of the four 
preceding weeks, and were but half the corrected average weekly number ; one 
was certified as typhus, 14 as enteric or typhoid, and 9 as simple continued fever. 
The fatal case of typhus occurred in Ballance Road, Hackney, 2 of enteric fever 
in Whitechapel, and one each of enteric and gastric fever in Cripplegate sub- 
district.

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The fatal cases of scarlet fever, which in the seven preceding weeks had steadily 
increased from 71 to 127, were 128 last week, and exceeded the corrected average 
for the corresponding week in the last ten years by 88. These 128 deaths were 
equal toan annual rate of 1°9 per 1000, against 1°6 last week in the seventeen 
provincial towns furnishing returns, which have an aggregate population nearly 
equal to that of London. In London the disease showed the greatest fatality 
last week in Westminster, Islington, Mile End Old Town, Bermondsey, Rother- 
hithe, Lambeth, Battersea, Peckham, Camberwell, and Deptford. 

During the first nine months of this year 792 cases ot scarlet fever were 
admitted into the two Metropolitan Asylum District Fever Hospitals, namely, 385 
at Homerton, and 407 at Stockwell. The number of recoveries in the two hospitals 
‘was 581, and of the deaths 109. The mortality was equal to 14°7 per cent. of the 
cases treated in both hospitals; to 15+1 per cent. at Homerton, and 14°4 per cent. 
at Stockwell. If it were safe to assume that the mortality in scarlet fever cases 
is the same whether treated at home or in hospital, it might be estimated that 
there have been 18,469 cases in London since the beginning of the year, as we 
know that 2716 deaths have been recorded, and the above figures-give 6°8 cases 
to each death. The actual number of cases has probably been considerably in 
excess of this estimate. 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths ; 38 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 16 from fractures and contusions, 3 from burns and scalds, 
2 from poison, and 13 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Two of 
the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets; from this class of accident 71 cases of injury and maiming came 
under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
31st ultimo. 

In the large Public Institutions 240 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 184 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 90 in 
Hospitals, and 16 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
328 patients on 30th ultimo, of which 61 were under treatment for fever, 253. for 
scarlet fever, and not one for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 8085 births and 1717 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 38'3 and 21°3 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 16°4 and 
2°7 per 1000 respectively, against 22°4 and 4:2 in Inner London. In Croydon 
7 more deaths were referred to fever, all certified as enteric or typhoid, raising 
the number of fatal cases during the present epidemic to 72; this is the highest 
weekly number of fever deaths that has occurred in Croydon. Of 13 deaths 
recorded in Chiswick, 7 were fatal cases of scarlet fever. 


RETURNS FROM Forericn CITIES. 

The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Bombay was 24, Madras 44; Paris 22, Brussels 18, Amsterdam 28, 
Rotterdam 27, The Hague 24, Copenhagen 17, Christiania 23, Berlin 28, Hamburg 
25, Breslau 22, Munich 35, Vienna 22, Buda-~Pesth 36, Rome 31, Naples 25, Turin 
19; Alexandria 33; New York 27, Breoklyn 25, and Philadelphia 18. 


METEOROLOGY. : 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°82 in. ; the lowest reading was 29°53 in, at the beginning of the week, and on Wednesday 
afternoon, and the highest 30°05 in. on Monday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 
43°°6, or 3°°5 below the average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as 
determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The 
mean was below the average on each day of the week; the coldest day was Saturday, when 
the mean was 41°°0 and 5°:5 below the average. ‘The highest day temperature in the shade 
was 55°°0 on Sunday, and the lowest night temperature 34°-5 on Monday ; the extreme range 
in the week was, therefore, 20°°5. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self- 
registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 89°°2 on 
Monday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 4°°9, The 
mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the 
“Royalist” Police Ship, was 48°°1. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 83, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was East, and the 
horizontal movement of the air averaged 9°1 miles per hour. Rain fell on two days during the 
week, to the amount of ° 25 of an inch. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 300,512 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 334,214 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

Durine last week 5441 births and 3593 deaths were registered in Lonpon 
j and Twen'ry other Lrarae Towns of the UnitED Kinapom. The natural increase 
} of population was 1848. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
| of 24 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
} was 19 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 21 in Glasgow, and 28 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE EnGuisu Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eragutern ENGLISH 
| Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Norwich 14, Ports- 
mouth 17, Sheftield 20, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 21, Birmingham 21, Hull 23, Sun- 
) derland 24, London 24, Leicester 25, Liverpool 25, Bristol 25, Wolverhampton 26, 
Manchester 28, Oldham 29, Nottingham 29, Bradford 29, Leeds 31, and again the 
| highest rate 33 in Salford. The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic 
| diseases averaged 4°3 per 1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°5 and 
1°8 in Sunderland and Oldham, to 7°2 and 8°1 in Bristol and Salford. The fatal 
4 cases of scarlet fever in these eighteen towns, which had been 232 and 226 in 
‘the two previous weeks, were 231 last week; the annual death-rate from this 
disease was equal to 2°0 in London, 2°7 in Salford, 2°9 in Wolverhampton, 3°4 
in Bradford, 3°8 in Leicester, 4°0 in Nottingham, and 4°5 in Bristol. 











Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2374 sprrtHs and 1583 pEaTHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 59 below, whereas the deaths exceeded 
by 34, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been 
fequal to 23°7 and 22°4 per 1000, rose last week to 24°0. After distributing the 
‘deaths in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 24 per 1000 in the 
| West, 24 in the North, 21 in the Central, 26 in the East, and 24 in the South 
groups of Districts. 

The 1583 deaths included one from small-pox, 40 from measles, 129 from scarlet 
fever, 12 from diphtheria, 51 from whooping-cough, 23 from different forms of 
fever, and 24 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
jelass 280 deaths were referred, against numbers declining from 350 to 278 in the 
ive preceding weeks. ‘These 280 deaths were 7 above the corrected average number 
jfrom the same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were 
equal to an annual rate of 4°2 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°5 in the 
peoutral, to 4°8 in the West groups of Districts. The fatal cases of scarlet fever, 
/diphtheria, and whooping-cough exceeded, whereas those of the four other zymotic 
\diseases were below, the average. The 40 deaths from measles showed an increase 
jupon the numbers returned in recent weeks, and included 13 in West London, of 
which 5 and 4 occurred in Chelsea and Fulham Districts. Of the 51 deaths from 
whooping-cough, a higher number than in any of the seven previous weeks, 14 
were returned in the East and 19 in the South groups of Districts. The 12 
fatal cases of diphtheria included 8 in South London. The 23 deaths referred 
o fever were again less than half the corrected average weekly number ; 18 were 
certified as enteric or typhoid, 5 as simple continued fever, and not one as typhus, 
Three fatal cases of enteric or typhoid fever were returned in Bethnal Green, 
The death classed to small-pox was a fatal case of chicken-pox. 
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The 129 deaths from scarlet fever showed a further increase of one upon the — 
numbers returned in the eight preceding weeks, and exceeded by 37 the corrected — 
average for the corresponding week in the last ten years. These 129 deaths were ~ 
equal to an annual rate of 2°0 per 1000; in the five groups: of registration — 
Districts the scarlet fever death-rate ranged from 1°3 in the Central, to 2°4 in © 
the South. The 129 deaths included 13 in Lambeth, 10 in Bermondsey, 9 in — 
Islington, and 8 in Chelsea, Shoreditch, and Bethnal Green. During the past 
five weeks 616 deaths in London have been referred to scarlet fever, against 565 
in the corresponding period of last year. Of the 616 fatal cases in the past five — 
weeks, 63 per cent. were of children under 5 years of age, 385 per cent. between — 
5 years and 20, and nearly 2 per cent. of persons aged upwards of 20 years. ‘The — 
proportion of deaths of persons aged over 5 years from scarlet fever in recent weeks — 
has exceeded that which prevailed in the same period of last year. 

The three Metropolitan Asylum District Fever Hospitals contained 264 scarlet — 
fever patients on Saturday last, against 253 at the close of each of the two pre- — 
ceding weeks. The value of hospitals for infectious diseases depends in great — 
measure upon the means they afford for securing isolation in cases occurring under — 
circumstances which render home isolation an impossibility. It is important, there. — 
fore, to ascertain the average period during which scarlet fever cases are detained — 
in these hospitals: ‘The average residence in hospital of the 385 cases treated at — 
Homerton during the nine months ending September last was 52 days ; and of the — 
407 at Stockwell only 33 days. The average duration of the recovered cases was — 
somewhat ionger than that above mentioned, which includes those that terminated ~ 
fatally ; this, however, does not explain the great difference between the average ~ 
residence of cases in the Homerton and Stockwell Hospitals. | 

Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths ; 42 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 19 from fractures and contusions, 6 from burns and scalds, — 
3 from drowning, 2 from poison, including one from lead colic, and 8 of infants © 
under one year of age from suffocation. Eight of the deaths from fractures and — 
contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of — 
accident 51 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan ~ 
and City Police during the seven days ending 7th instant. 3 

In the large Public Institutions 260. deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of — 
the total deaths; of these, 154 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 96 in — 
Hospitals, and 10 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox — 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained — 
345 patients on 6th instant, of which 63 were under treatment for fever, 264 for — 
scarlet fever, and not one for small-pox. ‘ 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2838 births and 1870 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 35:2 and 23°2 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- ~ 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 19°7 and 
2°5 per 1000 respectively, against 24°0 and 4°2 in Inner London. Six more 
fatal cases of fever were returned in Croydon, where 3 deaths were also referred to 
scarlet fever. | 


Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., as the result of his analysis of the waters supplied to the 
‘Metropolis during October, reports, that taking unity to represent the amount of 
organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s water, the proportional — 
amount found in an equal volume of the water supplied by each of the other — 
Metropolitan Companies was:—New River 1:5, Grand Junction 2:0, West Mid- 
dlesex 2°4, Southwark 2°5, Chelsea 3-1, East, London 3°3, and Lambeth 4:1. The 
best river water was supplied by the New River Company from the Lea, but the ~ 
water delivered both by the West Middlesex and Chelsea Companies was not much — 
inferior in quality, and had been efficiently filtered. The Thames waters, supplied 
by the Grand Junction, Southwark, and Lambeth Companies, were slightly turbid, 
those of the two last-mentioned companies containing “ fungoid growths;” the 
Southwark water also contained “ moving organisms.” The Kent Company’s deep- | 
well water was of the usual excellent quality. 
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RETURNS FROM ForEIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
i) Table 9), in Calcutta was 35, Bombay 26, Madras 41; Paris 23, Brussels 19, 
Amsterdam 27, Rotterdam 28, The Hague 28, Copenhagen 17, Christiania 23, 
Berlin 27, Hamburg 21, Breslau 21, Munich 32, Vienna 22, Buda-Pesth 35, Rome 
(| 29, Naples 25, Turin 24, Florence 34; Alexandria 32; New York 24, Brooklyn 
.| 23, and Philadelphia 21. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°58 in.; the highest reading was 29°75 in. at the beginning of the week, and also on Tues- 
day morning, and the lowest 28°90 in. on Saturday morning. The mean temperature of the 
air was 48°-2, or 2°°4 above the average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, 
as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The 
mean was below the average on the first three, and showed an excess on the last four, days of 
the week. On Monday the mean was 42°°6 and 8°°6 below the average, whereas on Saturday 
) it was 53°°1 and in excess by 8°°0. The highest day temperature in the shade was 58°°5 on Thurs- 
day, and the lowest night temperature 37°°7 on Monday; the extreme range in the week was, 
therefore, 20°°8. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer 
with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 76°°0 on Friday. The difference 
between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 3°°9. The mean temperature of the 
water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist” Police Ship, 
was 45°°5. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 87, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 100. The direction of the wind was variable, and the horizontal movement of the 
air averaged 11°2 miles per hour. ain fell on four days during the week, to the amount of 
*62 of an inch, of which *42 of an inch was measured during Saturday. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 285,034 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 348,008 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Tue ReEGIstTRAR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the LONDON WaTER CoMPANIES, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied during the month of 
Ocroser 1875: according to their returns 117,744,887 gallons or 534,969 cubic metres of water 
(equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 226-0 gallons 
(102°7 decalitres) rather more than a ton by weight, to each house, and 31°8 gallons (14°4 deca- 
litres) to each person, against 31°9 gallons during October 1874. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
| London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that, during the year 1866, about 82 per cent. of 
the total supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: applying this proportion to the 
total quantity supplied daily in the month of October 1875, it may be estimated that about 
96,550,807 gallons were used for domestic purposes, or about 26°1 gallons per day for each inhabi- 
tant, against 26°2 in the corresponding month of last year. This proportion varies from month to 
month, but the Registrar General has no means of giving a more reliable estimate.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING OCTOBER. 


Sir, Royal College of Chemistry, 5th November 1875. 

I wave to report to you in the following table the results of the chemical examination. 
of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the month of October, and I append also the 
results yielded by the Birmingham water supply furnished by Dr. Hill. 

Taking the amount of organic impurity contained in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water as unity, the proportional amount in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 1°5, Grand Junction 2:0, West Middlesex 2:4, South- 
wark 2°5, Chelsea 3° 1, Hast London 3°3, and Lambeth 4°1. 

Of the river waters, that supplied by the New River Company from the Lea was the best; next 
in quality was that of the West Middlesex and Chelsea Companies, drawn from the Thames. All 

these waters had been efficiently filtered before delivery. Much inferior was the quality of the 
water drawn from the Thames and delivered by the Grand Junction, Southwark, and Lambeth 
Companies. These waters were slightly turbid, that of the Southwark Company contained moving 
organisms and fungoid growths. Fungoid filaments were also present in the Lambeth Company’s 
water. 

The Kent Company delivered, from deep wells in the chalk, clear, brilliant, and wholesome water. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports of the water supplied to that 
town, that “ the organic nitrogen was still large in quantity, and there was evidence of imperfect 
filtration.”

~The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water collected on the 14th October at 
the Horse Guards’ cab-rank had a temperature of 10°5°C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 30°40 Ibs. 
of solid impurity ; the organic matter, constituting a portion of this impurity, contained +200 Ib. 
of carbon and ‘032 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained ‘001 Ib. of 
ammonia, and ‘213 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of 
combined nitrogen in every form was °246 lb. After its descent to the earth as rain, 100,000 Ibs. 
of the water had been contaminated with anima] matter equivalent to that contained in 1820 lbs. 
of average London sewage. By gradual oxidation this animal contamination has been, so far as 
analysis can show, converted into innocuous inorganic compounds before the water was sub- 
mitted to investigation.

As the Kent Company’s water is unpolluted, and as it is drawn from deep wells, the evidence of 
previous sewage or animal contamination which it exhibits may safely be disregarded. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by mul- 
tiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same operation 
transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Ciark’s scale.

Dorine last week 5572 births and 8685 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenry other rarce Towns of the Unrrep Kinavom. The natural increase 
of population was 1887, The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 25 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 23 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 26 in Glasgow, and 28 in Dublin.

|The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 4°4 per 
/ 1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°5 and 2°2 in Sunderland and 
Wolverhampton, to 8°5 and 11°2 in Salford and Bristol. Of the 563 deaths 
' from these seven diseases in the eighteen towns, no less than 260 resulted from 
scarlet fever against 226 and 231 in the two previous weeks. The annual death- 
‘rate from scarlet fever last week was equal to 1°8 per 1000 in London, 2°3 in 
Hull, 2°4 in Leeds and Oldham, 2°7 in Salford, 3°2 in Norwich, 3°4 in Nottingham, 
4°8 in Leicester, 5°6 in Bradford, and 7°5 in Bristol. During the past eleven 
» weeks no less than 217 fatal cases of scarlet fever have been recorded in Bristol, 

equal to an annual rate of 5:3 per 1000 during that period.

__ In Lonpon 2449 sirtus and 1567 peaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 8, and the deaths by 20, thé 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been equal to 
22-4 and 24°0 per 1000, declined last week to23°7. After distributing the deaths 
in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 22 per 1000 in the West, 
24 in the North, 22 in the Central, 23 in the East, and 25 in the South groups 
of Districts. 
_ The 1567 deaths included one from small-pox, 43 from measles, 116 from scarlet 
fever, 12 from diphtheria, 49 from whooping-cough, 20 from different forms of 
fever, and 24 from diarrhea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
‘class 265 deaths were referred, against 278 and 280 in the two preceding weeks. 
‘These 265 deaths were 6 above the corrected average number from the same 
‘diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an 
annual rate of 4°0 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°5 in the Central 
to 4°3 in the North groups of Districts. The fatal cases of scarlet fever again 
Showed a large excess, and those of measles, diphtheria, and whooping-cough 
were also above the average. The 43 deaths from measles again exceeded the 
numbers in recent weeks, including 10 in North and 13 in South London. The 
49 fatal cases of whooping-cough differed but slightly from those in recent weeks ; 
© occurred in Marylebone, 4 in Paddington, and 5 in Lambeth. The 12 deaths 
from diphtheria included 2 in Gray’s Inn Lane sub-district. The deaths referred 
to fever, which had declined from 29 to 23 in the four previous weeks, further 
fell to 20 last week, of which 4 were certified as typhus, 12 as enteric or typhoid, 
and r as simple continued fever. The 4 fatal cases of typhus occurred in the 
45.] 77 
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Paddington Workhouse ; Durham-road, Islington ; Market-street, Poplar; and Kent- 
street, Southwark. A death from chicken-pox was classed under small-pox. | 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which in the five preceding weeks had slowly 
increased from 110 to 129, declined to 116 last week, but exceeded by 33 the 
corrected average number for the corresponding week in the last ten years.’ These 
116 deaths were equal to an annual rate of 1°8 per 1000; in the five groups of re- 
gistration Districts the scarlet fever death-rate ranged from 1°3 in the Central to 
2°1 in the North. The disease was especially fatal last week in Hammersmith, 
Islington, Bethnal Green, Bermondsey, Battersea, Peckham, and Deptford. 

During the eight weeks ending last Saturday, 9°01 inches of rain were measured 
at the Royal Observatory, averaging 1°13 inches per week. Rain was measured on 
36 of the 56 days in these weeks, the largest daily amounts being *74 and °79 of 
an inch respectively on 2nd and 20th October. } 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which averaged but Jf 
152 during the four weeks of September, have rapidly increased during the past Jf 
five weeks from 194 to 849, which were, however, somewhat below the corrected — 
weekly average. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths ; 44 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 20 from fractures and contusions, 4 from burns and scalds, 
8 from drowning, and 9 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Five 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in — 
the streets; from this class of accident 49 cases of injury and maiming came 
under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
14th instant. Seven cases of suicide were registered. 

In the large Public Institutions 253 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 128 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 119 in 
Hospitals, and 6 in Lunatic Asylums. ‘The Asylum’ District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
346 patients on 13th instant, of which 65 were under treatment for fever, 265 for 
scarlet fever, and not one for small-pox. 


GREATER LONDON, 


In Greater London 2910 births and 1883 deaths were registered, equal to annual — 
rates of 35'1 and 22°7 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 18°2 and 
3°0 per 1000 respectively, against 23°7 and 4°0 in Inner London. In Croydon 
3 deaths were referred to fever and 8 to scarlet fever; and all the 5 deaths 
registered in Wimbledon were fatal cases of measles. 


RETURNS FROM ForREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 33, Bombay 25, Madras 88; Paris 23, Brussels 25, 
Amsterdam 28, Rotterdam 27, The Hague 21, Copenhagen 18, Christiania 26, 
Berlin 24, Hamburg 21, Breslau 28, Munich 30, Vienna 22, Buda-Pesth 32, Rome 
29, Naples 27, Turin 19, Florence 82; Alexandria 40; New York 23, Brooklyn 21, 
and Philadelphia 21. Cholera caused 62 deaths in Madras, 17 in Calcutta, and 11 
in Bombay. 

METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°25 in.; the lowest reading was 28°45 in. on Thursday morning, and the highest 29°81 in. 
on Friday evening. The mean temperature of the air was 43°°0, or 0°-6 below the average in 
the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean showed an excess on Wednesday 
and Saturday, but was below the average on each of the other days of the week; on Monday 
the mean was 89°°3 and 5°:0 below the average, whereas on Wednesday it was 47°°3 and in 
excess by 3°°8. The highest day temperature in the shade was 57°-0 on Saturday, and the 
lowest night temperature 30°°3 on Tuesday; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 
26°°7. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with 
a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 81°°0 on Sunday. The difference between 
the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 3°°9. The mean temperature of the water 
in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 
47°°0. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 86, complete saturation being represented 
by 100. The direction of the wind was variable, and the horizontal movement of the air 
are 14°3 miles per hour. Fain fell on five days during the week, to the amount of 1°92 
inches, 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average _ 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 457,584 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 400,898 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 4°1 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°9 and 2°0 in Norwich and 
}Sunderland, to 8°1 and 9:1 in Salford and Nottingham. The 529 deaths from 
jthese seven diseases in the eighteen towns included 185 from. scarlet fever, 
against 226, 231, and 260 in the three preceding weeks. ‘The annual death-rate 
from scarlet fever last week was equal to 1°5 in London, 2°8 in Bradford, 3°5 in 
(Salford, 4°3 in Bristol, and 4°5 in Nottingham. The fatality of scarlet fever 
showed a general decline, whereas that of measles had increased. 


Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2462 sirtus and 1603 pEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
‘increase of population, the births exceeded by 116, whereas the deaths were 71 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The 
anuual death-rate was equal to 24°3 per 1000, against 24°0 and 23°7 in the two 
previous weeks. After distributing the deaths in institutions, the rate was 22 per 
11000 in the West, 22 in the North, 28 in the Central, 24 in the Kast, and 26 in 
the South groups of Districts. 
| The 1603 deaths included ene from small-pox, 51 from measles, 96 from scarlet 
fever, 14 from diphtheria, 63 from whooping-cough, 27 from different forms of 
Sever, and 30 from diarrhcea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
plass 282 deaths were referred, against 280 and 265 in the two preceding weeks. 
hese 282 deaths were 9 above the corrected average number from the same diseases 
n the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to an annual rate 
of 4°3 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°2 in the West to 5°2 in the 
Sentral groups of Districts. The fatal cases both of small- -pox and fever were 
ronsiderably below the average, whereas those of each of the five other zymotic 
wliseases showed a marked excess. The 5] deaths from measles again exceeded 
"he numbers in recent weeks, and included 11 in the East and 14 in the South 
roups of Districts. The 63 fatal cases of whooping-cough showed an increase 
f 14 upon those in the previous week; 5 were returned in Camberwell, 4 in 
otherhithe, 3 in Bow, and 3 in Kentish Town. Of the 14 deaths from diphtheria, 
occurred in South London, including 3 in Lambeth. The deaths referred to fever, 
Which had declined steadily from 29 to 20 in the five previous weeks, increased 
Wgain to 27 last week; of these 2 were certifiel as typhus, 18 as enteric or 
Wyphoid, and 7 as simple continued fever. A fatal case of typhus occurred in 
Muddock’s Buildings, Shoreditch; one of cerebro-spinal fever in Orkney-street, 
attersea; and 2 of enteric fever in Oid-street, Haggerston West, and Bow 
b-districts. The 30 deaths from diarrhoea exceeded the average by 9, and those 
ts. in each of the two previous weeks by 6; the death of an adult female in 
46. | Zz 
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Malden-road, Kentish Town, was referred to ‘choleraic diarrhea and vomiting 20 — 
hours, collapse.” The death classed to small-pox was a fatal case of chicken-pox. 

The 96 fatal cases of scarlet fever showed a further decline from the 129 and 
116 returned in the two previous weeks, and exceeded the corrected average 
number in the corresponding week in the last ten years by but 7. The disease was, 
however, especially fatal last week in Mile End Old ‘Town, and in Gray’s Inn Lane, 
St. James Bermondsey, and Somers Town registration sub-districts. 

It is worthy of note that no death has been referred to small-pox during the 
past four months in London, which has an estimated. population of 3,445,160, 
although the corrected average number of fatal cases of this disease in the cor- 


responding period of the last ten years is 337. This complete immunity from 


fatal small-pox in London for so long a period is without parallel since civil regis~ | 
tration was established, and may be safely assumed to be entirely unprecedented. 

During the eighteen weeks ending last Saturday 16 deaths in London resulted 
from varicella or chicken-pox. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the five 
previous weeks had steadily increased from 194 to 349, further rose to 371, but 
were 38 below the corrected average weekly number ; 213 resulted from bronchitis, 
and 113 from pneumonia. 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths ; 42 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 16 from fractures and contusions, 7 from burns and scalds, 
3 from drowning, and 9 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Five | 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in | 
the streets; from this class of accident 64 cases of injury and maiming came under 
the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 21st 
instant. Five cases of suicide were registered. 

In the large Public Institutions 266 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these. 145 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 110 in 
Hospitals, and 11 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
352 patients on the 20th instant, of which 66 were under treatment for fever, 270 
for scarlet fever, and not one for small-pox. The London Fever Hospital con- 
tained 101 patients on Saturday last, including 12 cases of enteric fever, and 82 
of scarlet fever. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 2954 births and 1883 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 35°6 and 23°4 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 19°2 and 
3:1 per 1000 respectively, against 24°3 and 4°3 in Inner London. Eight more 
fatal cases of fever were registered last week in Croydon, raising the number due 
to the present epidemic to 89. Of 10 deaths in Wimbledon during the past two 
weeks, 9 have been referred to measles. 


RetTuRNS FROM ForEIGN CITIES. 

The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 30, Bombay 25, Madras 41; Paris 24, Brussels 20, 
Amsterdam 31, Rotterdam 29, The Hague 22, Copenhagen 19, Christiania 19, 
Berlin 28, Hamburg 25, Breslau 29, Munich 35, Vienna 22, Buda-Pesth 34, Rome 
38, Naples 24, Turin 23, Florence 27; Alexandria 40; New York 24, Brooklyn 
21, and Philadelphia 18. Cholera caused 47 deaths in Madras, 21 in Calcutta, and 
12 in Bombay. 

METEOROLOGY. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°73 in.; the highest reading was 30°08 in. on Monday evening, and the lowest 28°87 in. on 
Sunday morning, 14th instant. The mean temperature of the air was 45°°8, or 3°°8 above 
the average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher 
from thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was below the average 
on Monday and Saturday, whereas an excess was showed on each of the five other days ; on 
Thursday the mean was 54°°6 and 12°-7 above the average, while on Saturday it fell to 37° 
and was in defect by 3°°8. The highest day temperature in the shade was 58°°4 on Thurs- | 
day, and the lowest night temperature 33°°5 on Monday; the extreme range in the week was, ; 
therefore, 24°°9. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer 
with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 83°°7 on Thursday. The difference | 
between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 6°°3. The mean temperature of the 
water in the ‘Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist” Police Ship, | 
was 44°°4, The mean degree of humidity of the air was 79, complete saturation being repre-} 
sented by 100. The general direction of the wind was S.W., and the horizontal movement of 
the air averaged 19°6 miles per hour.

Meteorological Observations. 
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Unitep Kinepom. 
Durine last week 5298 births and 3516 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other Large Towns of the Untrep Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 1782. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 24 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 

was 24 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 25 in Glasgow, and 28 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLisH Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Erantren ENG@LIsH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 15, Nor- 
wich 19, Wolverhampton 19, Leicester 19, Sunderland 20, Hull 21, Sheffield 21, 
Birmingham 23, London 23, Bradford 24, Liverpool 24, Oldham 25, Manchester 26, 
Nottingham 27, Leeds 28, Bristol 28, Salford 31, and Newcastle-on-Tyne 31. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 4°1 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°5 and 2°5 in Wolverhampton and 
Norwich, to 6°9 and 8°5 in Bristol and Salford. The 521 deaths from these 
seven diseases in these eighteen towns included 201 from scarlet fever, against 260 
and 185 in the two previous weeks. The annual death-rate from scarlet fever last 
week, which averaged 1°6 per 1000 in the eighteen towns, ranged upwards to 
2-4 in Leicester, 2°8 in Nottingham, and 4°3 in Bristol. 


LONDON. 

In Lonpon 2303 sirtus and 1504 pearHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 34, and the deaths 198, below the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been equal to 
23-7 and 24°3 per 1000, declined last week to 22°8. After distributing the deaths 
in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 23 per 1000 in the West, 
22 in the North, 20 in the Central, 22 in the East, and 25 in the South groups 
of Districts. 

The 1504 deaths included 54 from measles, 120 from scarlet fever, 7 from 
diphtheria, 55 from whooping-cough, 25 from different forms of fever, 14 from 
diarrhvea, and not one from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 


_zymotic class 275 deaths were referred, against 265 and 282 in the two preceding 


weeks. These 275 deaths were 9 above the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 4°2 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 38°3 in the 
Central, to 4°4 in the South groups of Districts. The excess of deaths from 
zymotic diseases was due to the fatal cases of measles, scarlet fever, and whooping- 
cough. The 54 deaths from measles showed a further increase upon the numbers 
in recent weeks, including 21 in South London, of which 6 occurred in Ber- 
mondsey, and 5 in St. George Camberwell sub-district. The 55 fatal cases of 
whooping-cough were 8 less than those in the previous week ; 19 occurred in 
South London, and 13 in the West group of Districts. Of the 7 deaths from 
diphtheria, 2 occurred in Bethnal Green sub-district. The 25 deaths referred to 
fever showed a decline of 2 from those returned in the previous week, and were 
26 below the corrected average number in the corresponding week of the last ten 
years ; 2 were certified as typhus, 18 as enteric or typhoid, and 6 as simple con- 
tinued fever. The 2 fatal cases of typhus were returned in Cambridge-terrace 
(Fulham), and Derry-street (Gray’s Inn Lane) ; the first mentioned of these 2 
cases was of the wife of a sewer labourer. No death from small-pox was recorded 


in London during the nineteen weeks ending last Saturday. 
[47.] 3A 
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The fatal cases of scarlet fever, which had been 129, 116, and 96 in the three 
preceding weeks, rose again last week to 120, and exceeded the corrected average 
aumber in the corresponding week of the last ten years by 38. ‘The increase last 
week was most marked in the East group of Districts, in which 29 fatal cases were 
recorded, against 19 in the previous week, including 10 in Shoreditch, and 9 in 
Mile End Old Town. In Islington 13 deaths from this disease were returned, 
against 8 in the previous week. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the six 
previous weeks had steadily increased from 194 to 3871, were 374 last week, and 
were 73 below the corrected average weekly number; 218 resulted from bronchitis, 
and 108 from pneumonia, differing but slightly from the numbers returned in the 
previous week. 

Different forms of violence caused 41 deaths ; 36 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 12 from fractures and contusions, 6 from burns and scalds, 
4 from drowning, and 5 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. One 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions resulted from a street accident ; from 
this class of accident 67 cases of injury and maiming came under the notice of 
the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 28th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 211 deaths were recorded, or 14 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 116 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 90 in 
Hospitals, and 5 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum’ District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
356 patients on 27th instant, of which 80 were under treatment for fever, 263 for 
scarlet fever, and not one for small-pox. ‘The London Fever Hospital contained 102 
patients on Saturday last (against 101 at the end of the previous week), including 
85 cases of scarlet fever, and 12 of enteric fever. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2790 births and 1765 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 84°6 and 21°9 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 17°9 and 
2°7 per J000 respectively, against 22°8 and 4°2 in Inner London. Two fatal 
cases of fever were returned both in Croydon and Hornsey sub-districts; and 2 
more deaths were referred to measles in Wimbledon sub-district. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 39, Bombay 238, Madras 386; Paris 22, Brussels 20, 
Amsterdam 3], Rotterdam 27, The Hague 26, Copenhagen 19, Christiania 30, 
Berlin 26, Hamburg 27, Breslau 26, Munich 32, Vienna 26, Buda-Pesth 39, Rome 
32, Naples 26, Turin 22, Florence 23 ; Alexandria 43; New York 23, Brooklyn 26, 
and Philadelphia 18. The deaths in Rome included 52 which were referred to 
fever, of which 29 were described as eruptive, 7 as intermittent, and 6 as typhoid. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°90 in.; the lowest reading was 29°77 in. on Sunday morning, and the highest 30°03 in. 
on Tuesday morning. The mean temperature of the air was 36°°0, or 5°*7 below the average in 
the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from thermo- 
metrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was considerably below the average 
on each day of the week, and ranged from 39°-6 on Tuesday which was 2°-1 below the average, 
to 31°°9 on Friday when the defect was 9°-7. The highest day temperature in the shade was 
45°°6 on Tuesday, and the lowest night temperature 29°°3 on Saturday; the extreme range 
in the week was, therefore, 16°°3. The highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self- 
registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 76°°9 on 
Monday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 3°°4. The 
mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at the 
“Royalist ” Police Ship, was 41°°9. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 88, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. ‘The general direction of the wind was N. and N.E., and 
the horizontal movement of the air averaged 10°9 miles per hour. Jam fell on Wednesday, to 
the amount of °01 of an inch. : 

The mean temperature of the week in the 18 dther large English towns furnishing returns ranged 
from 35°°4 in Wolverhampton, to 39°-3 in Sunderland; the lowest recorded night temperature was 
26°°0 in Salford, and the highest day temperature in the shade 48°-0 in Sunderland. Rain was 
measured in each of the towns except Liverpool; the amounts varied from :01 of an inch in 
Bristol, to 1°71 inches in Hull. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 288,388 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 333,523 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

Durtina last week 5085 births and 3899 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twenty other Large Towns of the UniTEp Kinepom. The natural increase 
of population was 1186. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 26 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 29 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 30 in Glasgow, and 27 in Dublin.

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Era¢nTeen ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Norwich 22, Ports- 
mouth 22, Hull 22, Sheffield 23, Nottingham 23, Sunderland 24, London 25, Bir- 
mingham 25, Manchester 25, Leeds 27, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 28, Liverpool 29, 
Bradford 30, Bristol 30, Wolverhampton 31, Leicester 33, Salford 34, and Oldham 
35. The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 
4:1 per 1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°5 both in Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne and Sunderland, to 6°2 and 7:4 in Salford and Bradford. Scarlet fever 
showed fatal prevalence in Bristol, Salford, and Bradford, measles in Portsmouth, 
and fever in Sheffield. 

Lonpon. 

In Lonpvon 2072 srrtus and 1628 pEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 262, and the deaths 85, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been equal to 24°3 and 22-8 
per 1000, rose last week to 24°7, After distributing the deaths in institutions, in 
proportion to population, the rate was 26 per 1000 in the West, 24 in the North, 
24 in the Central, 25 in the East, and 24 in the South groups of Districts. 

The 1628 deaths included 59 from measles, 104 from scarlet fever, 16° from 
diphtheria, 54 from whooping-cough, 29 from different forms of fever, 13 from 
diarrhoea, and not one from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 275 deaths were referred, against 282 and 2765 in the two preceding 
weeks. These 275 deaths were 6 below the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 4°2 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°2 in the Kast, 
to 4°7 in the West groups of Districts. The fatal cases of measles, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, and whooping-cough exceeded the corrected average weekly numbers. 
The 59 deaths from measles showed a further increase upon those returned in 
recent weeks, including 10 in Pancras District and 5 in Hammersmith. The 54 
deaths from whooping-cough were one less than those in the previous week, 15 
occurring in West London. Of the 16 deaths from diphtheria, 8 were returned 
in South London, including 4 in Battersea. The 29 deaths referred to fever, 
although showing an increase of 4 upon those in the previous week, were 23 
below the corrected average number in the corresponding week of the last ten 
years ; 4 were certified as typhus, 20 as enteric or typhoid, and 5 as simple 
continued fever. Of the 4 fatal cases of typhus, 2 occurred in the Homerton 
Fever Hospital, both of which had been admitted from Whitechapel; one in 
Featherstone-street, Finsbury, aud the fourth in Bancroft-road, Mile End. Two 
deaths from typhoid fever were recorded in one house in Mayfield Villas, West 
Hackney ; and three in Islington East sub-district. No death from small-pox was 
recorded in London during the twenty weeks ending last Saturday. 

The fatal cases of scarlet fever, which had been 96 and !}20 in the two previous 
weeks, declined again to 104 last week, exceeding the corrected average weekly 
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number by 22, and including no less than 46 in South London ; 14 were returned 
in Islington, 6 in Walworth, 6 in Battersea, and 8 in Deptford. 

During the fifteen days ending last Saturday cold weather continuously prevailed ; 
the mean temperature during that period being but 33°°7 and’8°:0 below the average. 
Notwithstanding this low temperature, the fatulity from diseases of the respiratory 
organs continues comparatively low. The deaths referred to this class of diseases, 
which in the seven preceding weeks had steadily increased from 194 to 374, further 
rose to 391, but were 74 below the corrected average weekly number; 228 resulted 
from bronchitis and 111 from pneumonia, numbers differing but slightly from those 
in each of the two previous weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 59 deaths; 52 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 23 from fractures and contusions, 8 from burns and scalds, 
5 from drowning, and 8 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. The 
death of the widow of a gentleman, aged 44 years, was referred to ‘‘ morphinism.” 
Nine of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles 
in the streets; from this class of accident 35 cases of injury and maiming came 
under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
oth instant. | 

In the large Public Institutions 255 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 147 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 98 in 
Hospitals, and 10 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
343 patients on the 4th instant, of which 78 were under treatment for fever, 253 
for scarlet fever, and not one for small-pox. The London Fever Hospital contained 
109 patients on Saturday last (against 102 at the end of the previous week), 
including 92 cases of scarlet fever, and 13 of enteric fever. 


GREATER LONDON, 

In Greater London 2453 births and 1872 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 30°4 and 23°2 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 16°7 and 
2°5 per 1000 respectively, against 24°7 and 4°2 in Inner London. Eight deaths 
were referred to scarlet fever in the district of West Ham. 








Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., as the result of his analysis of the waters supplied to the 
Metropolis during November, reports, that taking unity to represent the amount of 
organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s water, the proportional 
amount found in an equal volume of the water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was:—New River 3:6, East London 4°6, Lambeth 6:3, 
West Middlesex 7:0, Southwark 7°2, Grand Junction 7°4, and Chelsea 7°8. 
Owing -to the heavy floods, the river water during November was polluted with 
“ large quantities of suspended impurities, and of soluble organic matter of a 
brown colour,” and the five water Companies drawing their supplies from the 
Thames delivered, almost throughout the month, water which was “ quite unfit 
for domestic use, even after efficient filtration.” Dr. Frankland further reports, 
however, that the West Middlesex was the only one of the five Companies which 
delivered water that had been efficiently filtered ; the water of the four other Com- 
panies being turbid and containing moving organisms. The Grand Junction water 
“ gave a deposit consisting chiefly of matted fungoid fibres.’ The New River 
and Kast London Companies supplied water of a superior quality, that had been 
efficiently filtered, while the Kent Company’s water derived from deep wells in the 
chalk, was as “ pure, brilliant, and palatable as usual.” 

With reference to the water supplied to Birmingham during the month, Dr. Hill, 
the Medical Officer of the town, reports that it was slightly turbid, of a greenish- 
brown colour, and that the proportion of organic nitrogen was higher than at 
any previous time of the year. 








RETURNS FROM ForEIGN CITIES. 

The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Return (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 41, Bombay 24; Paris 23, Brussels 21, Amsterdam 28, 
Rotterdam 23, The Hague 22, Copenhagen 19, Christiania 36, Hamburg 21, Breslau 
26, Munich 31, Vienna 27, Buda-Pesth 33, Rome 34, Naples 25, Turin 25, Florence 
29 ; Alexandria 38; New York 24, Brooklyn 28, and Philadelphia 19. Scarlet fever 
has recently been fatally prevalent in Christiania, and caused 18 deaths during the 
week ending 25th ultimo, equal to an annual rate of 12°5 per 1000 persons living. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°72 in.; the highest reading was 29°96 in. on Sunday morning, and the lowest 29°55 in. on 
Thursday afternoon. The mean temperature of the air was 30°°9, or 10°-9 below the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was considerably below the average 
throughout the week; the daily mean ranged from 34°°3 on Sunday 28th, which was 7°°3 
below the average, to 27°:5 on Saturday when the defect was no less than 14°°4. The highest 
day temperature in the shade was 35°°9 on both Sunday and Monday, and the lowest night 
temperature 23°°7 on Saturday; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 12°72. The 
highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb 
in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 41°°5 on Wednesday. The difference between the mean dew- 
point and air temperature averaged 4°°1. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, 
derived from daily observations taken at the “ Royalist” Police Ship, was 36°°6. The mean 
degree of humidity of the air was 85, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general 
direction of the wind was N.E. and N., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 13°7 
miles per hour. Melted snow was measured to the amount of °41 ofan inch. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 263,885 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 363,699 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to about 35 cubic feet or to 220 imperial gallons. 


Tue REGISTRAR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon WaTER ComPANIEs, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied during the month of 
NoveMBER 1875: according to their returns 109,998,971 gallons or 499,776 cubic metres of water 
(equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 213°5 gallons 
(97°0 decalitres) rather less than a ton by weight, to each house, and 30°1 gallons (13*7 deca- 
litres) to each person, against 30°5 gallons during November 1874, 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that, during the year 1866, about 82 per cent. of 
the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: applying this pro- 
portion to the total quantity supplied daily in the month of November 1875, it may be estimated 
that about 90,199,156 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 24°7 gallons per 
day for each inhabitant, against 25-0 in the corresponding month of last year. ‘This proportion no 
doubt varies from month to month, but the Registrar General has no means of giving a more exact 
estimate.

ANALYsI8 OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING NOVEMBER.

I wave to report to you in the following table the results of the chemical examination 
of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the month of November, and I append also the 
results yielded by the Birmingham water supply furnished by Dr. Hill. 

Taking the amount of organic impurity contained in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water as unity, the proportional amount in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the other 
Metropolitan Companies was :—New River 3:6, East London 4°6, Lambeth 6:3, West Middlesex 
7°0, Southwark 7°2, Grand Junction 7°4, and Chelsea 7° 8. 
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496 Analysis of Metropolitan Waters. 


The heavy floods which prevailed in the Thames valley during the month of November polluted 
the river water with large quantities of suspended impurities and of soluble organic matter of a 
brown colour. During nearly the whole of the month the water delivered by the five Com- 
panies drawing their supplies from the Thames was quite unfit for domestic use, even after 
efficient filtration. The West Middlesex was, however, the only Thames Company which delivered 
efficiently filtered water; the supplies of the Chelsea and Grand Junction Companies were turbid, 
both contained moving organisms, and the water of the last-named Company gave a deposit 
consisting chiefly of matted fungoid fibres. The supplies of the Southwark and Lambeth Com- 
panies were slightly turbid, and contained moving organisms and fungoid growths. 

The water of the Lea distributed by the New River and East London Companies was much 
less affected by the floods, and it was efficiently filtered by both Companies. 

The Kent Company’s supply, from deep wells in the chalk, was as pure, brilliant, and palatable 
as usual. 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water supplied to that 
town “ was slightly turbid and of a greenish-brown colour, and that the organic nitrogen ranged 
‘* higher than at any time this year.”

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6,7, 8, 9, 10, 11, and 12 all relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water collected on the 16th November at 
the Horse Guards’ cab-rank had a temperature of 7°2°C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 25-20 lbs. 
of solid impurity ; the organic matter, constituting a portion of this impurity, contained +441 Ib. 
of carbon and °095 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained ‘001 Ib. of 
ammonia, and 156 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of 
combined nitrogen in every form was *252 lb. After its descent to the earth as rain, 100,000 lbs. 
of the water had been contaminated with animal matter equivalent to that contained in 1250 lbs. 
of average London sewage. By gradual oxidation this animal contamination has been, so far as 
analysis can show, converted into innocuous inorganic compounds before the water was sub- 
mitted to investigation. The above weight of water also contained 1-28 lbs. of chlorine. Finally, 
100,000 Ibs. of the water contained 16°9 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of 
other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

As the Kent Company’s water is unpolluted, and as it is drawn from deep wells, the evidence of 
previous sewage or animal contamination which it exhibits may safely be disregarded. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by mul- 
tiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to tbe left. The same operation 
transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale, .

of population was 1346. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
| of 28 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
| was 22 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 31 in Glasgow, and 34 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLISH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the EiacntEEn ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Sunderland 17, Ports- 
mouth 17, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 21, Bradford 21, Leicester 21, Hull 23, Norwich 
25, Leeds 26, Birmingham 28, London 28, Liverpool 30, Nottingham 31, Sheffield 
32, Salford 33, Wolverhampton 33, Manchester 84, Oldham 35, and Bristol 36. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 4°5 per 

- 1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°7 and 1°0 in Wolverhampton and 
} Sunderland, to 10°1 and 10°4 in Bristol and Salford. The high zymotic rate 
in the two latter towns was due to the fatal prevalence of scarlet fever, which 
caused annual death-rates equal to 6°7 in Bristol, and 6°5 in Salford. The deaths 
referred to fever in Sheffield, which had been 10 and 11 in the two previous weeks, 
further rose to 18 last week, and were equal to an annual rate 3°5 per 1000, whereas 
the fever rate in the seventeen other towns did not average more than 0°4 pe#1000. 


Lonpon. 

In a 2432 BIRTHS and 1856 pEATHSs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 144, and the deaths by 117, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been equal to 
22°8 and 24°7 per 1000, further rose last week to 28°1, a higher rate than in any 
previous week since the end of March last. After distributing the deaths in insti- 
tutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 28 per 1000. in the West, 28 
in the North, 29 in the Central, 28 in the East, and 28 in the South groups 
of Districts. 

The 1856 deaths included 69 from measles, 103 from scarlet fever, 13 from 
diphtheria, 75 from whooping-cough, 26 from different forms of fever, 17 from 
diarrhoea, and not one from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 303 deaths were referred, against 275 in each of the two preceding 
weeks. These 303 deaths were 17 above the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 4°6 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 4°2 in the 
Central and South, to 5:5 in the North groups of Districts. The excess of zymotic 
deaths was principally due to the fatal prevalence of scarlet fever and whooping- 
cough. The 69 fatal cases of measles showed a further increase upon those 
returned in recent weeks, and included 11 in §t. Paul (Hammersmith), 6 in 
Camberwell, and 5 both in Kentish Town and Hackney sub-districts. ‘The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which in the two previous weeks had been 55 and 54, 
rose last week to 75, of which 22 occurred in South London. The 18 fatal 
eases of diphtheria, 3 less than those in the previous week, included 7 in North 
London, of which 2 occurred in Somers Town. The 26 deaths referred to fever 
were 27 below the corrected average number in the corresponding week of the 
last ten years; 4 were certified as typhus, 18 as enteric or typhoid, and 4 as 
simple continued fever. Of the 4 fatal cases of typhus, 3 were recorded at the 
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Metropolitan Asylum Fever Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell, and one in 
Charing-Cross Hospital. The death of a gentleman in Paddington was referred to 
“ peripneumonia, relapsing fever.” 

The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 120 and 104 in the two previous 
weeks, further declined to 108 last week, but exceeded the corrected average weekly 
number by 24; only 3 occurred in the Central, and 30 both in the North and South 
groups of registration Districts. In Islington 20 deaths were referred to scarlet 
fever last week, against 8, 13, and 14 in the three preceding weeks. 

During the twenty-two days ending last Saturday the mean temperature was 
continuously below the average ; the mean for this period was 33°°6, and the average 
deficiency 8°°0. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which 
in the eight preceding weeks had slowly increased from 194 to 391, rose last week 
to 536, and exceeded the corrected average number in the corresponding week of 
the last ten years by’ 71 ; 342 resulted from bronchitis, and 132 from pneumonia. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths ; 50 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 21 from fractures and contusions, 11 from burns and scalds, 
8 from drowning, and 1] of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Six 
of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles in 
the streets; from this class of accident 33 cases of injury and maiming came 
under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending 
12th instant. 

In the large Public Institutions 314 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 198 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 102 in 
Hospitals, and 14 in Lunatic Asylums.. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
323 patients on 11th instant, of which 73 were under treatment for fever, 241 for 
scarlet fever, and not one for small-pox. The London Fever Hospital contained 125 
patients on Saturday last (against 109 at the end of the previous week), including 
108 cases of scarlet fever, and 13 of enteric fever. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2915 births and 2182 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 85°2 and 27°1 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 22°3 and 
2°6 per 1000 respectively, against 28°1 and 4°6 in Inner London. The 83 
deaths in Croydon sub-district included 5 from fever, and 8 from scarlet fever ; 6 
more deaths were referred to scarlet fever in the District of West Ham. 


RETURNS FROM ForREIGN CITIES. 

The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Returns (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 45, Bombay 26; Paris 25, Brussels 24, Amsterdam 3], 
Rotterdam 25, The Hague 25, Copenhagen 19, Christiania 21, Berlin 25, Hams. 
burg 22, Breslau 25, Munich 30, Vienna 24, Buda-Pesth 36, Rome 37, Naples 29, 
Turin 21, Florence 383; Alexandria 40; New York 23, Brooklyn 25, and Philadel- 
phia 19. The fatal cases of cholera in Calcutta were 46, against 28 and 33 in the 
two previous weeks. ‘The 180 deaths in Rome included 52 from various forms of 
fever, including 80 described as “ eruptive.” 

METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
30°07 in.; the lowest reading was 29°77 in. at the beginning of the week, and the highest 
30°24 in. on Wednesday at noon. The mean temperature of the air was 33°°3, or 8°°0 below 
the average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher 
from thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean was again below the 
average throughout the week ; on Sunday the 5th it was so low as 27°°2, and 14°-6 below the 
average, whereas it afterwards slowly increased to 40°5 on Saturday, when the deficiency was 
but 0°°2. ‘The highest day temperature in the shade was 42°°8 on Saturday, and the lowest 
night temperature 23°°3 on Sunday ; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 19°-5. The 
highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened 
bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 58°°2 on Sunday. ‘The difference between the mean 
dew-point and air temperature averaged 3°°3, The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, 
derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 34°-1. The mean 
degree of humidity of the air was 87, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general 
direction of the wind was Northerly, and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 11°3 
miles per hour. ain or melted snow was measured to the amount of «31 of an inch. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 278,518 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 361,262 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight,

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
20th December 1875, 
Unitep Kinepom. 

Durine last week 5838 births and 43804 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and Twen'ry other LARGE Towns of the Unirep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 1534. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 29 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 25 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 30 in Glasgow, and 31 in Dublin. 

EIGHTEEN LARGE Eneiisu Towns. 

The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Eranteen ENGLisa 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow:—Norwich 19, Sun- 
derland 23, Hull 24, Leicester 24, Nottingham 24, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 26, 
Wolverhampton 26, Bradford 28, Portsmouth 28, London 28, Sheftield 28, Bristol 
29, Liverpool 31, Leeds 31, Oldham 32, Birmingham 32, Manchester 38, and 
Salford 46. The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases 
averaged 4°7 per 1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 0°7 and 1°5 in 
Wolverhampton and Sunderland, to 6°4 and 16°2 in Manchester and Salford. The 
high death-rate from zymotic diseases in Salford was principally due to the fatal 
prevalence of scarlet fever, measles, and wheoping-cough. Seven deaths from small- 
pox were recorded in Manchester and Salford, whereas not one was recorded in the 
sixteen other towns. The fatal cases of fever in Sheffield were 10 last week, 
against 11 and 18 in the two previous weeks. 

Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2539 spirTHs and 1834 peaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 205, and the deaths 85, above the average 
numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which in the three previous weeks had been equal to 22°8, 
24-7, and 28-1 per 1000, was last week 27°8. After distributing the deaths in 
institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 26 per 1000 in the West, 
27 in the North, 31 in the Central, 26 in the East, and 29 in the South groups 
of Districts. 

The 1834 deaths included 68 from measles, 107 from scarlet fever, 8 from 
diphtheria, 88 from whooping-cough, 24 from different forms of fever, 15 from 
diarrhcea, and one from chicken-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 311 deaths were referred, against 275 and 303 in the two preceding 
weeks. These 311 deaths were 28 above the corrected average number from the 
same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 4°7 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 4°1 in the West, 
to 5°4 in the South groups of Districts. The 68 fatal cases of measles were within 
one of those returned in the previous week, and included 7 in Bermondsey, 7 
in Marylebone, 6 in Hammersmith, and 5 in Westminster. The 88 deaths from 
whooping-cough showed a @onsiderable further increase upon the numbers in 
recent weeks, and were especially numerous in the Districts of Kensington and 
Pancras. The 24 deaths referred to fever were so many as 27 below the cor- 
rected average number in the eorresponding week of the last ten years; 2 were 
certified as typhus, 15 as enteric or typhoid, and 7 as simple continued fever. 
Of the 2 fatal cases of typhus one was of a woman admitted to the Metropolitan 
Asylum Fever Hospital at Homerton from the Whitechapel Workhouse, and the 
other was of the wife of a general dealer in Anchor-street, Bermondsey. Three 
deaths from enteric fever were recorded in the Fever Hospital at Stockwell, and 
2 were referred to relapsing fever in Mile End Old Town and Lee. 
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The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 120, 104, and 103 in the three 
previous weeks, were 107 last week, exceeding the corrected average weekly 
number by 82, and including 43 in the South, and 24 in the North groups of 
Districts. The disease was especially fatal last week in Islington, Walworth, Ber- 
mondsey, Rotherhithe, Camberwell, and Deptford. 

Twelve deaths were referred to puerperal fever, which exceeded the corrected 
average weekly number by 7; 5 occurred in North London, including 3 in Islington 
West sub-district. od Cre 

The mean temperature was 37°" 5 last week, which, although higher than in either 
of the three preceding weeks, was 3°°1 below the average for the corresponding 
‘week in the last sixty years. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 

“organs, which in the nine preceding weeks had increased from 194 to 536, were 514 
last week, and exceeded the corrected average number in the corresponding week of 
the last ten years by 32; 356 resulted from bronchitis, and 96 from pneumonia. 

Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths ; 62 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 21 from fractures and contusions, 15 from burns and scalds, 
6 from drowning, and 13 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. Two 
‘of the deaths from fractures and contusions were caused by horses or vehicles 
in the streets; from this class of aecident 43 cases of injury and maiming came 


‘under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police during the seven days ending’ 


19th instant. The death of the wife of a dock labourer in Limehouse, on 5th instant, 
was certified by the coroner to be caused by “chronic inflammation of stomach, 
produced by arsenical poisoning, through working in an emerald green factory.” 
Post mort. Four cases of suicide, and one of infanticide were registered. . 

In the large Public Institutions 308 deaths were recorded, or 17 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 185 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 114 in 
Hospitals, and 9 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
336 patients on the 18th instant, of which 68 were under treatment for fever, 251 
for scarlet fever, and not one for small-pox. ; 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3051 births and 2124 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 37°8 and 26°3 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 19°9 and 
2°2 per 1000 respectively, against 27:8 and 4°7 in Inner London. In West Ham 
sub-district 3 deaths were referred to scarlet fever, and 2 to other forms of fever. 
Only one fatal case of enteric fever was registered in Croydon,

METEOROLOGY. | 


_ At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°91 in.; the highest reading was 30°05 in. on Monday evening, and the lowest 29°68 in. at 
the end of the week. The mean temperature of the aiz was 37°°5, or 3°:1 below the average 
in the eorresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean somewhat exceeded the average 
on Sunday, Friday, and Saturday, whereas ‘a considerable deficiency prevailed on each of the 
other days of the week. On Thursday the mean was only 32°°8 and 7°°9 below the average ; 
on Saturday, however, it rose to 41°°3 and was in excess by 1°°1. The highest. day tempe- 
rature in the shade was 49°°7 on Friday, and the lowest night temperature 24°°2 on Tuesday ; 
the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 25°°5. The highest temperature in the sun, as 
shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 
78°°7 on Friday. The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 1°°8. 
The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at 
the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 37°-0. ‘The mean degree of humidtiy of the air was 93, com- 
plete saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was Southerly, and 
the horizontal movement of the air averaged 6°7 miles per hour. Rain fell on Friday morning, 
but only to the amount of °01} ofan inch. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 27 9,850 eubic metres at Crossness, 
and 338,201 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight..

Dourine last week 4726 births and 3847 deaths were registered in LONDON 
and ‘Twenty other Large Towns of the Unirep Kinevom. The natural increase 
of population was 879. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 26 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 26 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 27 in Glasgow, and 27 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE ENGLISH TOWNS. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the Erantern ENG@LIsH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Portsmouth 17, Hull 
} 20, Sunderland 21, Leicester 21, Wolverhampton 22, Nottingham 23, Norwich 23, 

Bradford 24, London 24, Sheffield 25, Birmingham 27, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 28, 
Liverpool 28, Leeds 29, Oldham 31, Bristol 35, Manchester 35, and Saliord 38. 
The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases averaged 4°2 per 
1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°5 both in Wolverhampton and 
Sunderland, to 8°2 and 11°2 in Manchester and Salford. Scarlet fever caused 
28 deaths in Manchester and Salford, 21 in Bristol, and 15 in Leeds. Hight more 
fatal cases of fever were registered in Sheffield. Of the 6 deaths referred to small- 
pox in the eighteen towns, 4 occurred in Manchester and Salford, and 2 in Bristol.

Lonpon. 

_ In Lonpon 2050 sirtus and 1603 pEaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 234, and the deaths 121, below the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate from all causes, which in the two previous weeks had been equal to 
28-1 and 27°8 per 1000, declined last week to 24°3; this apparent decrease. of 
‘mortality was doubtlessly due, in great measure, to Saturday being Christmas day, 
and almost a dics non for registration purposes. After distributing the deaths 
in institutions, in proportion to population, the rate was 22 per 1000 in the West, 
26 in the North, 23 in the Central, 25 in the East, and 24 in the South groups 
of Districts. 

The 1603 deaths included 56 from measles, 85 from scarlet fever, 9 from 
diphtheria, 71 from whooping-cough, 20 from different forms of fever, 12 from 
diarrhoea, and not one from small-pox ; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 253 deaths were referred, against 303 and 311 in the two preceding 
weeks. These 253 deaths were 23 below the corrected average number from the 
| Same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 8:8 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 38°3. in the 
Central, to 4:4 in the North groups of Districts. The 56 fatal cases of measles 
showed a decline of 12 from those returned in the previous week, including 7 
in Pancras, 5 in Lambeth, and 4 both in Chelsea and Bermondsey. Of the 
9 deaths from diphtheria, 2 occurred in Bromptor. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 54, 75, and 88 in the three preceding weeks, declined to 
71 last week, of which 21 were returned in East London, including 5 in Mile 
End Old Town. The 20 deaths referred to fever were so many as 30 below the 
corrected average number in the corresponding week of the last ten years; 4 
were described as typhus, 11 as enteric or typhoid, and 5 as simple continued 
fever. Of the 4 fatal cases of typhus, one occurring in Golborne-terrace, Ken- 
| sington, was un-certified because attended by an un-registered practitioner ; one in 

Westminster Hospital, had been admitted. from its immediate neighbourhood ; one 
certified as “hemorrhagic typhus, 7 hours,’ oceurred in the City Road, Holb-rn ; 
[d1.] 3 E 
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and the fourth in Francis-terrace, Bow. Two deaths from enteric fever were re- 
gistered in Battersea last week, and 2 in the Stockwell Fever Hospital were of 
patients admitted from that parish, No death from small-pox has occurred in 
London since July. 

The deaths from scarlet fever, which had ranged between 96 and 129 in the 
twelve preceding weeks, declined to 85 last week, of which 31 occurred in the 
North and 28 in the South groups of Districts. The disease was again especially 
fatal last week in Islington, Bermondsey, and Peckham ; 140 fatal cases have been 
recorded in Islington since the beginning of October last. | ) 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the two 
preceding weeks had been 586 and 514, declined last week to 444, and were 14 
below the corrected average number in the corresponding week of the last ten years ; 
270 resulted from bronchitis, and 116 from pneumonia. 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths ; 36 were the result of negligence 
ov accident, including 9 from fractures and contusions, 9 from burns and scalds, 
3 from drowning, and 9 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. As 
the result of accidents caused by horses or vehicles in the streets, 81 cases of 
injury and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police 
during the seven days ending 26th instant, but no death from this class of accidents 
was registered. Six cases of suicide, and one of execution, were registered. 

In the large Public Institutions 237 deaths were recorded, or 15 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 152 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 81 in 
Hospitals, and 4 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
283 patients on the 25th instant, of which 61 were under treatment for fever, 204 for 
scarlet fever, and not one for small-pox. ‘The London Fever Hospital contained 124 
patients on Saturday last (against 125 at the end of the previous week), including 
109 cases of scarlet fever, 11 of enteric fever, and one of typhus. 


GREATER LONDON, - 

In Greater London 2488 births and 1881 deaths were registered, equal to annual 
rates of 80°9 and 23°3 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 19°O and 
2°5 per 1000 respectively, against 24°38 and 38°8 in Inner London. The 39 
deaths in Croydon sub-district included 6 from scarlet fever, and one from enteric 
fever. In Hornsey 2 deaths were referred to scarlet fever, 2 to diphtheria, and one 
to whooping-cough. 

RETURNS FROM ForeEIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Returns (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 53, Bombay 27, Madras 40; Paris 27, Brussels 22, 
Amsterdam 28, Rotterdam 29, The Hague 26, Copenhagen 20, Christiania 26, 
Berlin 24, Hamburg 23, Breslau 30, Munich 32, Vienna 30, Rome 39, Naples 27, 
Turin 26; Alexandria 43; New York 24, Brooklyn 25, and Philadelphia 19. 
Cholera caused 106 deaths in Calcutta, 50 in Madras, and 8 in Bombay. ‘The fatal 
cases of small-pox were numerous in Vienna and Brooklyn ; 45 deaths were referred 
to fevers in Rome, including 27 described as “eruptive” ; and diphtheria caused 
excessive fatality in Berlin, and in each of the three American cities. 


METEOROLOGY. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week was 
29°78 in.; the lowest reading was 29°41 in. on Monday evening, and the highest 30°27 in. 
at the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air was 46°°1, or 7°:2 above the 
average in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher 
from thermometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean considerably exceeded 
the average on each day of the week. The warmest day was Wednesday, when the mean was 
49°°5 and 10°°7 above the average; on Saturday the mean declined to 42°-2, and the excess 
to 4°-2. The highest day temperature in the shade was 54°°5 on Wednesday, and the lowest 
night temperature 39°°2 on Saturday ; the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 15°-3. The 
highest temperature in the sun, as shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened 
bulb in vacuo placed on the grass, was 85°°6 on Friday. The difference between the mean 
dew-point and air temperature averaged 4°°3. The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, 
derived from daily observations taken at the “Royalist” Police Ship, was 41°°1. The mean 
degree of humidity of the air was 85, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general 
direction of the wind was 8.W. and W.S.W., and the horizontal movement of the air averaged 
20°8 miles per hour. azn fell on the first four days of the week, to the amount of °35 of an inch. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 272,922 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 339,462 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight,

Unitep Kinepom. 


Durine last week 5943 births and 4052 deaths were registered in LonpDOoN 
and Twenty other Large Towns of the Unitep Kinapom. The natural increase 
of population was 1891. The mortality from all causes was at the average rate 
of 27 deaths annually in every 1000 persons living. The annual death-rate 
was 22 per 1000 in Edinburgh, 26 in Glasgow, and 33 in Dublin. 


EIGHTEEN LARGE EnciisH Towns. 


The annual rates of mortality per 1000 last week in the ErGHTEEN ENGLISH 
Towns, ranged in order from the lowest, were as follow :—Sunderland 20, Leeds 
22, Nottingham 23, Wolverhampton 23, Norwich 23, Portsmouth 23, Bradford 24, 
Leicester 25, Sheffield 26, Birmingham 26, London 27, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 27, 
Liverpool 30, Bristol 30, Salford 33, Manchester 33, Hull 36, and the highest rate 
39 in Oldham. The annual death-rate from the seven principal zymotic diseases 
averaged 4°2 per 1000 in the eighteen towns, and ranged from 1°0 and 1°1 in 
Sunderland and Neweastle-on-Tyne, to 8°8 in Salford. Scarlet fever was again 
fatally prevalent in Salford, Bristol, Leicester, and Leeds. Six deaths were referred 
to fever in Sheffield, raising the fatal cases in the past thirteen weeks to 108 ; these 
have been equal to an annual rate of 1°6 per 1000, whereas in the seventeen other 
large towns, the fever rate in that period averaged but 0:5 per 1000. There is. DO 
hospital for the isolation and treatment of infectious diseases in Sheffield. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2494 srrtus and 1782 peaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births exceeded by 409, and the deaths by 28, the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten years; the excess in 
these numbers was probably due to arrears of registration caused by the previous 
Saturday being Christmas Day. The annual death-rate from all causes, which 
in the three previous weeks had been equal to 28°1, 27°8, and 24°3 per 1000, 
was last week 27°0. After distributing the deaths in institutions, in proportion 
to population, the rate was 26 per 1000 in the West, 26 in the North, 29 in the 
Central, 28 in the East, and 27 in the South groups of Districts. 

The 1782 deaths included 70 from measles, 75 from scarlet fever, 16 from 
diphtheria, 76 from whooping-cough, 20 from different forms of fever, 16 from 
_diarrhcea, and not one from small-pox; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
-zymotic class 273 deaths were referred, against 31] and 253 in the two preceding 

weeks. These 273 deaths were 5 above the corrected average number from the 
- same diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and were equal to 
an annual rate of 4'1 per 1000; this zymotic rate ranged from 3°3 in the Central, 
‘to 4°7 in the South groups of Districts. The 70 fatal cases of measles included 16 
in West and 20 in South London; 9 occurred in Marylebone, 6 in Bermondsey, 
and 4 both in Brompton and Hammersmith. The 16 deaths from diphtheria 
showed a further increase upon those in recent weeks, including 4 in Brompton 
and 3 in Kentish Town; 2 fatal cases of diphtheria were registered in the pre- 
ceding week in Brompton, where the proportion of deaths referred to zymotic 
diseases has recently been excessive. The 20 deaths referred to fever were no less 
than 27 below the corrected average number in the corresponding week of the 
last ten years; one was certified as typhus, 14 as enteric or typhoid, and 5 as 
‘simple continued fever. The fatal case of typhus occurred in Cleveland-road, 
‘Islington ; 3 of enteric fever in Islington, and 2 in St. George-the-Martyr (Hol. 
[ 52. ] 3 F 
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born) sub-district. Only one death from small-pox has occurred in London since 
June last, and this was registered early in July. | 

The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 107 and 85 in the two previous 
weeks, further declined to 75 last week, and were lower than in any week since 
the first in September; 31 were, however, returned last week in South London, of 
which 4 occurred in Bermondsey, 4 in Battersea, and 4 in St. George Camberwell. 
Four fatal cases were also recorded in Chelsea, and 5 in Bethnal Green, of which 
3 occurred in one family in Temple Terrace. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which in the three 
preceding weeks had been 536, 514, and 444, further declined last week to 397, 
of which 249 resulted from bronchitis, and 108 from pneumonia. These 397 deaths 
wére 69 below the corrected average number in the corresponding week of the last 
ten years. The death of the widow of a carpenter, on Christmas Day, in Thanet 
Street, Grays’ Inn Lane, whose age was stated to be 102 years, was referred to 
bronchitis. | | 

Different forms of violence caused 66 deaths ; 60 were the result of negligence 
or accident, including 15 from fractures and contusions, 15 from burns and scalds, 
5 from drowning, and 20 of infants under one year of age from suffocation. ‘The 
death of a painter, aged 56 years, in Peckham, was referred to “ paralysis ex plumbo, 
21 days, peritonitis.” Four of the deaths from fractures and contusions were 
caused by horses or vehicles in the streets; from this class of accident 49 cases 
of injury and maiming came under the notice of the Metropolitan and City Police 
during the seven days ending 2nd instant. Six cases of suicide were registered. 

In the large Public Institutions 284 deaths were recorded, or 16 per cent. of 
the total deaths; of these, 165 occurred in Workhouse Establishments, 108 in 
‘Hespitals, and 11 in Lunatic Asylums. The Asylum District Fever and Small-pox 
Hospitals at Homerton and Stockwell (which are certified for 576 beds) contained 
275 patients on the 1st instant, of which 63 were under treatment for fever, 190 
for scarlet fever, and not one for small-pox. The London Fever Hospital contained 
121 patients on Saturday last (against 124 at the end of the previous week), including 
103 cases of scarlet fever, 11 of enteric fever, and 4 of typhus. 


GREATER LONDON. 

«Jn Greater London 3022 births and 2085 deaths were régistered, equal to annual 
rates of 37°5 and 25°9 per 1000 of the population. In the Outer Ring the death- 
rate from all causes, and from the seven principal zymotic diseases, was 20°8 and 
2°5 per 1000 respectively, against 27:0 and 4°1 in Inner London. No death was 
referred to fever in Croydon last week ; deaths from this cause having been there 
registered in each week since the beginning of August. Three fatal cases of scarlet 
fever were registered both in Willesden and West Ham sub-districts. 


RETURNS FROM FOREIGN CITIES. 


The annual rate of mortality, according to the most recent Weekly Returns (see 
Table 9), in Calcutta was 53, Bombay 28, Madras 36; Brussels 29, Amsterdam 33, 
Rotterdam 32, The Hague 25, Copenhagen 22, Christiania 31, Berlin 28, Breslau 
25, Munich 37, Vienna 28, Buda-Pesth 32, Naples 28, Turin 27; Alexandria 43 ; 
Brooklyn 26, and Philadelphia 20. Cholera caused 91 deaths in Calcutta and 36 in 
Madras ; and small-pox 27 in Vienna and 35 in Brooklyn. 


METEOROLOGY. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer last week wes 
30°14 in.; the highest reading was 30°36 in. on Tuesday morning, and the lowest 29°81 in. 
on Saturday at noon. The mean temperature of the air was 43°°1, or 5°:7 above the average 
in the corresponding week of the 60 years 1814-73, as determined by Mr. Glaisher from ther- 
mometrical observations at the Royal Observatory. The mean considerably exceeded the average 
on each of the days last week; on Thursday it was 44°°7 and 7°°4 above the average, whereas 
on Saturday, the coldest day, the mean was 40°°3 and the excess 3°'1. The highest day tempe- 
rature in the shade was 47°°6 on Thursday, and the lowest night temperature 33°°0 on Saturday ; 
the extreme range in the week was, therefore, 14°°6. The highest temperature in the sun, as 
shown by a self-registering thermometer with a blackened bulb in vacuo, placed on the grass, was 
66°°7 on Sunday. ‘The difference between the mean dew-point and air temperature averaged 3°°1]. 
The mean temperature of the water in the Thames, derived from daily observations taken at 
the “ Royalist” Police Ship, was 438°°5. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 89, com- 
plete saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was W.S.W., and 
the horizontal movement of the air averaged 10°0 miles per hour. Rain fell on Monday and 
Saturday, to the amount of *17 ofan inch. 

According to returns furnished by the Engineers of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
_daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames was 229,702 cubic metres at Crossness, 
and 288,977 cubic metres at Barking, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. sacar
